Imprefsed  with  ,the  knowledge  of  the  en- 
quiring Spirit  of  the  English , and  aware  of  the  diffi- 
culties the  practitioner  experiences  ifi  obtaining  foreign 
litterature  , even  if  he  does  not  mind  the  great  expence,' 
nor  the  trouble  of  reading  foreign  languages;  tlie  Editors 
of  the  continental  medical  Repertory’,  propose 
to  publish  quarterly  a part  of  from  ten  or  eleven  sheets, 
in  proportion  as  scientific  matter  may  accumulate,  at  the 
cheap  rate  of  3 Shill,  or  3 Shill,  and  6 d.  each  part,  contain- 
ing in  a comprefsed  manner , whatever  of  continental 
improvements  and  discoveries  in  medecine  may  be  deserving 
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the  notice  of  the  English  reader.  It  being  thus  the

'reason  fbr  preferring  the  moderns  (if  they  ate  to  be  preferred}  than  the 
woild  veil!  allow  him,  if  he  lias  o«ly  conversed  with  one  side. 

Friend’s  history  of  physic, 

I.  ' 

History  of  a remarkable  convulsive  disorder  ob- 
served and  cured  t>y  Drs.  Piosenstiel  and 
O b e r t e u f f e r senior  of  Bregentz,  and 
described  by  the  latter. 

Lady,  18  years  of  age  ^ middle  sized,  pretty  lusty< 
healthy  from  a child ^ menstruated  in  her  14tl\year,  of 
a ruddy  complexion,  married  two  yeai’s,  but  childlefs,  had 
already  when  single  suffered  under  slight  occasional  cori- 
, vnlsions  in  different  parts  of  her  body,  but  chiefly  iii 
the  face,  as  also^fifs  of  involuntary  laughing  and  crying. 
Though  eomfortably  sf^ttled  , and  without  any  thing  to 
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pause  violent  mental  agitations , the  above  m6ntionedl 
symptoms  reappeared  , during  the  months  of  June* 
and  July. 

’ Her  usual  physician,  Dr.  Wurtz er  senior,  taking;; 
the  disorder  to  be  hysterics,  ordered  Pills  of  Gum  ammo— 
niacum,  Galbaninn,  Camphor,  Castoreum,  Rufus’  Pills  and 
efsence  of  amber,  to  tlie  number  of  three  or  four,  tlireet 
times  a day,  with  an  infusion  of  herba  melifsae,  and  the* 
following  to  be  taken  during  the  paroxysm.

Tliis  suitable  treatment  put  a stop  to  the  convul-- 
sive  symptoms  for  three  month* , they  then  returned, 
without  being  howcAer  aggravated.  At  this  period  the 
patient  made  a journey  to  Bregentz , to  consult  tlie 
worthy  Dr.  Roseustiel,  in  whom  she  placed  a parti- 
cular confidence;  that  learned  Gentleman  having  once 
before  in  company  with  the  learned  Dr.  Aepli  of’ 
St.  Gallen  succesfuUy  attended  her  father,  in  a violent 
convulswe  disorder.  Jn  September.  I was  also  consulted, 
when  my  colleague  gave  me  the  foUovA'ing  details:

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“Tliis  yonug  ]ady,  who  has  been  wfU  educated,  and 

Y 

is  of  a most  generous  and  mild  disposition,  being  accom- 
panied liither  by  her  parents , gave  me  the  following 
account  of  herself.  That  for  this  tw'^elve  month  past 
she  had  been  seized  with  freqr^nt  despondency,  involun- 
tary laughing  and  crying  fits  , and  slight  convulsions ; 
that  an  insatiable  Iiunger  frequently  befell  her,  which 
lobliged  her  to  eat  privately  several  times  a day , that  in 
general  her  feet  Were  cold and  her  body  bloated , her 
courses  regular , but  that  she  felt  lierself  very  much  de- 
bilitated after  them ; on  maturely  considering  on  her 
bodily  constitution  , the  symptoms,  and  the  wdiole  series 
of  morbid  sensations  , I suspected  indeed  an  fier edi- 
tary morbid  sensibility  of  the  nerves,  and  chose  a treat- 
ment principally  from  the  vegetable  kingdom , thinking 
very  volatile  animal  and  mineral  remedies,  lefs  fit  and 
'safe  for  a subject  of  such  unconmion  sensibility  and  irri- 
tabihf^  and  thus  prescribed  powders  of  Valerian,  Orange- 
leaves  and  Zinkflowers,  to  be  taken  in  a saturated  infu- 
sion of  Orangeleaves  , and  the  same  to  be  drank  after 
them ; together  with  seabathing  during  the  sumhierseasoh, 
and  two  glafses  of  Pynnontwater  in  the  morning. 

Tliis  treatment  being  uninterruptedly  persevered  in 
for  se\  eral  weeks,  caused  the  unvoluntary  laughing,  crying 
and  convulsive  fits,  to  return  lefs  frequently  5 but  thdn 
she  was  seized  with  the  epideiniical  constitutional  dis- 
order, the  dysentery,  which  after  continuing  seven  days 
without  the  least  symptom  of  nervous  affection,  was  cured 
by  the  application  of  remedies  composed  of  mild  mucila- 
ginous involvents  and  diaplioretics.  I now  went  to  St. 
Mauritz  in  Engadeen,  in  order  to  make  use  of  the  chali- 


beate  waters  of  that  placpj  the  patient  returned  home,  anc 
there  relapsed  into  her  former  state.  Four  weeks  aftej> 
my  return,  she  came  back  to  Bregentz,  sufFering  mucli  05 
■bulimia  and  complaining  of  other  disagreeable  sensations 
especially  of  being  much  bloated.  The  pupils  of  Jier  eyes' 
were  much  dilated , and  sl^e  often  felt  an  itching  in  the 
nose.  IJnder  these  circumstances  I resolved  to  make’f. 
trial  against  worms,  and  tlius  gave  her  Storks  Electuary) 
first  with  the  addition  of  one  drachm , arid  then  of  a. 
draclim  and  a half  of  powdei'ed  Jalapium,  but  it  produced 
neither  piriohing,  griping  nor  stool,  yet  the  patient  said, 
she  had  never  yet  felt  herself  so  well.  On  the  thivd  d;>y\ 
an,  asa  fetida  glyster  was  injected,  mornings  noon  and! 
nights  , and  |:vvo  ounces  of  the  Tinctura  fjiei  Daiellii,. 
taken  internally.  All  these  medicines  however  remainedj 
without  effect,  yet  her  health  was  better  with  respect  to 
the  comnlsions  , ' and  the  disagreeable  sensations  in  th^t 
abdomen  and  nostrils  had  greatly  disappeared. 

Thus  stood  things,  when  on  Sunday,  three  days 
later  , her  father's  servant  happening  to  enier  the  roohi  i 
in  great  haste , she  was  greatly  alarmed,  firmly  believing 
her  father  to  be  suddeuly  taken  very  ill  , and  that  the 
servant  was  come  to  fetch  me.  In  the  afternopri  she 
was  taken  with  a sopor,  fell  into  a profound  sleep,  from 
which  she  did  not  awake  tiU  between  3 and  4 in  the 
morning.  On  awaking,  from  this  unnatural  sleep , the 
most  dreadfiill  convulsions  instantly  appeared,  under  all 
forms  and  species  of  spasms  , chorea  Sti  Viti , spasmus 
cynicus  , tetanus , opisthotonus  and  emprosthotonus, 
conibinecj  with  the*mcst  vloleut  spasms  alternately  occu- 
pying the  chest,  abdomen  and  the  extrcmiUes.  She  has 
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now  been  in  that  most  dreadfull  state  you  see  her  in, 
this  whole  sennight,  with  lucid  intervals  of  but  one,  tw® 
or  tliree  hoiu’S.”  ' . «• 

I 

As  she  had  continued  the  use  of  the  valerian  root, 
orangeleaves  and  Zinkflowers  while  at  home , I thought 
proper  to  try  an  other  remedy , and  thus  gave  her  every 
hour  the  following  powder :

:'«very  day,  two  or  three  glysters  of  cliamomile  and 
orangeleaves , sometimes  with  valerian,  and  externally  am 
embrocation  of  Lii’iiment  of  anunonia  with  laudanum.”

Just  before  my  arrival,  her  senses  had ' returned , she 
talked  to  us  very  sedately,  but  felt  herself  much  fatigued, 
her  pulse  was  regular , neither  full  nor  very  small , but 
rather  low,  the  tongue  was  clean,  tlie  countenance  natu- 
ral , the  abdoanen  a littl^  swelled.  After  an  hour  the 
convulsions  retiu’ned , and  all  at  once  she  had  lost  her 
senses-,  the  spasms  first  invaded  tlie  chest,  then  the  ab- 
domen , and  at  last  the  extremities.  The  most  dreadful! 
and  incredible  shocks  and  motions  were  perceiveable  every- 
where. Respitatioii  appeared  impeded,  and  the  face  was  so 
red  and  blue , that  suffocation  and  apoplexy  seemed  to 
threaten.  TJve  motions  of  the  joints  were  so  violejit, 

, tliat  three  or  four  strong  people  had  'enough  to  do  to 
hold  her,  «to  keep  her  in  bed,  and  to  prevent  her  doing 
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li^rself  any  mischief.  She  laid  hold  of  any  thing  thai! 
slie  could  grasp,  and  it  was  with  the  greatest  difficulty, 
that  it  could  be  wrested  from  her;  in  these  fits  she  cer- 
tainly would  have  broke  her  fingers,  had  it  not  been  fori 
the  utmost  carefullnefs  of  her  attendants.  This  paroxysm 
was  followed  by  two  more,  of  opistliotoniis  and  emprosv 
thotonus,  and  at  last  after  an  hour  and  ^ the  fit  wem 
off,  and  her  recollection  returned.  A violent  sweat  overf 
spread  the  whole  of  her  body,  aiid  she  became  very  weak. 
All  the  muscles  of  the  whole  surface  of  the  body  haa 
been  in  an  alternate  motion,  and  subsultus  tendinum  wan 
pretty  general,  throughout  the  wJiole  of  tiie  paroxysfn. 

I told  my  colleague , I had  never  before  witnefseof 
so  violent  a convulsive  disorder , and  gave  the  following 
as  my  opinion  of  it;  That  undoubtedly' tlie  highest  de- 
gree of  sensibility  and  irritability  of  the  whole  nervou 
system,  might  be  supposed  to  exist  in  this  blocking  Case* 
neither  could  I contradict  its  having  something  hereditary 
in  it,  as  I was  well  aware,  that  the  patient’s  father  ha<t 
frequently  been  subject  to  the  most  violent  convulsions 
that  I further  did  not  consider  the  cause  of  the  disorde 
to  be  idiopathical,  but  rather  a syniptomatical  one  , am 
that  I thought  the  disorder  to  be  of  hypochondriaca: 
origin,  that  from  overcharging  the  stomach,  as  well  in 
quantity  I as  quality,  combined  with  a sedentary  life,  irn 
farctus  might  have  taken  place  in  the  intestinal  canai 
and  abdominal  viscera , and  have  communicated  such 
disposition  to » the  whole  nervous  system;  that  I furthe- 
doubted  the  existence  of  worms,  particularly  as  the  com. 
plexion  of  the  patient,  tlie  present  total 'absence  of  worm 
symptom*,  {is  well  as  their  not  coming  away,  did  suffi 
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riemly  confute  that  idea.  That  the  diagnosis  appearei 
to  me  equally  difficult  with  tli®  prognosis  •,  as  such  ner- 
vous disorders  might  proceed  from  many  different , and 
sometimes  hardly  distinguishable  and  apparently  trifling 
causes  , and  that  by  reason  of  the  enormous  violence  of 
the  spasms,  suffocation  or  apoplexy  miglit  suddenly  ter- 
minate the  patients  life.  TJiat  in  my  opinion  thfee  in- 
dications were  here  to  be  held  in  Adew  5 1)  To  mend 

the  morbid  sensibility  of  the  nervous  system,  by  appropriate 
remedies.  2)  To  remoA'^e  the  abdominal  infarctus  and 
obstructions , as  far  as  the  symptoms  demanded  such  a 
treatment , and  3)  To  restore  the  tonus  of  the  solids, 
by  fixed  or  stronger  irritants  and  corroborants.  That 
under  tlie  present  circumstances  uervina  vegetabilia  ap- 
peared to  me,  the  remedies  indicated , but  that,  as  musk 
had  proved  serAdceable , it  was  my  wish  to  continue  its 
use , but  to  join  it  with  a composition  of  tlie  above  re- 
medies , feeling  myself  persuaded  that  by  many  A'^olatil* 
irritants , we  might  easily  OA-erirritate  5 that  bulimia  was 
frequently  a bad  symptom  in  chronical  diseases  , being 
frequently  « proof  of  great  faults  in  the  degestiA'p  organs 
and  the  fluids  ; that  I also  supposed  bdious  and  mucous 
infarctus  to  exist,  caused  by  repeated  surfeits  , as  also 
that  perhaps  some  organic  catI  miglit  haA'e  taken  place  in 
the  abdominal  glandular  system. 

As  we  did  perfectly  agree  in  the  diagnosis,  prognosis 
nnd  plan  of  treatment,  we  resolved  on  the  following 
Method.  -

If  circumstances  woiJd  permit,  these  remedies  sliould 
. be' continued,  and  the  patient  remain  under  the  care  of 
her  present  physician,  untill  she  had  mended  so  far  that 


she  could  with  good  reason  -be  supposed  able  to  under- 
take the  joiU’ney  vvithont  injury.  On  th^  13th  of-Septemb. 

I left  her.  On  tJie  16th  Dr.  Roseustiel  sent  me  the 
following  letter.

“ I liave  the  pleasure  of  giving  yon  very  flattering 
accounts  of  our  patient.  On  the  day  of  [your  de- 
' partiu’e,  she  had  still,  several  violent  convulsions  and 
even  cataleptic  symptoms,  which  gave  me  great  alamij 
in  the  night  however  she  was  somewhat  easier,  and  ou 
the  foEowing  day  the  paroxysms  were  considerably  lefs 
violent,  shorter  and  lefs  freqtieiit.  She  pafspd  half  the 
night  under  Slight  convulsions , which  were  foEowed 
• • towards  morning,'  by  a refreshing  sleep.  During  the 
da  y she  had  frequent  os  citations  , stretcliings  of  the 
limb  , and  spasmodic  contractions-  of  the  toes.  In  the 
afternoon  she  was  very  well;  in  the  night  she  had 
again  slight  convulsions,  but  slept  cccasionally.  Today 
she  was  quite  well  till  11  o’clock,  excepting  some  dis- 
agreeable spasmofEc  sensations  in  the  abdomen,  the 
musk  appearing  to  irritate  her  vascular  system.  As  she 
complained  of  a burning  heat , the  musk  was  omitted, 
but  the  Electuary , the  Embrocation  and  the  glysters 
are  continued , and  1 think  myself,  that  nervina  vege- 
tabEia  and  martiaha  wiE  elfect  the  cure  if  persevered  in.”' 

Septemb.  i'6th.  the  patient  returned,  and  I received  the 
foEowing  letter  from  Dr,  Kos[enStiel, 

*‘On  account  of  sickiiefs  tlK'  patient  did  noi  like 
to  use  the  Electuary  any  longer,  and  J presumed  my-» 
self  that  tlie  oxyd  of  ZiiEi  and  the  mars  solubilis  miglit 
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not  so  well  agree  together.  Just  as  I intended  to  alter* 
the  composition , the  catamenia  appeared , and  that 
week  sooner  than  expected.  During  this  period  the* 
use  of  the  medicines  was  suspended,  and  only  cautioni 
in  respect  of  diet,'  and  a warm  regimen  inculcated,  li 
must  here  observe,  that  the  patient  is  accostumed  t*i 
be  unwell  from  6 to  8 or  10  days,  and  that  she  always i 
used  to  feel  herself  very  weak  afterwards;  this  time? 
tlie  menses  flowed  but  6 days  , and  slie  found  herselfi 
pretty  well,  except  that  she  liad  daily  strong  spasms* 
in  the  extremities,  that  she  lay  senselefs  for  some  mi- 
nutes, with  fixed  eyes  , then  suddenly  came  to  herselfi 
again,  and  was  quite  recovered.  Since  that  time  she 
does  .not  feel  herself  quite  as  well , as  before  the  cata- 
menia appeared,  and  but  just  to  day,  on  her  receiving, 
news  from  her  parents  , and  rejoicing  at  it , she  was  • 
taken  with  the  most  violent  spasms  , that  lasted  above* 

half  an  hour.  You  will  also  find  it  difficult,  to  fix  on 

< 

a plan  of  treatment  capable  of  effecting  a radical  cure, , 
in  consequence  of  the  hereditary  morbid  irritability  of 
this  subjecl.  It  is  pofsible  that  some  material  cause 
may  be  hidden  in  the  abdominal  viscera,  yet  it  is  im- 
p<in>ible  to  derive  this  drearlfull  nervous  distemper  from 
tliat  (;ause,  but  it  might  well  be  derivable  from  a mor- 
bid disposition  of  tlie  nerves.,  and  general  debility  of 
the  wliole  frame.  1 would  advise  a treatment  with 
pei’inanently  strengthening  remedies,  combined  with  ner- 
viiifi  vegetabilia , for  which  purpose  I should  make 
choice  of  valerian  and  green  orangeleaves.  What  do 
you  think , if  we  were  to  make  a trial  with  pills  of 
asa  fetida , Estractuin  Valerianae , quafsiae , martis  po- 
inatae , with  a decoction  of  green  orangeleaves  after 


— If  any  confidence  might  be  put  in  volatile  me- 
decines,  we  could  try  the  Tincturam  tonico  - nervinam 
Bestuschefii.  1 perfectly  aglee  to  the  use  of  the  visce-  ^ 
ral  glysters  , made  of  the  ingredients  proposed , with 
the  tincture  of  Castor,  as  also  with  the  embrocations 
in  the  spine  and  abdomen.  If  however  any  treatment 
at  all  is  to  be  of  sendee  , our  fii’st  care  ought  to  be, 
the  patient’s  peace  of  mind,  and  the  attention  to  ex  ery 
tiling  that  is  capable  of  producing  the  least  disagree- 
abl,e  effect  upon  the  nerves , which  is  most  carefully 
to  be  avoided.  Thus  sorrow,  care,  anger,  joy,  fright 
and  meditation  are  hiu’tfiJl  to  [her,  but  her  general 
circumstances  require  a regimen  as  you  by  paying  at- 
tention to  the  great  indtability  of  her  nerves , will 

soon  be  able  to  point  out.”

Sept.  27-  between  11  and  12  in  the  morning , she 
was  tahen  with  a fit  of  involuntary  laughing  and  cry- 
ing , which  lasted  above  an  hour,  but  without  convulsi- 
ons. Between  1 and  2 she  was  better,  and  her  appetite 
moderate.  She  begged  of  me,  to  give  he*  something,  if 
possible  to  prevent,  or  at  least  to  mitigate  und  shorten  the 
burning  paroxysm  when  she  percewed  it,  (as  it  had  al- 
ready happened  before),  I gave  her  Ellers  mbeture,  con- 
sisting of  equal  parts  of  Spirit  of  Hartshorn  w'ith  Salt 
of  amber,  and  Hoffmanns  anodyne  aether,  25  Drops  to 
be  taken  in  a tablespoonfuU  of  frgsh  water.  The  FJec^. 
tiiary  1 altered  in  the  followiiiP'  manner.

orial  have  been  endeavouring  to  discover  a sure  remedy

Human  understanding  has  been  searching  the  whole 
npire  of  nature,  and  made  innumerable  experiments,  yet 
^erience  has  hitherto  confirmed  none  of  them.  Ploucquet 
;otes  Very  nigh  300  treatises  that  have  'been  published  on 
ns  subject,  and  very  likely  there  are  still  more  extant, 
ides  those  experiments,  which  though,  not' having 
!cceeded  were  never  publish^d , , must  however  be  very 
iuinerous.  1 like  most  other  physicians,  have  during 
ijiy  long  practice  seen  cancer  often  enough,  in  its  vari- 
ijus  gradations  and  forms  , and  have  also  experieiu’cd  iu 


its  treatment,  th^  insufficiency  of  most  qf  the  remediet- 
therto  recommended.  Some,  years  ago  attending  a pe*' 
witli  an  open  cancer  of  the  womb,  I was  however  so> 
tunate  as  to  n;eet  with  one,  which  not  only  speedeiyj 
lieved  the  pain,  but  also  effected  tlie  reestablislimeiu 
her  healtli.  r owe  its  discovery  to  chance  5 for, 
siting  some  years  ago  an  elderly  lady  , who  had  1 
suffering  a long  tinie  of  a most  painfull  carcinomatous > 
duration  in  one  of  her  breasts,  I found  that  by  the  ji 
application  of  the  fresh  leaves  of  marigold  (calendula  i 
ficinalis*)  ohe  was  enabled  to  afiuage  the  mos^  burn 
pain.  A number  of  later  observations , which  I am  ge< 
to  detail  hereafter,  justify  the  conclusion  thaf  this  t 
plant,  be  perhaps  the  remedy  of  which  relief  ] 
be  expected  in  this  most  dreadfull  affliction.  I - 
thus  communicate  my  observations , in  order  that  ol

ductoryletter  to  Dr.  OsianderofGottingen,  prefixedto 
German  translation  of  this  treatise,  wliich  is  taken  ff 
the  transactions  of  the  academy  of  Sciences  ofSto 
holm,  observes,  that  this  remedy  most  likely  t 
known  to  the  Greeks  by  the  name  of  Chryst 
themon,  the  floweers  of  which  Dioscorides  mentic 
to  be  a most  eflicacious  remedy  in  steatomata.

Linn  in  his  materia  medica:  calls  it  a 
Atal  remedy,  saying,  the  herb  is  bitter  and  subnar- 
c,  enmienagogue  and  sudorific,  it  may  be  of  use  in 
tithemes,  sore  eyes  and  .vertigo.

On  enquiring  chemically  into  its  constituent  parts ,

in  the 'breasts,  the  face,  particularly  in  nose  and? 
lips,  on,  and  in  the  sexual  organs  of  either  sex.  A little 
lump  or  hardnefs,  is  the  first  symptom  observed  , which 
may  exist  for  years  linchanged,  and  remain  tvithout  pain,, 
till,  by  a push  fall  or  even  some  acrimony  being  thrown? 
to  the  place,  they  degenerate  into  a cancerous  nature, 
at  which  time  those  peculior  burning  prickeling  pains? 
take  place.  Neither  is  it  unknown  how  nature  by  its 
own  incomprehensible,  art , often  disolves  and  lieals 
those  hard  lumps,  two  cases  of  this  kind  I do  myself  re- 
collect. A young  girl  of  Fohlun  had  in  one  of  her  breasts,  an 
induration  which  seemed  to  require  extirpation.  The 
dread  of  the  expected  operation  however,  had  such  an  ef- 
fect upon  her,  that  in  the  morning  when  the  surgeon  appear- 
ed with  his  apparatus,  the  induration  had  entirely  disap- 
peared , never  afterwards  returning.  A young  man  had 
travelled  into  different  countries  , in  order  to  get  cured 
of  a daiigeroxis  ' induration  in  one  of  his  breasts , and 
tliough  he  had  consulted  the  best  practitioners  , almost 
despaired  of  recovery,  when  all  of  a sudden  a fire 
hrkoe  out , near  his  bedchamber , which  obliged  him  to 
save  himself  by  flight ; on  the  next  day  the  induration 
was  gone.  This  person  is  still  alive,  and  can  testify  the 
veracity  of  the  relation.  This  proves  tlie  great  influ- 
ence the  nerves  have  upon  this  disorder.  The  carciuoT 
matous  poison  is  formed  by  an  inordinate  and  abnovm 
mode  of  action  of  the  nervous  power , when  the  vital 
power  of  tlie  morbid  part  is  loat.  it  can  not  be  deniedthat 
pafsions  contribute  to  it,  in  the  same  manner  as  an  exalted 
nervous  activity  is  capable  of  decomposing  that  poison,  as  is 


proved  by  the  above  cases.  Supprefsed  private  .cares  and 
irregular  menstruation,  which  both  of  tJiem  debilitate  the 
power  of  the  nerves,  have  frequently  caused  a cancer  of 
the  womb.  The  marigold  1 imagine  acts  like  an  opiate 
on  the  nerves  abnormonsly  irritated,  by  strengthening 
the  activity  of  the  sensible  parts  , axid  deprefsing  theic 
irregular  perceptibility. 

In  the  first  degree  of  tlie  disorder,  where  (though* 
not  always  properly)  it  is  called  schirrus  , thiS  remedy 
appears  to  pofsefs  no  particular  effects.  The  indolent 
lump  is  often  difsolved  by  plaisters  of  Soap  and  Gum, 
or  carbonic  acid  and  other  specific  remedies  , .according 
to  its  several  causes.  "What  a noise  was  not  made  a- 
bout  it,  when  in  modern  timesC  hrestiens  discovered  the  use 
of  tlie  calcined  gold.  Dr,  von  Schiiltzenhoim  first  phy-. 
sician  to  the  King,  has  difsolved  and  cured  uterine  schir- 
rus by  the  mere  rubbing  in  of  that  substance.  That 
I myself,  have  likewise  made  use  of  it,  will  appear]  from  tlie 
following  cases.  For  the  2d  degree  of  the  disorder, 

where  tli6  pain  is  very  violent,  there  is  no  other  chance 
of  cure,  but  by  extirpation,  ewn  if  the  disorder  v^ere  to 
be  in  the  womb,  tliis- organ  not  being  indispensibly  ne- 
cefsary  to  life.  Against  cancer  in  the  face , caustics, 
made  cliiefly  of  arsenic  have  been  found  of  most  service. 
Those  who  recommend  mercury  , steel  or  mineral  waters 
against  it , only  hasten  the  fate,  tlrreatening  the  unfor-. 
tunate  sufferer.  When  these  remedies  have  sometimes 
bee^  found  of  use,  the  can.se  must  certainly  have  been 
of  a scrofulous,  or  at  least  of  a different  nature,  but  it  can 
by  no  means  liave  bfen  a real  cancer. 

In  the  third  degree  where  the  cancer  is  open  , and 
where  the  entirpation  does  but  seldom  succeed  , no  re-

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Biedy  ' whatsoever  has  been  of  such  apparent  use  as  tlie 
marigold.

B.'  the  widowlady'  of  Mr.  ProA’OSt  B.  47,  years  of 
age,  middlesiz.ed,  of  a plethoric  habit,  had  since  16  years 
a schirms  in  the  vi'omb , and  had  used  without  benefit 
. almost  all  known  remedies.  After  having  been  comfortably 
married  for  sometime,  without  children,  she  became  a 
widow.  Menstruation  began  to  be  irregular,  and  accom- 
panied with  haemorrhages  and  violent  spasmodic  colics. 

On  the  12th  of  August  1812  having  for  some 'time 
suffered  much  of  haemorrhages  with  tearing  and  burning 
pains  An  the  hip  and  groins,  terrible  coliepaius,  perpetual 
eructations  and  such  like  dreadful!  symptoms  , that  slie 
thought  it  would  choke  her,  she  sent  for  me.  Her  face 
looked  bluish  grey , she  was  cold  all  over,  and  a hectic 
with  a very  fvequent  small  pulse  had  taken  place.  To 
complete  her  misery  a discharge  of  so  fetid  an  ichor 
had  come  on , that  its  very  smell  turned  the  patient’s 
stomach.  An  experienced  midwife  having  examined  her 
informed  me  with  terror,  she  had  found  the  uterns  swol- 
len, sunk  vtry  painfall  to  the  touch,  and  full  of  larg« 


lumps  and  deep  ulcers  dicharging  an  iciior  of  a t&ir 
rible  foetor.  • ,

In  the  commencement  I ordered  an  injection  of  on«( 
ounce  of  Extractum  chaerophylloriim  sylvestr.  difsolvect 
in  an  infusion  made  of  equal  parts  of  this  herb  and  ol 
<'haumiomiIe  flowers.  At  the  same  tune  I made  Tier  rul! 
in,  in  the  lahia  pudenda-  a goldsalt,  prepared  of  a solution 
of  gold  in  nitric  acid,  satiirated  with  miu’iate  of  ammo-< 
ilia  and  precipitated  with  carbonate  of  potash.  The< 
12  th  part  of  on§  grain  of  tliis  precipitate  well  triturated; 
w'ith  Starch  was  rubbed  in  night  and  morning  in  the; 
place  above'  mentioned.  I'liis  having  been  ufsed  for  font: 
tiays  tlje  patient  found  herself  much  relieved,  tlie  pain- 
being  at  least  abated,  and  the  liaemorhage  having  grown 
lefs.  The  obstinate  costivenefs , which  was  also  veryv 
troublesome  to  her,  \vas  rcmoi-ed  by  p glyster  of  Cliam— 
momiles.  Mallow  leaves  and  Pihubarb.  On  the  24th  oil 
August  she  was  already  able  to  lie  quiet  in  her  bed^, 
though  at  times  the  pain  was  very  violent.  I now  re— 
memberd  the  anodyrte  effects  of  marigold,  and  prescribed-! 
a saturated  infusion  of  the -herb  for  an  injection,  which! 
gave  tlxe  patient  such  inunediate  relief  , tl^at  slie- 
felt  afsnred , iJiis  was  the  only  remedy  capable  of  re- 
moving her  disorder.  In  the  beginning  of  September, 
she  was  already  able  to  vfalk  about  in  her  chamber. 

On  the  11th  I ordered  her,  to  rub  in,  the  6th  part

of  a grain  of  fulminating  gold  in  the  places  before  men- 
tioned, and  afterwards  in  the  os  tiucae.

On  the  29th  a second  Examination  being  instituted, 
by  the'  midwife,  slie  found  the  uterus  still  swelled  and 


full  of  stac[iiatffl  blood,  but  the  lumps  lefs  in  number 
and  lefs  paiiifiill.  In  the  beginning  of  Octob.  tlie  pa- 
tient felt  that  the  womb  liad  ascended  a good  deal,  I 
thus  ordered  a strong  infusion,  made  of  the  herbs  of  ma- 
rigold and  wild  cheradl , with  the  attracts  of  both,  to 
b©  injected  by  means  of  a proper  syringe,  of  which  the 
patient  approved  above  all. 

Notwithstanding  this  good  effect,  she  still  continu- 
ed having  tenable  spasms  and  convulsions , perpetual 
eructations  and  fever , each  time  she  was  taken  unwell, 
which  symptoms  liowever  appear-ed,  to  proceed  from  a 
stagnation  of  blood  in  the  womb , as  they  always  dis- 
appeared as  soon  as  the  catamenial  discharge  made  its 
appearance. 

On  the  20th  of  October  1 made  her  leave  off  the 
use  of  the  goldsalt , prescribing  her  pills  made  of  two 
grains  of  the  extract  of  marigold,  six  to  be  taken  night 
and  morning,  encreasing  the  dose  to  16. 

Since  the  8th  of  November  she  was  able  to  walk 
with  more*  facility  and  strenght , felt  the  pain  consider- 
ably abated  and  slept  all  nights. 

In  tlie  beginning  of  Decemb.  the  midwife  after  re- 
examining her , declared^  tlie  womb  to  be  in  ^ its  nor- 


Wouldtheuseof  a sponge  not  have  answer,ed  this  purpose 
better,  as  by  that  means  the  liquid  might  be  kept  in 
contact  with  the  deseased  place , as  long  as  we 
please , whereas  by  syringing , its  effects  can  only

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xnal  situatioit  and  to  have  recoA'ered  its  natural  strengtli, 
which  die  patient  herself  did  also  confirm;  as  also  that 
tl\e  indiiratious , and  ulcers  had  greatly  decreased  , and 
thatithe  foetor  was  gone  entirely.  Rejoiced  at  this  news 
I advised  tlie  patient  to  continue  the  pills,  and  to  inject 
four  times  a day  a strong  infusion  of  Marigold  with 
hoth  extracts.  However  as  niy  proAdsion  of  tliis  herb 
was  nearly  exhausted,  1 substituted  the  chaenophyllum 
sylA'estre  for  it,  A^hich  I had  once  before  already  found 
to  be  a capital  discutient  in  schirrus  in  the  mouth, 
though  ina  real  cancer  of  the  cheeh  it  had  proved  ineffectual. 

Encouraged  by  the  daily  amendment  of  the  patient, 
I made  her  continue  the  pills  till  the  begiiming  of  May 
following , • wdieu  it  appeared  on  examination,  that  she 
could  be  considered  as  perfectly  cured.  My  store  of 
marigold  was  now  entirely  exliausted  for  this  season, 
but  as  soon  as 'the  herb  could  be  again  gatliered,  I i-e- 
suraed  the  cure,  and  the  patient  continued  using  it,  the 
whole  of  the  autnmn  1815.  She  has  been  well,  ever 
since,  except  that  at  the  time  of  menstrua tidii  she  suffer- 
ed of  the  aboA^e  namj?d  symptoms.  She  often  takes  a 
ride,  and  frequently  walks  a great  AA'ay  in  town  with- 
out any  iuconA''enience.  At  jpresent,  in  August  1814» 
the  period  of  iuy  writing  this,  she  feels  herself  quite  re- 
covered. As  the  great  haemorrhages  had  brought  on  a 
beginning  hectic,  and  as  an  acrid  discharge  was  observed 
from  an  ifsue  in  the  leg,  I ordered  her  to  drink  Iceland 
liverwort  with  anisum  stellatimi  and  milli,  Avhidi  restored 
her  strenght.  Respecting  her  diet,  I confined  her  to  a 
milkdiet,  interdicted  all  acids,  salted,  smoked  and  high 
seaoned  food,  as  also  all  kinds  of  legumens,  for  it  is  as 
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fru6  as  it  is  strange,  that  ligmflens  and  pulses  do  always 
.increase  the  acrimony  of  the  cancerous  ichor  in  tliese 
ulcers.

liady  E,  38  years  of  age,  of  a small  stature,  pale  counte- 
nance , dark  hair  a-nd  irritible  temper , had  always , had 
a copious^  discharge  of  her  courses  i to  which  in  later 
years  came,  bleeding  haemorrhoides.

After  an  abortion  in  1803,  she  was  sewed  with  vio- 
lent haemoirhages  , which,  very  likely  for  want  of  being 
properly  attended  to,  continued  long  and  were  succeeded 
by  a very  debilitating  fluor  albus  with  alternate  hae- 
morrhages. In  so  debilitated  a state,  private  cares  and 
mental  uiieasinefs  acted  upon  her  still  more  injuriously 
and  produced,  a constantly  increasing  pain  in  the  abdo- 
men, extending  all  over  the  loins,  the  groins  and  the 
inner  thiglis.  '

In  1812  as  I was  sent  for,  slie  laboured  under  violent 
haemorrhages  and  pains.  Tlie  best  remedies  were  of  no 
avail.  ' , .

I had  the  greater  reason  to  suspect  uterine  indura- 
tions , as  the  patient  complained  of  burning  and  tearing 
pains  in  that  direction.  An  experienced  midwife  undertaking 
the  examination,  informed  me,  that  the  uterus  had  sunk, 
were  ifull  of  liard  and  painfull  lumps  and  deep  ulcers, 
which  bled  on  being  touched , and  discharged  an  in- 
fiipportably  »tiuking  ichor.  I instantly  ordered  pills'  of. 


hemlock  and  wild  cher\il,  and . oidered  an  iujeclioii,  made 
of  a strong  infusion  of  tlie  latter  adding  the  ex- 
tract; tliis  lefsened  the  pain,  and  eacli  injection  was 
followed  by  a great  discharge  of  nastinefs  mixed  with  callous 
pieces.  But  now  frequent  haemorrliages  appeared  and 
the  pain  became  soon  so  insupportable . tliat  the  patient 
could  neither  walk,  sit  nor  lie  without  pain,  though  she 
changed  her  position  ever  so  often. 

On  the  Sth  of  July  lSlf2  I "began  rubbing  in,  the 
fillminating  gold  in'tlie  gums,  for  I did  not  ventiu-e  to 
rub  it  in  tlie  labia  pudenda  or  os  tincae  , these  parts 
having  attained  sudi  a,  high  degree  of  sensibility,  tliat 
tlie  least  touch  would  cause  an  haemorrliage.  Tlie  injec- 
tions were  continued  twice  or  thrice  daily  , particularly 
as  they  alleviated  the  pain.  Towards  night  an  opiate 
was  taken  , and  in  tlie  day  one  hour  before  dinner,  the 
Tincture  of  Piliubarb  with  Gentian,  in  order  to  keep  up 
the  activity  of  the  stomach. 

After  40  days , during  which , 80  powders  had 

been  rubbed  in,  tbe  pain  had  greatly  abated,  the  hae- 
morrliage  ceased  and  menstruation  became  regular.  The 
patient  was  now  abler  to  walk  sit  and  lie  with  more 
ease;  on  examining  her,  it  was  found  tliat  the  indura- 
tions had  decreased  and  were  lefs  painfull.  She  now 
wishing  , for  a repetition  of  the  goldpowders  of  tiie  fame 
strength,  I agreed  to  it.  ' ' 

On  the  10th  of  August  she  began  to  complain  of 
violent  pain  in  the  low-er  pare  of  the  stomach,  parti- 
cularly w hen  she  was  sitting,  I now  ordered  tlie  calcined 


gold  witli  starch , to  be  nibbed  in  tlie  vagina,  combined 
with  an  injection  of  Marigold,  on  which  the -patient  be- 
stowed great  praise,  as  often  as  I visited  her. 

On  the  20th  of  August  the  third  examination  was 
undertaken.  With  particular  joy  the  midwife  informed  me 
of  the  alteration  that  had  taken  place,  since  using  the 
last  remedy;  the  lumps  as  well  as  the  ulcers,  she  said, 
had  greatly  decreased  in  number,  the  uterus  had  afcendel 
'and  resumed  its  normal  circumference.  The  patient  now 
had  not  had  any  haemorrhage  for  these  fiv^  weeks  , and 
could  walk,  sit  and  lie  without  great  difficulty. 

' In  Septemb.  the  rubbing  in  of  the  powders,  of  -g  of 
a grain,  with  starch,  was  resinned,  but  'after  a few  day 
she  complained , tliat  tliey  caused  her  more,  pain, 
and  an  haemorrhage  also  reappearing  during  the  courses, 
the  .goldpowders  were  obliged  to  be  omitted.  I no  w gave 
pills  of  Marigold  extract,  night  and  morning,  a nd  made  her 
inject  an  infusion  of  the  herb,  which  afforded  great  relief. 

On  the  21th  of  Septemb.  the  4th  examination  being 
undertaken,  the  uterus  was  found  in  its  natural  situation, 
of  a normal  circumference  , but  a deep  tilcer  dis- 
charging ichor,  was  still  felt.  Under  these  circumstances 
new  cares  befel  the  patient  in>.October,  which  she  en- 
deavoured to  supprefs.  Sliortly  after  this  a violent  fluor 
albiis  appeared,  which ^ obstinately  resisted  all  remedies ; 
this  was  followed  Uy  a putrid  nervous  fever , which  iu 
spite  of  all  art,  put  a period  to  the  patients  life  iu  the 
beginning  of  A'ovember.  It  is  greatly  to  be-regretted  that 
tJie  relations  did  not  permit  diCsectiou.

An  open  cancer  of  the  breast  with  violent 

symptoms. 

Mrs.  O.  the  wife  of  a publican  had  an  iudiiratiuitE 
remaining  in  tlie  breast,  after  an  ill  ciued  milbabl 
scefs  , which  induration  after  a violent  push  degenerateco 
in  a schirrtis,  witli  burning  and  tearing  pains-  She  im 
trusted  herself  to  an  old  woman  who  irrationally  en-i 
dearoured  to  promote  its  suppiiration,  by  poultices  anc( 
ointments.  The  pain  reached  the  highest  degree,  a cleft  tooli 
place  in  the  breast,  and  a.  dreadfull  haemorrhage  fromi 
tlie  ulcer  thus  exhausted  the^  strenglit  of  the  patient 
that  she  sunk  down  as  if  palsy  struck.  Being  call- 
ed in  on  'the  21st  of  October  1812  1 found  her 
speech  and  ahnbst  senselefs.  ■ The  haemorrhage  heiric. 
stopt,  and  the  patient  somewhat  revived  by  analeptics- 
1 found  on  examining  her  the  next  day , tlie  ulcer  sc 
deep  as  to  be  able  to  hide  a lai’ge  kiiittingneedle in  it;  i1! 
had  a blackish  blue  colour  and  discharged  very  fetid  ichorr 
The  ulcer  was  lillcd  up  with  lint  soaked  in  antiseptics- 
and  on  the  following  day  I ordered  the  lint  to  be  soaked 
in  a solution  of  one  ounce  of  the  extract  of  marigold 
and  wild  chervil,  dffsolved  in  6 ounces  of  a saturated 
infusion  of  pie  first,  and  to  be  put  in  the  ulcer.  This- 
drefsing  was  changed  three  times  a day,  and  covered  with 
a thick  poultice  of  charc;oal  and  fresh  yeast,  nervine  chops > 
being  takeii  at  .the  same  time. 

On  the  23d  the  woman  had  fully  recoA^ered  her  re-f 
collection,  and  felt  great  relief  in  the  ulcer;  Pills  of  tlie  ■!

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extract  of  marigold  were  now  also  taken.  Besidfs  tlie 
two  extracts  I applied  as  fomentation  Fioravanti’s  balsam, 
and  gave  ari  opiate  at  bedtime;  , 

On  tlie  i25th  tlie  fever  was  inconsiderable,  the  foetop 
and  the  pain  had  abated,  the  patient  was  better  and  in 
hopes  of  recovery. 

On  the  27th  great  portions  of  the  black  mortified^ 
flesh  had  already  come  away,  and  what  will  hardly  be  \ 
.•  expected,  a plain  line  of  separation  appeared;  the  fever 
had  decreased  still  more , with  hardly  any  pain,  and  a 
copious  discharge  of  pus  had  taken  jplace; 

On  tlie  31th  the  patient  had  jlept  well , and  the 
; pain  had  almost  entirely  left  her , the  black  lumps  also 
I separated  gradually.  Tlie  patient,  indeed  still  comiplained 
much  of  thirst  and  want  of  appetite,  she  drank  liowever 
j some  beef-tea  and  wine-gruel.'  I now  prescribed  a decoc- 
tion of  bark  with  the  compound  Tincture  of  Lat'ender; 

: On  the  3d.  of  Nov.  there  was  again  fever  with  un- 

common thirst ; but  all  pains  liad  left  off,  as  likewise  the 
burning  in  the  breast  and  under  the  arm.  The  remain- 
ing cancerous  excrefsences  were  dawbed  with  a solution 
©f  Sulphate  of  copper  and  the  following  ointment  Was 
applied  afterwards.

This  Ointment  'was'  renewed  three  times  a day.  In- 
ternally the  pills  as  well  as  tlie  decoction  of  bai-k  \y«re 
continwed-j  and  an  opiate  taken  towards  night. 
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On  the  10th  of  Decemb.  the  last  blacki fetid  foulnefs 
came  away,  and  the  .ulcer  now:,  appeared  as  deep  and 
wide,  as  the  hollow  of  two  hands  held  together  ; it  was  quite 
clean,  without  either  pain  or  foetor,  and  suppurated  freely. 
The  appetite  now  returned  and  the  patient  rejoiced  at  her 
recovery.  The  ulcer  grew  lefs  from  day  to  day,  so  that 
^ of  it,  were  filled  up  in  one  month  from  the  beginning , 
of  the  cure.

Thus  far  there  had  been  the  finest  prospect  for  re- 
covery, nature  being  very  active  in  all  its  functions;  but 
ell  at  once  this  pleasing  prospect  took  a change;  seized  1 1 
%>y  tlje  epidemical  contagious  disorder,  she  got  a vi- 
olent fever,  deliriimi,  and  bloody  diarrhoea.  The  simple  *1 
people  with  whom  she  lodged,  satisfied  her  unreasonable  >1 
desires  after  forbidden  foo'd  and  drink,  which  accidentally 
destroyed  all  the  ehbrts  of  art.  On  tlie  12th  of  Decemb.  I 
ihe  ulcer  began  to  turn  wdiite,.  the  margins  flaccid,  and! 
ihe  discharge  fetid,  and  on  the  19th  of  Decemb.  the  pa- 
tient expired , whose  recovery  had  been  expected  witliij 
such  wellfouuded  hopes.

A poor  married  woman  60  years. of  age,  three  years  agoij 
got,  without  any  evident  cause,  at  first  in  tlic  right  breast  ! 
and  afterward  also  in  the  left,  painfull  schirrosities.  All 
soapplaister  being  applied  they  soon  broke,  and  discharged:! 
a thin  acrid  icjiori  Somebody  advised  her  to  apply, 
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a pitcliplaister,  but  wbicli  of  course,  remained  without  effect.  / 
She  came  to  me , begging  my  assistance  on  tJie  4th  of 
Novemb.  ISiil.  The  pain  was  burning  and  pricking,  day 
and  night.  On  examining  her,  several  hard  lumps  were 
found  which  were  all  alike  painfull,  as  also  an  apparent 
large  exostosis  on  the  sternum,  which  adhered  to  it. 
Of  the  same  height  with  this  swelling,  stood  the  ulcer 
with  its  schirrosities,  and  uneven  callous  edges,  and 
around  it  were  still  more  other  indurations. 

I gave  her  the  pills  of  marigold  extract  night  and 
morning,  to  be  taken  in  doses  from  6 to  24 1 a^^d  the 
ointment  mentioned  in  the  last  case  was  applied  to  the 
jdeer. 

On  the  l5th  of  Decemb.  the  patient  broughf^  me  the 
pleasing  account , that  the  pains  had  much  decrea  ed, 
and  were  now  only  perceiveable,  when  the  weatlter  was 
■ going  to  change.  The  ulcer  appeared  cleaner  and  lefs 
uneven,  and  the  large  hard  tumor  or  tlie  sternum,  which 
formerly  had  been  thought  to  be  an  exostosis  , had  also 
' become  softer,  and  had  sunk.  I now  gave  her  a dose  of 
calcined  gold  to  be  rubbed  in  the  mouth  twice  a day 
after  her  meals. 

On  the  30th  of  Decemb.  tlie  ulcei’  was  still  cleaner, 
had  decreased  in  circumference , and  the  pain  only  ap- 
peared when  the  weather  was  about  to  change.  During 
a ffew  stormy  days,  the  lumps  at  the  margin  of  the  ulcer 
began  to  bleed,  on  which  account  leeches  were  applied. 

On  the  20th  of  January  1813  the  nicer  was  grown 
'rtill  lefs,  by  the  continuance  of  the  remedies,  the  cir- 
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cuniference  was  not  so  lumpy,  and  discharged  good  pus. 
A hard  lump  under^the  arm  was  difsolv^d  by  the  appli- 
cation of  a soapplaister.  . 

January  the  21st.  My  stock  of  marigoldextract  being 
exhausted , I ordered  of  a grain  of  goldpowder  to  b« 
rubbed  in  tlie  moutli  twice  a day,  and  the  followin'^ 
ointment  to  be  applied  to  the  ulcer  and  the  great  tiuixor, 
whicli  now  had  become  moveable  and  grown  lefs.

It  is  also  said  tu  be  vtiy  serviceable,  if  uscdl 
in  and  externally  inframboesia  Sauvagii ;- its  internail 
dose  is  from  ten  grains  to  one  scruple.

After  using  the  waters  of  Sddenkdping,  at  the  end 
> of  the  season  he  came  hither  in  August  1813,  when  an 
experienced  physician,  began  to  let  him  rub  in  mercury. 
Towards  the  end  of  September  I was  called  in,  to  consult 
with  Dr.  Braudstroem.  1 almost  hesitated  to  give  my 
opiiiibn,  seeing  a ipaiv  in  a state  of  total  emaciation,  and 
with  a frame  so  destroyed , that  any  hope  of  recovery 
appeared  vain.

of  bark,  und  to  apply  a blister  all  around  the  knee.  To  the 
holes  in  both  the  tibiae,  cataplasms  of  bark,  commomile, 
camphor  and  asa  fetita  were  applied.  The  continuation 
of  tliese  remedies  seemed  not  to  be  without  effect. 

Ii)  the  beginning  of  Novemb.  the  patient  found  him- 
Self  really  much  better,  and  had  actually  gained  in  strenght. 
The  disorder  appeared  inclined  to  become  stationary. 

« 

I now  proposed  pills  of  the  extract  of  marigold,  and 
had  it  also  mixed  with  the  poultice.  This  effected  a 
striking  amendment;,  the  pain  vanished  -entirely,  the 
swelling  of  the  knee  decreased,  and  the  deep  holes  in  the 
tibiae  filled  up.  In  short  we  conld  not  lielp  admiiang 
the  wonderfull  effect  >"  which  the  marigold  produced  in. 
this  patient , who  had  appeared  past  all  hopes.  Granu- 
lations appeared,  and  he  gained  muc^  in  strength.  Bub 
tlie  ulcers  in  the  liead  and  eyelids  stUl  remained,  as  also 
the  obstruction  in  the  nose,  and  the  hoarsenefs. 

/ It  was  my  opinion , that  this  was  the  Rudefyge 
which  used  to  succeed  degenerated  syphillitic  evils , and 
thus  on  the  6th  of  NoVemb.  1 advised  moderate  mercurial 
fumigation;  the  salivation  and  tumefaction  which  they 
produced,  being  ni:)derated  by  proper  remedies.  All  ended 
so  well,  that  the  patient  began  to  wal](  in  the  commence- 
ment of  1814  1 yet  not  without  crutches,  as  one  knee 
was  still  swelled  and  very  weak  ; this  ewl  was  however 
likewife  removed  by  very  strong  gah'anism. 

In  the  beginning  of  Febr.  the  patient  was  so 
thouroughly  restored,  that  looking  well  and  sufficiently 
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r strong,  he  was  able  to  undertake  a journey  into  the  northern 

[provinces , just  at  the  very  coldest'  season  j since  tlrat 
time,  he  has  by  letter  informed  us  of  his  health.

- This  case  like  the  preceeding  ones,  I think  proves- 

i the  superlative  effects  of  marigold  in  the  treatment  of 

open  cancers,  and  even  in  syphiliitic  caries.  If  it  can  ^ 
not  be  considered  as  a specific,  it  certainly  has  that  merit* 
that  it  favours  aud  supports  the  effects  of  tlie  calcined 
' gold  against  it.  , 

• Lastly  I will  add  one  case , which  will  not  lefsen 

. the  confidence,  I wish  to  procure  the  marigold.

A woman  68  years  of  age  had  laboured  these  twenty 
years  under  a very  troublesome  prolapsus  uteri;  she  kept 
it  back  by  a sponge,  whidi  gave  her  some  relief.  Some- 
times however  a whitsh  discharge  took  place  whiclj 
; corroded  the  parts,  ,aud  prevented  tlie  patient  from  apply- 
ing the  sponge,  in  consequence  of  which  the  uterus  » 

.dropped  down  again,  and  the  old  complaint  reappeared. 

In  this  delermna  she  made  us.e  of  the  advice,  frequently 
to  inject  a strong  decoction  of  marigold  and  to  take 
' pUls  of  its  extract.  This  not  o^ily  relieved  -lier,.  • 

. but  she  mended  daily » so  as  to  be  free  from  the  fluor  , 
albus , and  the  uterus  retracting  itself,  has  ever  since 
;.j  maintained  its  normal  situation. 

Qualities  like  those  quolofl,  justify  us  in  allowing  the 
marigold  a considerable  place  among  medicines.  Further' 
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«xperiinents  by  '’experienced  pliysicians  will  serve 
to  try,  and  I hope  to  confirm  my  observations; 
were  they  however  even  to  limit  the  praise  of 
the  remedy , the’  testiniqiiy  of  my  hawng  communicated 
my  observations  without  prejudice  or  presump'^ion,  will 
not  be  denied  me.  One  or  a coaiple  of  unsuccefsfull  ex- 
periments must  not  deter  from  fmther  trials.  Caution  is 
required,  in  gathering  the  herb , as  soop  as  it  begins  to 
flower,  and  tlie  extract  is  to  be  inspifsated.  on  a slow 
fire;  it  might  also -be  of  great  service,  to  try  the  fresh 
exprefsed  juice  of  the  plant  against  open  cancers.

Observation  of  a case,  of  lacerated  ile^um  from 
the  Kick  of  a horse,  without  external  marks  , 
of  violation,  with  the  difsectlon,  by 
Dr,  Kopfli  of  Neukirch  and 
Dr*  Riittimann  of  Sempach* 

John  Boelmann  a young  man  of  Hamel  in  the  parish 
of  Neokirch,  24  years  of  age,  healthy  and  strong,  and  of 
a rigid  fibre,  on  the  9th  July,  in  the  fields  received  a 
Kick  from  a horse  in  his  belly.  According  to  his  first 
detail,  the  Kick  was  to  have  taken  place  in  the  umbili- 
cal region,  afterw^ards  however  he  deviated  from  this  ac- 
count, now  thinking  it  to  have  happened  higher  up,  and 
then  again  lower  down. 


I 
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Immediately  after  the  accident  he  felt  however  a most 
violert  pain  in  the  abdomen,  extendihg  in  all  direc- 
tions , and  to  all  parts.  After  an  hour  he  was  taken 
with  vomiting,  nausea  and  terrible  opprefsion  in  the  chest. 
These  symptoms  encreased  to  a^dreadfuU  degree. 

I was  sent  for,  but  not  happening  to  be  at  home, 
my  wife  advised  to  apply  in  the  mean  time,  coldtdnegar- 
fomentations  to  the  belly,  and  to  inject  a glyster  made  of 
a decoction  of  emollient  herbs  every  two  hours  , giving 
him  thin  gruel  for  his  drink.  All  tliis  was  done  till  my 
arrival  at  the  patient’s  at  ten  o’  clock  that  night.  I found 
him  tofsing  himself  about  in  the  bed  in  the  greatest 
agony,  under  terrible  anguish  and  nausea,  and  continual 
srangling  and  vomiting.  His  head,  hands  and  feet  were 
cold,  the  pulse  small  and  thirst  great.  No  trace  of  any 
contusion  or  \dolation  could  be  discovered  on  the  abdo- 
men, nei'her  was  it  expanded  or  swelled ; the  instestines 
were  felt  stiff  and  hard  like  wood,  through  the  abdominal 
integuments.  The  glysters  had  been  kept  in,  but  promised 
no  relief,  neither  had  he  had  any  evacuation  at  all,  ex- 
cepting of  urine,  which  came  away  without  trouble. 

A Vein  was  opened  in  the  arm,  but  he  had  scarcely 
lost  five  ounces  of  .blood,  when  being  taken  violently 
sick,  the  blood  ceased  running.  The  vein  being  tied  up, 
ten  drops  of  Laudanum  were  given,  the  abdomen  foment- 
ed with  a decoction  of  aromatic  herbs  , and  camphorated 
' oil  rubbed  in.  The  glysters  were  continued  in  small, 
quantities-,  internally . he  received  an  emulsion  of  Oleum 
amygdalanmi  dulcium , Syrup.  Diacodii  and  Decoct,  alb. 
in  an  hour  after  he  recovered  a little.  The  vomiting 


grew  lefs,  tlie’piJse  larger  but  remained  tight;  an  otlur 
bleeding  of  about  14  or  15  ounces  was  instituted,  and 
Le  felt  Jiiinself  considerably  better.

» On  tlie  lOtli,  he  appeared  to  have  grown  more  rest- 
lefs  towards  morning , he  liad  liowever  not  vomited  any 
inore  since  midnight,  but  now  felt  again  very  much  in- 
clined to  it , in  short  all  the  symptoms  seemed  much 
aggraA^ated.  He  had  had  no  motion , but  made  water 
twice  whicli  appeared  yellowish.  Tlie  abdomen  was  more 
expanded,  • and  the  pulse  full  and  strong;  a V.  S.  in  the 
foot  smallerthough  thanthelast,  wasnowundertaken,  eight 
di’ops  of  laudanum  were  given  , the  antispasmodic 
liniment  rubbed  in  tlie  abdomen,  and  the  other  medecines 
continued. 

In  the  evening  by  7 o’  clock , he  found  himself  much 
better,  liad  not  again  Aomited,  but  felt  great  inclination 
to  it;  the  urine  had  come  away  several  times,  he  had 
had  no  motion,  the  pulse  was  pretty  well , the  abdomen 
more  swelled , and  the  pain  most  A'iolent  in  the  gastric 
region,  head  and  hands  continued  cold,  but  tlie  feet  were, 
a little  warmer  then  they  had  been.  Every  six  hours  a 
dose  of  Hamiltoiis  poAvders  was  gh  en,  and  other  me- 
decines continued.

On  the  11th  in  tlie  morning,  I found  liis  slate  more 
doiiblfulh  Having  already  from  my  first  A'isit  considered 
the  case  to  be  of  a serious  nature,  and  being  now  still  more  con- 
firmed in  this  opinion,  by  the  course,  the  disorder  took, 
I wislied  for  a conSAiltation  Avith  some  experienced  pvacli- 
lioiier;  thus  Dr.  Ruttiniann  of  Sempach  was  sent  for. 


He  met  me  at  the  patient’s  already  by  10  o’  cloch , who 
tliougli  not  having  slept,  had  however  been  quirt  till  to-r 
wards  moriiiug,  when  he,  was  perceived  to  be  in  a tran- 
sient delirium.  A fever  paroxysm  took  place  , and  with 
it  a general  warm  sweat,  lasting  about  half  an  hour,  af- 
ter which  the  extremeties  remained  warm.  Th^  pulse  was 
irregular  and  intermittent,  thirst  great,  with  occasional 
inclination  to  ^ omit.  His  appearance  indicated  a spasmodic 
state  •,  the  abdomen  was  more  swelled , painfull  and  sore. 
Tlie  glysters  had  come  away,  and  twice  some  foeces  had 
accompanied  them.  A whey-lilie  urine  had  been  passed 
serveral  times.  Borborygmy  were  perceived  sometimes.  It 
was  resolved  that  tlie  powders  sliould  be  continued  , an 
Emulsion  with  an  acid  Julep  was  prescribed,  warm  fo- 
mentations of  Oxycroceunr  applied,  the  antispasmodic  li- 
niment rubbed  in  the  abdomen , small  glysters  of  linseed 
with  giuii  arabic  injected,  and  a few  drops  of  Laudanum 
added  to  them. 

On  the  12th  he  was  found  much  in  the  same  state 
ns  yesterday,  he  had  again  perspired  after  the  fever  pa- 
roxysm in  the  morning,  twice  slept  a little  during  the, 
nighty  had  had  several  evacuations  from  the  glysters,  which 
were  very  offensive , the  abdomen  was  still  more  pn'ffed 
up,  and  he  now  complained  particularly  of  violent  pain 
in  the  gastric  region,  fetid  flatus  had  several  times  been 
expelled  upwards  , the  pulse  appeared  stronger  and  more 
regular , head  and  hands  felt  however  again  cold , deli- 
rium had  also  again  appeared,  and  burning  and  pricking 
was  felt  in  the  throat.  I suspected  an  eticrease  of  in- 
flammation and  drew  off,  nine  or  ten  ounces  more  blood. 
As  lie  disliked  the  Emulsion , I ordered  a mucilaginous 
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drink,  adding  Gnni  arabic  to  the  Julep.  The  powders i 
Were  taken  lefs  frequently,  the  fomentations  made  more* 
emollient  and  aiitispasmodic , but  tlie  rest  of  the  treat- 
ment continued.  i 

In  the  evening  by  8 o’  clock  he  was  found  in  the? 
same  state  as  in  tlie  morning,  only  that  fever  and  pulse? 
appeared  stronger.  Finding  the  blood  drawn  in  tire? 
morning,  to  be  very  fibrous  , firm,  almost  without  sermni 
uikI  very  bilffy,  and  his  strengtli  pretty  well,  I bled  himi 
again  , and  the  pulse  riot  sinking  during  the  operation,, 
ten  oimces  were  talten  away , and  nitre  added  to  tlie. 
Mixture,  * 

On  the  13th  I was  informedhe  hadslepttill  12  o’  clock, 
but  towards  daybreak,  liad  been  seized  with  anxiety, 
which  encreased  towards  morning.  He  now  complained 
©f  Anolent  pain  and- flatulency  in  the  abdomen,  pain  iui 
the  region  pf  the  stomach,  dpprefsion  of  respiration,  which i 
frequently  appeared  to  be  on  the  point  of  stopping  en— 
firely.  He  had  A’omited  by  4 o’  clock  about  a pint  off 
a yellow  fluid  of  a very  fetid  odour,  and  mixed  with  ex- 
crements, By  tliis  the  tension  in  the  gastric  region  liadi 
been  diminished^  and  rest  had  reappeared ; a great  many, 
fetid  flatus  had  frequently  been  expelled  peranum,  withli 
the  injected  glystersj  the  urine  had  come  aw^ay  frequently,, 
but  had  been  very  red.  The  abdomen  was  hard  atid' 
tiglrt  in  the  yegion  of  tlie  bladder , and  the  patient  be- 
gan to  complain, of  pain  in  the  loins  and  thighs.  The’ 
pulse  was  again  strong  and  full,  the'  eyes  spai-kled  , and! 
the  whole  countenance  indicated  a state  of  nritation  and'' 
iuflaiimiatiou.  The  blood  draw'ii  last  night  vvas  like  that  ■ 


ill  morning,  and  the  patient  pretty  well  in  strength.  I> 
found  myself  justified  to  institute  an  otlier  bleeding  in 
the  foot,  and  the  pnlse  not  sinking  during  the  operation 
took  away  from  8 to  9 ounces.  He  ^till  felt  great  in- 
clination to  vomit,  for  which  reason  eight  or  nine  drops 

of  Landanum  were  administered,  the  other  remedies  being 
\ 

continued,  and  the  powder  resumed  more  frequently. 

In  the  evening  hy  8 o’  clock  I found  the  patient 
and  his  relations,  easier  about  his  state  , thinking  him  a 
good  deal  better  5 but  liis  spasmodic  apperance,  the  ob- 
stinate costivenefs  , the  distension  of  the  abdomen  and 
pain  in  the  saipe , the  frequent  refrigerations  of  head 
and  hands  gave  me  n«  reason , to  hope  any  thing 
good.  ^ I requested  Dr;  Pi.  to  repeat  his  visit. 

On  the  14th  by  8 o’  clock  in  the  morning  Dr.  R; 
and  myself  revisited  the  patient.  The  blood  taken  awiiy 
yesterday  continued  to  be  Jirm,  but  contained  lefs  albu- 
men. The  night  had  again  been  passed  quiet  in  the  be- 
ginning, the  patient  had  even  §lept  a little  several  times, 
had  again  perspired  towards  morning,  and  been  modratelr 
warm  after  it.  Thirst  was  not  so  great , the  tonghe 
moist  and  a little  furred.  He  had  borborygni,  and  fre- 
quently discharged  fetid  flatus.  He  had  had  no  proper 
stool  any  more  than  ever  before,  but  the  injected  liquid 
cmne  away  frequently,  changed  both  in  colour  and  smell,  yet 
without  relief.  He  had  made  a great  deal  of  a vineous 
urine.  The  whole  abdomen  was  very  tight  aud  tender. 
His  countenance  was  serene  and  like  in  health , only 
that  it  seemed  somewhat  disfigured  fi’om  suffering  so 
much..  He  again  complained  of  the  burning  and  pricking 
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SE  nsfttion  in  the  tliroat,  Uncertain  whetlier  this  might  not  | 
be  owing  to  the  use  of  Calomel,  the  Hamiltonic  pow-- 
dors'  were  omitted  ; tamarinds  were  sdded  to  his  drink, 
and  the  nitre  left  away,  more  Gum  arabic  put  to  the  Ju- 
lep, tepid  pediluvia  prescribed,  and  as  a tnrgesceut  mat- 
ter appeared  to  become  moveable  in  the  abdomen,  a spoon- 
fuh  of  tire  mixtura  solvens  was  added  to  each  glyster,  whichi 
now  were  again  kept  in,  a few  drops  of  Laudanum  hav' 
hig  been  added  to  them.  Thus  we  left  the  patient  be- 
lieving himself  recovering. 

We  had  however  scarcely  left  him  four  hours,  wheni 
again,  he  vomited  a large  quantity  of  vellow  liquor  mixed 
with  excrements,  and  at  the  same  time  a quantity  of  the? 
same  natme  was  expelled  per  anum.  Immediately  after: 
this  evacuation  he  found  himself  much  relieved  , however  - 
it  was  but  of  short  duration,  for  it  returned  soon  after, 
with  encreased  violence.  He  now  vomited  under  great: 
strangling,  anxiety  and  opprefsion.  Inclination  to  go  lo> 
stool  also  returned,  yet  little  came  away,  though  quite 
similar  to  that  what  xame  away  per  os,  The  abdominal! 
pain  was  now  insupportable,  the  patient  ahnost  distractedl 

tossed  himself  about  in  the  bed,  thirst  was  violent.  II 

, / 

was  sent  for,  but  I was  at  the  distance  of  an  hour  andl 
a half  from  home,  and  I still  louud  him  in  that  desperate 
state  when  I arrived.  He  complained  chiefly  of  a A’iolent' 
pain  in  the  right  groin,  and  the  hip  of  that  side.  Hiss 
pulse  was  small  and  tight,  his  complexion  altered  only 
by  these  dreadfuU  suiferings.  The  abdomen  was  nor 
longer  tight,  but  the  hardnefs  in  the  region  of  the- 
bladder  still  existed.  He  could  not  be  brought  to  take» 
any  thing  during  tire  paroxysms,  neither  coiJd  the  belly  I 
be  fomented,  on  account  of-his  restlefsnefs.  | 


As  soon  as  an  intermifsion  took  place  j I made  him 
take  half  a powder  of  two  grains  of  opiuin  tritiu’ated 
with  sugar^  and  had  a glyster  of  a decoction  of  Linseed 
with  gum  arabic,  and  a few  drops  of  Laudanum  injected. 

1 also  had  a tepid  batli  prepared  as  quick  as  I could> 
'and  the  patient  put  in  it,  as  soon  as  possible,  and  as 
liis  circumstances  would  permit  it.  The  inclination  to 
vomit  now  appearing  again,  the  other^  half  of  the  opium- 
powder  ,was  given , which  inunediately  relieved  him.  He 
was  able  to  lielp  hiinself,  wlidst  in  the  bath , and  a ge- 
neral perspiration  broke  out,  over  the  whole  body,  after 
he  had  been  in  it  for  twenty  minutes.  On  being  taken 
out  of  the  bath,  after  of  an  hour , he  was  put  in  a 
warmed  bed.  His  joy  on  being  able  to  lie  in  his  bed 
quiet  and  comfortable,  was  past  description,  and  he  could 
' not  leave  off , displaying  liis  gratitude  , by  praising  the 
, afsistance  he  had  received  from  it.  The  ptJse  was  like

that^of  a liealthy  peraon,  his  looks  cheered  up  by  com- 
'fort  and  hope  , he  felt  himself  like  new  bora , and  had 
notliing  more  to  complain  of.  I ordered  a mixture  with 
extract,  hyosciami  and  Syrup.  Diacodii  and  an  emulsion 
with  cam  hor  , leaving  also  two  opiate-powders  in  ctise 
tliese  symptoms  should  return.  The  glysters  were  con- 
tinued aud  according  to  circumstances  an  addition  of 
six  or  ten  drops  of  Lauda  inm  recommended.  The  abdo- 
men being  still  very  tender  , fomentations  of  Herb.  Hy- 
osciami , Cicuta , Verbafsi , Flor  Chammom.  and  Sambuc. 
witJi  farina  Semin.  Liui  were  applied.  I left  him  by 
cue  o’  clock  in  the  night,  almost  in  the  same  state. 

On  the  15th  by  nine  o’  clock  in  the  morning  I again 
»isited  him.  He  had  slept  several  times  during  the  night, 
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I'he  morning  sweat  had  been  inconsiderable , he  haoa 
passed  but  little  urine,  and  had  had  no  other  ^vacuatloiiJ 
Deliria  had  been  again  frequently  observed.  He  had  takfeii 
little  medecine  during  the  night  , and  no  powder  at  all| 
His  countenance  was  somewhat  disfigured;  the  puls«| 
pretty  natural,  warmth  equable,  thirst  trifling. 


e Having  again  felt  pain,  and  grown  restlefs  ever  since 
daybreak,  he  requested  a,  bath  might  be  again  prepat 
red.  Having  sat  in  it  lefs  comfortable  for  of  an  bourn 
he  was  again  placed  in  a warmed  bed.  Though  the  batluj 
ing  did  him  good , it  did  not  liowever  refresh  him  as  ilij 
had  done  yesterday , and  in  particular,  did  not  produce! 
such  great  effects.  A tablespoonsfull  of  strong  broth, 
and  occasionally  a little  wine  were  now  given  liim.  He! 
also  received  a Julcpium  e camphora , and  a Beverageft' 
made  of  salep  and  tamarinds.  To  grant  him  more  rest  Ja 
and  as  the  belly  was  no  longer  sa  tight , I ordered  th«i 
glysters  to  be  used  lefs  frequeutlyi 


In  the  evening  about  5 o’  clock  I visited  hi^  againJ 
but  founrl  him  much  exhausted  and  disfigured;  he  some- 
times stammered  when  he  wanted  to  speak  ; excepting  al 
little  urine  he  had  had  no  evacuation , thirst  was  some- 
times very  great , the  pulse  pretty  natural  excepting  its> 
peculiar  tension.  As  for  the  rest  the  day,  nneasier  theni 
the  night,  the  belly  more  tight  and  painfull.  The  pa— | 
tient  desired  an  other  bath,  and  was  angry  on  its  notr| 
being  readily  granted , so  much  had  this  remedy  gaine 
his  confidence,  by  the  service  it  had  done  liim  ; but  h©"! 
had'  scarcely  been  in  it  ten  minutes  , when  he  agauiij 
wished  to  be  helped  out  of  it,  and  very  nigh  fainted  away»-

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T}ie  treatment  was  continued , and  he  recieved  wine 
and  water  for  his  drink.  In  the  night  it  was  reported, 
he  liad  frequently  lost  his  recollection  , though  not  for 
long  together.  When  in  Ids  senses,  he  complained  much 
of  oppression  on  the  chest  and  anidousnefs.  At  daybreak 
sinapisms  were  applied  to  tlie  calves  of  /the  legs , and 
a tablespoonfull  of  a generous  wine  was  given  frequently^ 

On  the  16th,  on  my  visiting  him  by  4 o’  clock  in 
the  morning , lie  had  hardly  seen  me  but  he  again  de- 
sired a bath.  Perceiving  liis  approaching  dilsolution,  I 
promised  it  him, „ saying,  he  must  be  patient  a little long- 
' er,  as  a more  active  one  should  be  prepared  for  him,  that 
required  more  time.  Head  and  hands  vvere  cold  aild  stiff, 

: the  pulse  could  only  sometimes  be  felt , the  eye  was 
languid,  breath  short,  and  so  on,  all  symptoms  of  his 
I end  being  near’. 

Before  I left  him  he  perceived  the  danger  of  his  si- 
tuation , and  took  a thankfuB  leave  of  mfe,  and  after 
giving  some  instructive  exhortations  to  his  younger  brothers 
and  sisters,  and  bidding  them  an  effecting  adieu  he  ex- 
phed  about  7 in  the  evening-.

The  external  abdominal  integuments  were  thorouglily 
'normal  in  their  appearance.  The  skin  was  gradually 
loosened  from  the  abdominal  muscles.  In  the  right  side, 
ill  the  region  of  the  abdominal  ring,  traces  of  the  contu- 
I Sion  were  discovered,  the  muscles  having  a bluish  appear- 
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anoe.  The  cdlulosa  was  now  carefully  diCsecUd  down 
the  annulus  abdominis,  as  it  was  suspected  part  of  tin 
intestine  or  omentum  might  Jiave  entered  it,  and  a laten 
hernia  have  taken  place.  This  was  however  no 
the  case.  — The  abdominal  cavity  was  now  canlioiishi 
opened,  and  we  were  surprised  on  seeing  a qizantity  o: 
a very  thin  fetid  liquor  mixed  withfoeces  suddenly  ifsuin£i 
forth,  and  filling  up  i he  wliole  of  tlie  cavity.  We  feared  at  first 
we  might  have  divided  one  of  the  intestines,  but  oii 
minute  examination,  no  aperture  whatsoever  could  be  dis- 
covered in  them  as  far  as  they  could  be  traced.  The  hfgliei 
situated  intestines  were  pretty  much  inflated,  iii  seVera!' 
places  inflamed , and  sticking  together  by  thickened 
lymphe,  but  w'^ere  easily  separated  witJi  the  fingers- 
From  the  replenishment  of  the  abdoiiiinal  cavity,  and 
from  the  nature  of  its  contents,  we  concluded  upon  ahi 
intestinal  injury,  and  were  prepared  to  find  some  opert-- 
uie  in  the  intestinajl  canal.  ^hus  following  up  the*’ 
windings  of  the  small  intestiries  , from  the  duodenumi 
to  the  ileum,  vv'e  found  iii  the  region  of  thg  abdmiinall 
ring,  a little  backwards  on  the  right  side,  in  tlie  ileum,  az 
stellated  aperture  of  about  the  size,  to  admit  a nutmeg,, 
and  through  this,  the  liquor  and  the  foeces  hadpenetra-- 
ted  the  cavity.  This  aperture  was  just  in  that  place  off 
the  abdomen,  where  after  difsc-cting  the  common  integu- 
ments, themarks  of  a contusion,  viz.  the  black  colour  of  the 
muscles  had  be  eh  discovered.  That  must  have  been  the 
place  where  the  kick  of  tlie  liorse  happened , azid^  tins 
was  about  the  pilace,  where  however  indistinct  and  pre- 
varicating, the  deceased  had  described  it  to  liave  hap- 
pened. . • 
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The  most  iemarhable  point  in  the  above  very  exact 
history  drawn  np  by  two  such  able  practicioners , is  the 
circumstance  that  so  considerable  a violation  could  take 
place.  The  sudden  violence  of  the  symptoms  and  their 
nature  rendered  it  very  probable,  that  the  ileum,  had  been 
lacerated  in  the  very  moment  when  tlie  accident  happened. 
A.  peculiar  situation  of  the  person  kicked,  and  the  shrugg- 
ing motion,  with  which  horses  are  in  Jthe  habit  of  Kick- 
ing, the  interior  replenishment  of  the  ilenm  by  flatus  dr 
foeces  of  a tliick  or  thin  quality,  and  the  rigidity  of  the 
iber,  may  have  favoured  the  laceration  of  the  gut.  ' Tm- 
.Midtely  after,  anieffiision  may  hav^e  taken  place  in  the 
bdomen  from  the  intestine  itselfi*  and  from  the  canal 
hove  and  below  the  place , and  at  tlie  same  tim^  the 
iiclinatiou  for  evacuating  it  sursum  et  deorsura.  The 
xternal  integuments  which  most  likely  yielded  ito  re- 
isLance,  might  easily  retain  tlieir  integrity,  and  the 
a|\dolation  Jiaving  happened  internally,  in  parts  which  do 
ot  chaiticterise  themselves  by  %ny  particular  sensicily,  it  is 
asily  comprehended,  why  the  deceased  was  unable  to 
iftoint  out,  the  particular  place  of  the  wolation  or  where 
:■  he  kick  had  taken  place , as  ha  was  himself  uncertain 
liitn  it. 


During  the  progrefs  of  the  disorder  inflammation  came 
io  it,  as  well  in  consequence  of  the  action  of  the  hete- 
rogeneous hnatter  as  of  tlie  violation,  which  inflammation 
in  consequence  of  the  interruption  of  continuity,  the 
KJtion  of  .heterogeneous  influences , and  the  strength  of 
the  other  symptoms  , could  not  bring  its  usual  phcno- 
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mena  to  perfection.  TJie  uncertainty,  variety  and  cliatt 
geablenefs  of  the  symptoms  may  justify  tlie  treatment  tlie; 
has  been  adopted.  Could  tlie  injured  part  liave  bee 
discovered,  immediatly  after  the  accident  liappened,  an 
were  there  any  means  extant  in  medecine  by  which  desfou 
ganisation  might  be  removed,  then  indeed  it  would  bb 
most  fortunate  for  surgery,  and  there  would  be  a prospec< 
of  better  succefs  at  some  future  periodi 


Fatal  Case  of  phthisis  psoae,  with  the  difsectios 
postmortem.  By  Dr.Ettm tiller  of  Delitzoh. 


I.  G.  a tannier  59  years  of  age,  short  size  and  cor: 
pulent,  had  always  been  well  in  his  liealth,  and  exceptiui 
an  haemorrhoidal  colic , 'had  never  Jiad  any  important 
complaint.  In  ' March  last  he  was  seized  with  terribl. 
shiverings,  after  which  liis^bel’^  became  swelled  ^^nd  hi: 
bowels  obstructed.  The  hast  touch  or  motion  causei 
him  most  violent  pain , eructations  and  bilious  vomitings 
The  excretion  of  urine  was  supprefsed  , and  the  excre 
ments  were  bloody,  the  extremities  cold  as  ice  and  thu 
'pulse  hard  and  contracted.  The  whole  hael  the  appear 
ance  o^  enteritis.  Repealed  ble^ dings  the  applioa 
tion  of  leeches,  vinegar  - fomentations  to  the  abdomen 
Ttmbrocations  of  liniment  of  ammonia  with  camphor  anc 
opium,  as  also  mercurial  embrocations  were  applied;  th 
feet  and  even  half  the  body  were  bathed  in  warm  wate;li. 
with  mustard,  emollient  and  anodyne  decoctions  were  giveirllt 
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■glysters  of  similar  ingredients  v/ere  injected,  aerated 
powders  and  calomel  with  opinu  were  given.  All  these 
remedies  producing  only  momentary  relief,  I proposed  a 
consultatiofi  witli  some  other'  physician : This  being  coiK’- 
plied  with , the  phycician  came  accompanied  by  his  bro- 
ther a regimental  surgeon,  then  with  him  on  a visit. 

The  disorder  was  now  unanunously  declared  not  to 
be  enteritis,  but  cystitis,  the  chief  pain  being  sea- 
ted in  the  region  of  the  urinary  bladder,  and  small 
doses  of  foxglove  were  added  to  the  medecines  used 
before.  The  symptoms  remained  neverthelefs  the  same 
as  before  , and  e%’vn  cold  fomentations  wore  ineffectual. 
Facies  hipporatica  and  prodromi  of  mortification  now- 
appeared,  indicating  a speedy  difsolution.  A very  copious 
cadaverous  fetid  bilious  stool  all  at  once  ensued,  follow- 
ed by  a few'  more , and  all  of  a sudden,  both  the  pain 
and  all  the  symptoms  of  an  approachring  difsolution  had 
-vanished,  the  great  debility  only  leaving  no  room  to  ex- 
pect a favourable  ifsue. 

A discharge  of  a great  quantity  of  greasy  urine  came 
on , smelling  A'ery  strong  , and  producipg  each  time  re- 
lief of  that  painful  sensation  which  now  had  shifted  its 
-seat  to  the  lumbar  region.  Calomel  combined  with  digita- 
lis were  used  for  some  days  longer,  as  also  the  volatile 
embrocations  all  over  the  abdomen,  and  particularly  in 
the  lumbar  region  , which  latter  was  however  not  very 
painful  on  prefsure,  but  more  so,  wh«'^n  the  urinary  blad- 
der was  full.  A decoction  of  Bark  and  iceland  liverwort 
with  nutritive  diet  was  prescribed. 

My  collfague  as  well  as  my  patient  flattered  themsel- 
ves, that  we  had  conquered  a mortal  disorder,  but  [ 
feared  that  des organisation,  or  rather  suppuration  existed, 
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eitber  in  the  left  Kidney  or  in  the  psoas  muscle  ; 
this  Iiowever  they  did  not  agree  with  me,  but  ratheel 
attributed  tliat  dull  painful  Sensation,,  to  the  overirrit;] 
tion  of  the  muscular  fibre  and  to  general  debility.  Mj 
opinion  however  gained  more  probability  by  the  ccefskJ 
of  a febris  lenta,  and  the  patient  could  only  be  kejd 
up  till  the  beginning  of  August,  by  the  Known  remea 
dies,  (among  which  I can  not  help  bestowing  the  well  dl| 
served  encomiums,  on  the  salep)  when  he  died  in 
state  of  perfect  emaciation. 

D i fs  e c t i o n.  By  this , my  opinion  which  I hai| 
given  of  the  case,  in  the  course  of  the  disorder,  wj 
fully  confirmed;  for  excepting  the  the  psoas,  muscll 
which  had  been  totally,  destroyed  by  suppmation  i 
not  the  least  abnormity  could  be  discovered,  eithe| 
in  the  cliest  or  abdomen.  To  open  the  head  wa  i 
here  unnecefsary.  The  inflammation  of  the  abdoinei  i 
had  most  likely  been  caused  by  the  absorption  of  pus 
and  the  purulent  discharge  by  stool  and  Urine,  by  tin 
opening  of  the  abscefs  in  the  psoas  muscle,  It 'is  remark*'] 
able  that  the  patient  never  vvas  heard  to  complain  o; 
great  pain  in  that  side.  After  informing  his  widow] 
and  children  of  the  strange  though  inevitable  manner  on 
his  death,  they  told  me,  that  about  20  or  22  years  ago 
the  deceased  had  been  upset  with  a coach,  and  thrown ■] 
with  some  Anolence,  with  his  left  side  against  the  trunk-J 
of  a tree,  'that  he  had  been  terribly  bruised,  and  that' 
he  then  fomented  the  side  with  wine  and  rubbed  it  - with ij 
opodeldoc,  but  without  any  farther  cpmplaint  of  pain,,! 
had  followed  his  employment  as  uusaL

; H epar  sulphuris  being  recommended,  by  an  anonymous 
french  physician  as  thp  best  remedy  in  croup,  hooping- 
cough  and  catarrhus  pulmonum,  it  attracted  the  notice 
of  the  F.xeipperor  Napoleon,  who  causing  a pri/.equestion 
to  be  published,  on  the  best  trejitment  of  the  croup,  the 
I committee  appointed  to  decide  6n  the  treatises,  invited  all 
I tbe  physicians  of  Europe  to  try  the  efficacy  of  the  above 
i mentioned  remedy.  The  manner  however  hi' which  this 
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invitation  vv&s  givpn,  or  vi'']iat  is  perJjaps  more  likely,  th» 
disturbnaces  of  the  war  prevented  tliat  invitation  from 
meeting  with  that  attention  of  wJiich  it  was  deserving. 
It  however  , gave  rise  to  the  work  now  before  us,  which 
must  justly  raise  the  highest  expectations  in  every  prac- 
titioner, when  the  author  tells  us  in  the  preface  „the 
great  efficacy  of  the  sulphuret  of  potasJj  in  croup  is 
sufficiently  proved  by  the  facts  laid  down  in  the  presen\: , 
work,  A remedy  which  in  31  of  the  most  divers  cases,^  . 
of  a disorder  almost  ever  mortiferous  has  without  excep- 
tion proA^ed  beneficial,  and  which  in  27  of  them,  gave 
speedier  relief  than  all  Inown  remedies  taken  together  ^ 
and  that  witliout  the  afsistance  of  any  other  remedy , 
nay  CA'eu  without  bleeding , has  undoubtedly  given  sncfi 
convincing  proofs  of  its  efficacy,  as  might  be  desired  ' 
from  any  medecine  whatsoever.,,  To  enhance  the  impOrT 
tance  of  the  work,  the  learned  author  has  added  the  cases 
from  which  his  results  have  been  di’awn,  but  as  their- 
cjetail  would  greatly  exceed  the  limits  of  our  pages , we 
will  proceed  in  giving  the  reader  the  substance,  of  tho 

whole,  so  as  to  enable  him  to  jpdge  for  huhself.

Few  medicines,  hare  acquired  snch  general  nnd  dei 
served  reputation  as  sulphur  and  its  preparations,  their 
efficacy  hatnug  been  confirmed  by  long  and  npiltifarious 
experiences.  The  latest  discoA'crips  howet'er  shew  that  all 
their  great  qualities  have  not  yet  been  sufficiently  known 
and  duly  appreciated.  SulphurSt  of  potash,  and  the  he- 
patic gas  unfolding  itself  from  it,  which  for  these  many- 
years  past,  has  been  extolled  in  a number  of  chronical 
disorders  of  tlie  lyniphatie  and  glandular  system,  has 
Jiitherto  been  considered  as  a remedy  greatly  exciting  the 


activity  of  the  arterious  , system  and  has  thus  been  'em- 
ployed only  in  disorders  of  the  asthenic  forrii.  It  was 
considered  as  injurious  in  all  cases  of  accelerated  circula- 
-tion  and  plethora , ■yvhere  there  was  any  disposition  to 
phlegmasia,  and  of  courfe  where  inflamation  had  actually 
tahen  place.  It  woiild  have,  been  thought  madneis  to 
employ  it- in  pneumony,  phrenitis,  fever,  croup  The 

learned  ^ullior  leowever , communicates  his  observations 
on  this  medec  ine  in  all  the  disorders  just  named,  as  well 
as  in  hydrocephalus.,  typhus,  the  eclampsy  of  parturients  and 
other  disorders , and  proves  it  to  be  a most  efficacious 
remedy  in  all  of  them  , and  as  particularly  recommendable 
in  all  exsudatiye  inflammations  , where  it  is  said,  almost 
to  supersede  calomel  and  the  whole  tribe  of  medecines  di- 
rected against  venous  inflammation.  Dr.  S.  after  declaring 
in  the  preface  his  wish,  not  to  be  understood  as  if  he 
considered  this  yemcdy  infallible  in  any  of  these  disor- 
ders, there  being  no  siigii  thing  as  absolutely  infallible 
remedies,  as i the  certainty  of  any  medecine  is  ever  but 
relative  •,  after  fnrther  mahing  in  the  first  part  of 
the  work  several  judicious  remarks  on  the  pathology  and 
therapy  of  tlie  croup,  the  antiphlogistic  treatment,  bleed- 
ing and  mercury  &c.  he  proceeds  to  the  principal  object 
of  the  work,  vi/..  the  consideratioji  of  the  Sulphuret  of 
potash  and  its  application. 

Thojigh  we  have  reason  to  think  highly  of  Mercury 
in  several  disorders,  we  can  not  help  wisliiug,  that  we, 
might  be  able  to  exchange  it  for  a remedy  equally  effl- 
cacioiis,  and  lets  pernicious.  It  is  particularly  disagree- 
able , when  the  frequent  return  of  the  saifle  disorder  in 
the  same  patient,  obliges  us  several  times  succiTiiyely  to. 
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repeat  a remedy’ winch  by  frequent)  repetition  must  de- 
bilitate the  whole  constitution,  and  thus'  cause  a per-- 
iiianent  mischief.  Such  were  the  cases  which  prompted! 
Dr.  S.  to  ti'.y  the  medecine  in  question,  against  the  croup.. 
Two  of  his  patients  were  pairticularly  disposed  to  relapse* 
into  this  disorder;  In  such  a relapse  and  three  mild  cases, 
of  croup,  Dr.  S.  used  the  sulphnret  with  particular  ad-- 
vantage.  r^everthlefs  dreading  the  irritating  effects  of!' 
the  remedy,  pai’ticularly  in  strong  constitutions  , he  didl 
not  venture  to  use  it  in  a perfectly  formed  croup.  In 
the  case  of  a perfectly  formed  disorder,  that  tlireatened  i 
with  the  utmost  danger,  and  where  for  seveuil  reasons 
he  did  not  dare  to  give  calomel  in  full  doses , he  found 
himself  under  the  necefsity  of  trying  this  medecine,  and 
surely  it  sux’pafsed  his  most  sangixine  expectations.  The 
patient  would  in  all  probability  not  have  advanced  more 
in  his  recovery  by  the  5th  or  6th  day  under  a mercurial 
treatment,  asj  he  w-as  now  by  using  the  sulphuret,  in 
36  hours,  and  then  the  cure  would  scarcely  have  been  ac- 
compli.shed  without  salivation,  or  some  other  disagreeable' 
effect  of  that  mineral , whereas  this  medecine  produced 
no  other  visible  effects,  than  a few  insignificant  motions. 
Encouraged  by  the  succefs  of  this  case,  Dr.  S,  now  -fried 
this  new  medecine  on  every  occasion  that  offered , and 
thxis  it  happened,  that  he  cured  30  more  croup-patients 
with  it,  in  the  course  of  a few  years.  The  croup  raging 
epidemically  two  A’^illages  near  Halle,  Dr,  S.  had  aipple 
apportpnity  of  extending’  Ins  observations  on  this  sub- 
ject, and  to  appease  the  people,  alarmed  at  several  cases 
tliat  had  suddenly  terminated  fatally,  and  to  comdnce 
them  of  the  almost  certain  infallibility  cf  this 
new  plan. 
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After  tJiis  remedy  liad  proved  so  efncacions  in  croup 
Dr.  S.  thought  himself  justified  in  trying  its  effects  like- 
wise in  other  exsudative  inflammations.  The  first  oppor- 
tunity tfiat  offered  was  in  a man , ^ who  having  taken 
large  doses  of  mercury  in  a case  of  enteritis,  and  appear- 
ing almost  cured  by  it,  suddenly  relapsed.  The  sul- 
phuret  removed  this  attack  at  last  as  well  as  might  have 
been  expected  from  any  other  treatment , and  from  this 
time  Dr.  S.  used  it  in  all  exsudative  inflammations  , in- 


discriminately, with  equal  benefit.. 


Besides,  the  disorders  already  mentioned  Dr.  S.  found 
it  very  efficacious  in  difficult  menstruation,  and  his  ob- 
seiwation  on,  the  salutary  effects  of  it,  in  morbid  exita- 
ment  of  the  womb,  in  incipient  menstruation,  proiupted 
. him  to  try  it  also  in  disposition  to  abortion.  In  both 
cases  encreased  sensibility  has  sometimes  place  in  the 
whole  body,  and  frequently  in  particular  in  the  uterus. 
Both  are  accompanied  by  the  same  symptoms.  The  ob- 
servation that  persons  wlm  suffer  of  difficult  menstm- 
ation  also,  incline  to  abortion,  likewise  proves  the  iden- 
tity of  both  disorders,  and  it  is  proved  by  an  interesting 
i observation,  tliat  actually  some  service  may  be  expected 
from  hepar  sulphuris  in  that  ease. 

The  similarity  of  croup  and  hydrocephalus  internus, 
both  with  respect  prognosis  and  treatment , raised  in 
Dr.  S the  idea  that  the  sulphuret  of  potash  might  also 
be  found  a serviceable  remedy  in  the  latter  disorder. 
Dr.  S.  having  himself  the  misfortune  of  his  own,  children 
, being  born  with  a strong  disposition  to  that  disorder, 
an  opportunity  offered  of  making  a trial  on  one  of  them, 
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with  this  medecine , and  the  effect  answered  his  most 
sanguine  wishes.  The  same  reason  that  suggested  to 
the  author  the  idea  of  employing  the  sulphuret  of  potr 
ash  in  hydrocephlaus  internus  , viz  the  analogy  in  the 
effect  of  this  medecine  and  tliat  of  mercury , prompted 
hun  also,'  to  try  it  ^in  livercomplaints.  Neitlier 
this  nor  mercury  was  able  to  rescue  the  patient*  yet 
even  in  this  state,  its  use  also  procured  relief  for  the  pa- 
tient. After  this  Dr.  Niemeyer  had  an  opportunity  of 
trying  it  in  the  same  disorder,  and  the  experiment  was 
crowned  with  succefs.  In  cardialgy  where  Reil  is 
said  to  have  used  , this  medecine  wdth  the  best  _ 
effect,  and  where  Niemeyer  also  bestows  great  praise 
on  its  efficacy , Dr.  S,  did  not  find  it  as  usefull  as  he 
expected , it  procured  oi  Jy  a short  temporary  relief,  and 
he  found  himseif  under  the  necefsity  of  adJiering  to  a 
method , wliich  from  Ifis  own  experience  he  knew  to  b« 
preferable. 

Almost  a similar  result  as  in  cardialgy,  Dr;  S.  found 
also  from  its  exliibition  in  a s t h m a.  • 

This  remedy  . has  of  late , been  also  extolled  in 
hoopingcough,  but  Dr.  S.  from  his  observation  can 
not  coincide  in  its  praise;  he  confefses  however,  that 
both  his  observations  prove  no  more,  but  the  hepar  sul- 
pliuris  not  being  so  efficacious  in  all  cases  of  hooping- 
cough  , as  remedies  of  earlier  re,coHmiendation  , and.  that 
the  indications  for  its  use  in  this  disorder  require  a more 
minute  investigation. 

With  regai-d  to  the  dose  given,  Dr.  S.  does  accom- 
jpodates  the  same  partly  to  tlie  ^ge  of  tlie  patient , or 
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the  danger,  and  partly  to  the  influence  of  the  medecitie 
on  the  constitution.  In  a dubious  situation  he  gave  Ms 
own  newborn  infant  every  hour  2 gi".  He  generally 
gives  the  same  dose  to  cliildren  fron  3 to  6 months, 
at  intervals  from  to  4 hours  as  it  may  be  judged  ne- 
cefsary.  Children  from  'J  months  to  one  year  and  a 
half  3/4  gr.  to  IV2  hr  proportion  of  the  danger^ 
every  2,  3 or  4 hours  and  in  chronical  cases  four  times 
a day.  If  a apeedy  effect  is  desired,  more  of  it  may  be 
given.  Up  to  the  4th  year , a dose  of  1 gr.  to  2 J 2 gr* 
was  generally  given  every  two  to  four  hours , from  the 
fourth  to  the  eighth , 2 to  5 gr.  according  to  circmn- 
stances*

To  a'dults  the  remedy  was  givfen  in  more  -sTuyin^ 
doses  than,  to  children.  In  chronical  cases  Dr.  S. 

seldom  gave  more  than  2 or  3 gr.  4 or  5 times  a day,, 
thus  from  8 to  15  gr.  daily.  15  gr.  of  it  taken  for  many 
days  running,  generally  used  to  produce  several  motions. 
In  acute  deseases  2 to  7 gr.  are  taken  every  two  or 
tlu’ee  hours  in  proportion  to  tlie  danger.  Does  the  danger 
decrease,  the  dose  is  either  lefsened,  or  given  lefs  frequently* 
It  is  deserving  of  notice  that  the  application  of  tliis  mer 
decine  requires  lefs  caution  as  to  the  dose,  tliau  other 
medecines  of  similar  efficacy.  Sometimes  a trifling  dose 
did  as  much  effect , as  might  have  been  expected  from 
a larges  one.  Respecting  the  form,  it  may  be  giyen  in 
powder,  pills  or  solution,  the  medecine  must  however  be^ 
kept  from  coming  in  contact  with  the  atmospheric  air 
as  much  as  pofsiblfe , as  it  attract  from  it  h'ydrogen  and 
qxygen,  which  by  decomposing  the  same,  makes  it  more 
disagreeable-  to  take,  and  lefs  agreeing  with  the  stomach. 
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JiTid  is  tlius  more  apt  to  proclucij'sichnefs  and  Aomiting. 
Tire  same  caution  is  to  be  observed  iu  all  otlier  forms. 

Is  tlie  medecine  to  be  taben  iu  form  of  a powder, 
not  too  many  ought  to  be  prescribed  at  one  timei  they 
must  be  done  up  in  wax-paper , and  kept  iu  a wide 
mouthed  vial,  well  closed  up,  else  they  will  deliquesce.  The 
taste  of  the  remedy  may  be  ameliorated  by  the  addition 
of  some  eleosaccharum.  The  powder  of  it  is  best  taken 
in  a moistened  wafer.  If  gwen  in  the  form  of  pills^  the 
same  caution  is  required,  and  then  tliqV  are  not  to  be 
put  up  in  boxes,  but  in  a vial,  seciu-ed  with  a piece  of 
bladder.  Dr.  S.  generally  prescribed  it  so,  that  each  pill 
contained  gr.  using  the  extract  of  liquorice  and 
honey  to  form  the  mafs.  Even  if  it  is  to  be  taken  in 
solution  seA'^eral  precautions  can  not  be  dispensed  with'. 
Dr.  S.  made  the  observation,  that  the  medecine  was  the 
more  disagreeable,  the  oftener  it  was  taken  out  of  the 
the  same  glafs  or  cup,  ahd  that  the  patients  would  sooner 
take  the  medecine , and  that  it  also  agreed  better  with 
their  stomachs,  when  fresli,  on  which  account  ho  found 
it  preferable  to  difsolve  the  sulphuret , in- some  aromatic 
water  or  other,  and  then  to  put  it  in  small  one  drachm 
phials,  half  of  the  contents  to  be  taken  for  a dose.  The 
least  disagreable  way  of  taking  this  solution  of  sul- 
phuret is,  if  just  before  that  period,  a dose  of  it,  is 
mixed  up  wth  a tablespoonfull  of  a solution  of  gum 
arabic  in  some  S3nmp,  and  a tablespoonfull  of  that  mix- 
ture is  swallowed  directly  after  it.  No  acid  must  be  taken 
for  some  time  after  the  medecine,  nay,  i1^  acidity  is  suspec- 
ted to  exist  in  the  stomach , some  absorbent  .§hould 
'be  giA’en  before  making  use  of  it.  Sohie  liquid 
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Js  always  to  be  di’ank  after  taking  it  , in  order 
1o  prevent  its  acting  only,  on  one  particular  part  of 
the- stoniach , and  particular  regard  must  be  had  ,tc  this 
caution , if  the  medecine  is  taken  in  the  form  of  pills- 
or  powders. 

Results  of  the  effects  of  the  sulphuret 
of  potash. 

I.  Effect  of  the  medecine  of  the  various  systems  of 
the  human  organism. 

1)  On  the  sensible  system. 

Xt  never  acted  morbidly  irritating  on  the  whole  neifvousi 
system  in  any  of  the_  cases  in  wldcli  Dr.  S.  employed  it.  He 
never  found  its  use  morbidly  exalting  the’  sensibility', 
&o  as  to-  produce  restlefsnefs , anguish , delirium , pain  bv 
spasms.  In  cardialgy  alone  an  difference  was  obstrvecl, 
and  in  asthma  its  continued  use  appeared  to  prodvice 
spasms  in  the  chest  in  two  instances.  In  all  other  caSes 
where  Erethismus  of  the  whole  nervous  s-ystem  existet  it 
reduced  the  sensibilily  in  a short  time  to  its  normal  state, 
and  acted  as  an  absolute  narcotic.  In  all  cases  where 
a general  secundary  affection  coexisted  with  the  croup, 
or  tlie  puerpural  fever , it  soon  ceased  by  uising 
the  sulphuret  against  the  principal  disorder.  It  even 
^ shewed  its  effect  as  au  absolute  assuaging  remedy  in  two 
very  bad  cases  of  primary  affection  of  the  nervous  system. 
In.  one  case  it  plainly  surpafsed  pioschus  in  efficacy..  In 
local  erithismus  of  tlie  .nervous  system  it  ,did  not  act 
■ exalting.  , 
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2)  Oii  tlie  arterious  sjrsfceiiii 

NeitJiei’  did  the  siilpliuret  ever  act  exciting  on  tli^ 
vascular  system,  (except  in  one  case  of  Pnenmonia}  5 Dr;  ^ 
on  the  oontBary  found  very  often  in  an  actual  sthenical 
state,  that  it  reduced  a full  and  hard  pulse,  by  making 
it  considerably  softer  and'  lefs  frequent;  Though  the 
sulphuret  of  potash  can  not  be  considered  as  a remedy 
actually  lovvering  the  exalted  irritability,  we  have  at  least 
no  reason  to  dread  its  application  in  any  case  whei'e  an 
actual  sthenic  diathesis  predominates.  Neither  did  Dr.  S» 
ever  find  this  remedy  to  bring  on  an  untimely  haemorrhage 
or*  to  encrease  it,  but  vei’y  often  did  he  observe  a diapho- 
resis to  be  its  effect  5 he  also  saw  several  times  an  en- 
crease of  diuresis  proceed  from  its  application.' 

An  effect  of  the  greatest  moment  on  the  arterious  sys- 
tem, and  perhaps  the  principal  one  on  the  whole  organisnt 
is  , the  influence  which  it  shews  on  the  morbid  activity 
of  tlie  ortery  in  secreting  albumen.  This  morbid  procefs 
in  the  antenies  has  place  in  many  disorders  , and  often 
causes  chronical  and  mortal  consequences.  AVe  are  hi- 
therto not  in  pofsefsion  of  any  remedy,  that  powerfully 
counteracts  this  procefs; 

3)  On  the  reproductive  system; 

A visible  influence  of  this  remedy  upon  the  repro-* 
ductive  system  is  very  frequent,  which  would  howevei* 
have  been  the  case  lefs  frequently,  if  the  cautions  in 
employing  tlie  sulphuret  as  recommended  above  had 
always  been  noticed,  from  the  commencement  of  its  ap- 
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plication.  Diarrhoea  has  most  frequently  been  observed., 
it  continued  feculent  like  after  a purge , yet  it  seldom 
became  so  violent  as  to  require  a counterremedy.  If 
however  this  medeciue  is  indicated , w6  have  no  need  to, 
let  a diarrhoea  deter  us  from  using  it.  Vomiting  was 
lefs  frequently  the  consequence  of  its  application,  than  di- 
arrhoea. Its  influence  on  the  apetitewas  uncertain,  as  it 
sometimes  took  it  away,  and  sometimes  produced  it.  In 
a few  cases  it  produced  a burning  pain  in  the  stomach. 

Difference  of  sex  or  age,  does  not  influence  its  appli- 
cation , neither  does  the  character  of  the  disorder,  and 
the  constitution  of  the  subject  alter  its  effect,  and  it  is  of 
equal  service  in  the  sthenic  and  asthenic  states. 


II.  Effects  of  the  sulphuret  of  potash  against  several 
disorders  of  the  luunau  organism. 

'!)  Disorders  relating  to  the  arterious  system. 

a)  The  croup.  Here  the  remedy  maintains  the 
first  rank  among  all  others  recommended  'against  that 
disorder,  as  it  acted  quicker  and  more  certain.  It  proved 
effuiaGious  in  three  cases  of  bronchitis  exsudatatoria 
chronica,  in  a croup  of  the  2d  degree  complicated  with 
measles ; in  4 cases  of  the  3d  degree ; in  8 cases  of  the 
2d  and  in  15  of  the  < first  degree.  In  like  manner  .did  it 
prove  effectual  in*  the  several  stages  , and  there  was  not 
a single  symptom  whicJi  resisted  its  effect. 

• 

The  time  of  its  producing  an  effect,  stands  in  due 
proportion  with  the  intensity  of  the  disorder.  In  the 
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■third  degree  of  the  croup  tliere  is  no  occasion  for  fear, 
3f  some  hours  after  its  application  an  encrease  of  the 
symptoms  appears , but  if  this  is  case  in  the'  first  degre*v 
of  the  disorder,  we  liaye  reason  to  be  on  our  guard. 

b)  The  puerperal  fever.  In  this  disorder  Dr;  S. 
indeed  used  it- but  once,  but  tliis  was  actually  a very- 
difficult  case.  As  however  this  disorder  so  efsentially 
agrees  with  enteritis-,  good  effects  may  also  be  expected 
from  it  in  all  other  cases. 

c)  Inflammation  of  th^  intestines.  Theil 
remedy  is  of  essential  service,  as  well  in  the  acute  as  i| 

'chronical  hind.

d)  Pneumonia.  Of  this  disorder  Dr.  S.  give*  M 
but  two  cases  in  which  he  used  the  sulphinet  with  be- 
nefit; but  lie  is  of  opinion  that  every  pneumonic  patient 
must  be  saved  by  bloodletting  and  this  medecine,  pro- 
vided no  organical  pulmonic  mischief,  has  yet  taken  place,  to 
prove  which  he  adduces  several  judicious  arguments.

e)  Hydrocephalus  and  f)  hepatitis  chronica, 

of -these  has  been  talked  before.  . .

g) ,  Dysente^)^  Dr.  S.  relates  several  instances,,! 
where  the,  sulphuret  has  proved  of  ser\uce  in  .tliis  dis- 
order < or  at  least  wdiere  it  removed  tli|  most  prominent 
inflammatory  character. 

h)  In  a single  case,  where  it  had  been  used  in  ani 
obstinate  rheumatic  ophtlialmy,  it  procured  evidently 
luore  benefit  than  any  other  medecine  retommended.

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2)  Disorders  referring  to  tlie  sensible  system 
The  snlphuret  of  potash  having  proved  benefic-.al  in 
all  eases  of  secundary  nervous  sufferings , where  it  had 
been  employed,  Dr.  S.  found  himself  instigated  to  try  it 
also,  in  primary  affections  of  the  nervous  system,  and  found 
it  to  answer  liis  expectations  in  every  ease  5 and  he  thus 
employed  it,  with  more  or  lefs  advantage,  in  Typhus. 
If  the  sulphuret  never  does  too  much  debilitate  the  sen- 
sibility, but  only  reduces  the  Erethismus  to  the  nonnal 
state-,  if  it  does  remove  deliruuu,  anguish,  restlefsnefs, 
fllahe-catching  , subsultus  tendinum  as  well  as  sopor;  if 
it  never  deprefs^s  the  irritability  too  much,  never  so 
much  weakens  the  powers  as  to  hinder  tlie  neeefsary 
crisis  to  take  place  ; if  it  promotes  diaphoresis  as  well  as 
diuresis  ; if  all  this  be  the  case , it  will  in  this  respeet 
already  allow  a more  general  application,  than  all  other 
- nervina.  If  we  add  to  tliis  , that  the  inflammatory  dia- 
thesis in  the  first  stage  of  typhus , is  much  easier  to  be  con- 
quered by  the  sulphuret  than  by  mercury;  there  certainly  is. 
an  other  reason  w'hich  makes  it  evident,  that  this  remedy 
admits  of  a much  more  general  application  in  typhus,  than 
all  otliev  remedies  hitherto  recommended. 

b)  Ijn  disorders  of  the  female  organs  of  ge- 
neration with  exalted  sensibility,  viz.  diffieidt 
and  tedious  menstruation,  too  early  partiu’ition , spasm- 
odic labour- p#ins  and  afterpains  vS:. 

These  ai-e  shortly  the  principal  points  Dr.  S.  details 
on  the  effects  of  the  sulpluet  of  potash.  Besides  .this 
tire  work  contains  a number  of  morbid  histories , from 
which  these  practical  results  have  been  drawn,  which  to 
I relate  would  greatly  exceed  the  limits  of  our  pages-

In  tlie  voliinie  before  us  , whieh  is  executed  with 
particular  typograpliical  elegance,  and. embellished  with 
,7  coloured  plates  explenatory  of  different  species  of  herpes, 
and  three  more  shewing  the  construction  of  the  apparatus 
made  use  of  by  the  author,  he  acquaints  us  with  the 
manner  iu  which  he  succeeded  in  employing  sulphureous 
-vapours  for  the  cure  of  various  disorders  , and  we  shall 
endeavour  to  lay  the  substance  of  it  before  our  readers, 
in  as  brief  a manner  as  tlie  subject  will  admit  of. 

The  effects  of  sulphureous  vapours  indeed  are  not  en- 
tirely unhnowu  , and  tJieir  utility  in  psora  has  already 
fceen  hinted  at  by  J.  P.  Frank;  however  it  was  done 
' so  superlieially  and  slightly , that  but  little  confidence 
could  be  placed,  iu  his  manner  of  employing  sulphur, 
particularly  , as  it  -was  such  as  irritated  the  chest , and 
brought  on  danger  of  suffocation  as  well  as  other  dis- 
agreeable effects.  Dr.  G’s.  method  of  employing  it  against 
a variety  ef  disorders , by  combustion  in  a volatOized  1 
form,  may'  thus  be  called  novel  , and  as  its  activity  is 
proved  by  a great  number  of  observations , as  well  as 
testimorties  of  the  most  respecfable  Parisian  physicians, 
it  justly  claims  general  recommendation. 
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The  favoni’dble  situation  iu  which  Dr.  G has  long 
found  himself,  favoured  him  much  in  directing  his  par- 
tieular  attention  to  exanthematie  disorders.  Having  had 
ever  sine©  1792  the  care  of  several  Paris  hospitals  , he 
had  ample  opportunities  of  observing  a vast  number  of 
disorders  of  that  kind;  officiating  afterwards  for  the  last 
13  years  in  the  hospital  of  Saint  Lewis  he  was  able  to 
improve  upon  those  observations.  Psora  first  attracting 
his  notice,  lie  set  right  the  microseopie  observations  of 
Entomologists  , by  discovering  the  maggot  in  scabious 
pustules  (acoras  scabies  which  in  former  times  liad  already 
been  considered  as  the,  fundamental  cause  of  psora, 
and  which  afterwards  had  been  again  disputed)  actually 
to  be  such;  and  now  its  actual  existence,  became  beyond 
all  doubt,  and  as  evident  to  him,  as  any  on<e  point  in  natural 
history.  The  aetiology'  of  the  itch  thus  founded  on.  tliis 
fact  served  to  explain  the  phenomana  of  this  disorder, 
and  ha\dng  now  reason  for  considering  the  maggot  as 
the.  principal  cause  of  the  itch  , it  was  no  larges  difficult 
to  distinguish  it  from  any  similar  disorder.  Dr.  G.  tried 
to  inoculate  the  disorder  with  mites,  taken  from  scabious 
pustules  , and  produced  by  it  a perfect  eruption  , which 
liowever  was  not  the  case,  by  the  application  of  mere  sca- 
bious matter,  in  whixjli  there  w'cre  no  insects. 

Dr.  G.  thus  declares  the  diso*der  to  be  merely  local, 
requiring  tlie  applitation  of  external  remedies,  lliese  only 
being  able  to  kill  the  insect  causing  the  disorder.  Sul- 
phur it  is  well  known  has  ever  been  reconunended  as  the 
most  efficacious  remedy  in  Exanthemes,  particularly  against 
the  itch,  but  its  application  is  attended  with  many.dis- 
tagreeable  circumstances,  such  as' a slow  progrefs,  unclean. 


linefs  , by  which  often  otter'  exauthematic  affections 
are  produced,  expence  by  its  requiring  frequent  change  of 
linen,  and  above  all  uncertainty  of  cure  , on  account  of 
which  it  has  often  been  employed  in  different  forms  , or 
has  been  laid  aside  enitrely,  which  gave  rise  to  that  great 
variety  of  remedies,  alternately  recommended  and  re- 
jected. 

The  effects  of  sulphur , in  whatsoever  form  em- 
ployed , (against  this  disorder , are  only  to  be  ascribed  to 
its  efficacy  of  hilling  the  insect,  and  are  the  more  certain 
in  proportion  as  the  mineral  is  employed  in  a more  vo- 
latilized form.  Dr  G.  has  convinced  hiinself  by  a mul- 
titude of  experiments,  of  the  mites,  suddenly  dying  where 
exposed  to  the  vapours  of  siilphur,  either  burnt,  or  even  vo- 
latilized by  moderate  heat,  aud  the  sulphur-box  used  in 
hospitals  for  purifying  the  utensils  used  by  scabious  pa- 
tients, raised  in  Dr.  G.  the  idea  of  trying  sulphureous 
fumigations  in  tins  disorder. 

I 

He  now  set  about  finding  out  a manner,  in  which 
he  might  entirelly  envelop  tlie  patient  in  these  vapours. 
TJie  first  experiment  he  jiiade  was  with  a dialing  disJi 
(bafsinoire),  in  which  coals  being  put,  he  strewed  sulphur 
on  it,  and  then  put  it  into  the  patients  bed,  carefully 
securing  it.  In  this  mnnner  he  employed  the  fumigations 
froip  August  1812  till  March  1513,  and  during  that  pe- 
riod cured  in  this  manner,  355  patients  in  the  hospital 
of  Saint  Lewis,  in  the  presence  of  many  Physicians  named. 
The  register  shewed  how  quick  and  easy  the  cures  had 
been  effected  by  this  sole  remedy,  and  it  is  proved  ju- 
dicially that  of  these  3^35,  only  <a  single  one  was 
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received  again  in  tlie  .hospital,  and  that  not  till' 5 months 
after  he  liad  been  discharged;  so  that  it  was  doiibtfull 
whether  this  was  to  be  considered  as  a relapse  or  as  a new 
infection. 

Finding  however  several  inconveniences  in  tliis  me- 
thod, Dr.  G.  fell  upon  the  idea  to  us^  for  the  purpose 
of  fumigating,  a proper  apparatus  , a fumigating  bos  (boite 
fumigatoire).  By  tJie  apparatus  invented  by  him  the  sul- 
phur becomes  yolatilired  by  the  heat,  and  enters  the  bos 
togetlier  with  the  caloric.  The  sulphureous  vapour  equably 
envelops  the  whole  body,  the  face  only  escepted ; the  tempera- 
ture throughout  the  whole  apparatus  is  nearly  the  same,  and 
as  there  is  no  occasion  for  opening  it,  there  is  no  fear 
of  the  patients  catching  cold. 

The  succefsfull  results  of  this  treatment  attracted* 
the  attention  of  the  profeCsion  at  large,  and  in  particiilar 
of  the  committe  of  the  hospital  of  Saint  Lewis.  D u cha- 
ir oy  who  for  some  months  past  had  been  an  attentive 
observer  of  Dr.  G.’s  experiments  , felt  liimself  connnced 
of  the  particular  superiority  of  this  metJiod  against  the 
itch,  and  formally  proved,  how  far  this  method  sur- 
pafsed  all  others  hitherto  in  use.  ' 

A separate  committe  was  however  appointed  for  the 
investigation  of  this  subject,  consisting  of  Pin  el,  Du- 
bois, Espauon,  Tortea  and  Bouillon  la  Grange, 
men,  whose  names  already  sufficiently  vouch  for  tlreir 
impartiality.  ,Tlie  labours  of  this  committ^  began  in  the 
month  of  April  1813  and  ended  in  the  middle  of  May 
following,  and  the  superiority  of  this  method  both  with 


regard  to  tlie  shcrtnefs  of  the  time,  and  the  little  expence 
it  required,  was  generally  achnowlledged,  and  resolved  upon 
to  have  a dozen  of  fumigating  boxes  prepared  for  the 
liospital  of  Saint  Lewis.  The-  observations  of  the  conir 
mitt^,  by  the  members  of  the  medical  faculty,  gave  simi- 
lar results,  but  their  report  was  not  delivered  till  in  Au- 
gust 1815. 

Among  the  vast  number  of  scabious  patients  that 
had  been  treated  with  sulphiu’eous  fumigations,  there  were 
also  many  in  whom  the  disorder  was  complicated , and 
who  already  before  then  had  had  herpes  , itching  syphil- 
litic  eruptions  and  rheumatic  pains  drc.,  yet  the  good 
effect,  the  sulphureous  fumigations' had  on  tliem,  could  not 
be  doubted.  At  the  end  of  the  treatment  some  of  these 
patient  were  perfectly  cured,  others  on  the  way  6f  re- 
covery , and  in  others  considerable  amendment  had 
had  taken  place.  Dr.  G.  now  made  experiments  wurh 
this  methode  in  those  disorders,  when  uncomplicated  with 
others,  and  here  also  uncontrovertible  ewdences  confirmed 
its  efficacy.  Tlie  fumigations  appeared  to  Dr.  G.  to  be 
particulai’ly  jus efull  in  herpes  and  itching  of  the  skin,  be- 
cause they  encreased  the  insensible  perspiration,  and  acted 
exciting  upon  the  debilitated  cuticular  system.  For  these 
same  reasons  the  fumigations  did  also  prove  beneficial 
in  several  cases  of  palsy.  Dr.  G.  now  having  multifari- 
ously employed  this  method  wilh  jparticular  advantage 
against  those  morbid  states  mentioned  before^  atj  well  by 
himself,  as  with  the  consent  and  under  the  direction  of 
some  of  the  principal  Paris  pliysicians,  he  erected  an  in- 
stitution for  sulphurous  fumigations  in  St.  Martin  Street^ 
where  he  was  called  upon,  as  well  by  a great  muuber  of 
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patients,  that  wished  to' be  cured,  by  physicians  who 
wished  to  make  observations. 

Those  wiio  believe  *tJiat  this  method  may  be  product- 
ive ,of  bad  symptoms  or  consequences,  may  convince  them- 
es elves  of  the  contrary  by  obserA'ations.  As  Dr.  G.  did 
now  make  use  of  his  improved  fumigating  apparatus, 
he  did  no?  perceive  any  bad  effects  from  the  operation 
of  the  A'apours.  The  smell  caused  by  it  was  lefs  strong 
and  disagreeable,  than  tliat  in  the  wards  where  they 
employed  sulphur- ointments.  Nothing  is  to  be  feared 
from  a repulse  of  the  itcli  or  of  other  exanthemes ; for  even 
if  too  great  an  impulse  of  serous  fluid  was  the  cause,  the 
perspiration  encreased  by  the  fumigations,  best  counter- 
acts it , and  the  more  slow  ciu’e  of  the  herpes  removes 
all  fear  of  a dangerous  metastasis  to  nobler  organs. 

No  other  internal  remedies  than  pleasant  Juleps  are 
combined  with  the  treatment 'of  herpes,  whether  it  be  idio- 
patliio  or  hereditary,  fumigations  alone  being  sufficient  to 
eft’ect  |a  perfect  cure.  But  if  the  herpes  is  combined 
wdth  syrrhillis,  the  fumigations  though  employed  in  great 
number  do  indeed  not  perfectly  cure  the  herpes , but 
tliey  render  the  organism  more  susc^eptible  for  the  action 
of  the  Mercury  to  be  employed  afterwards.  A number 
of  patients  laboured  a long  time  under  a herpes  , as  a 
consequence  of  inveterate  syphillisj  In  the  commence- 
ment the  usual  antiherpetic  remedies  were  employed  but 
in  A'^ainj  with  regard  to  their  origin,  mercury  was  em- 
. ployed  , in  tJie  usual  manner  , but  also  witliotxt  effect, 
but  it  rather  rendered  the  lierpes  more  obstinate,  and  agra- 
vated  the  symptoms.  The  patients  were  treiited  with

snlpliurous  fumigation,  without  receh'ing  a perfect  cur<*,, 
the  fumigation  were  then  resumed  for  the  second  time,, 
and  a perfect  cure  was  obtained  with  unexpected  quieknefs. 

• 

Arthnitis  rheumatica  and  paralysis  entirely  give  way 
to  fumigations ; but  it  is  to  be  observed  with  regard  to  < 
the  two  first  disorders , that  it  requires  a distinction 
whether  tliey  be  of  an  acute  or  clironical  natijre,  as  ac- 
cording to  this  difference  the  fumigation  may  be  either 
' usefuU  or  uselefs,  nay  ever  hurtful!;  and  are  in  that  cas? 

I 

to  be  supplied  by  other  more  fit  fumigations.  Against 
scrofula , bitter  remedies  and  proper  diet  are  to  be  ap- 
pHed,  besides  the  fumigations.  Obstructions  of  the  lacteals, 
l)rmphatics  and  articular  swellings  may  be  ciu’ed  by  fumi- 
gations. alone.  During  the  time  the  patient  is  exposed 
to  the  general  fumigations,  a current  of  sulphurous  va- 
pours is  directed  towards  the  affected  parts , and  thus 
tlie  obstruction  is  difsolv’^ed.  If  those  disorders  are  joined, 
by  other  particular  symptoms  , the^  physician  must  treat 
tliem  according  to  the  particular  indications. 

Medicinally  consisdered,  the  treatment  with  sulphur- 
vapours  tlius  combines  two  efsential  .properties , 1st  that 
of  activity  and  2d  that  of  inotfensiyejtefs, 

Wliat  regards  the  general  ■ effects  of  ijie  sulpliur- 
rapours,  they  appear  to  reestablish  the  tonus  of  the  skin, 
to  exalt  the  activity  of  the  cellulosa , to  alter  the  ten- 
sion of  the  sensibility  of  the  Ijonpliatic  system,  to  excite 
it  permanently,  and  so  to  promote  the  pafsing  tlrrougli  of 
the  lymphe;  no  lefs  powerfull  is  its  actmty  upon  tlie* 
vascular  tystem. 
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Tlie  phenomena  observed  in  the  patient,  during  the 
treatment  with  sulphur-vapours,  sliew  themselves  either 
during  his  being  in  the  fumingating  box , or  when  he 
has  left  it , differing  in  intensity  according  to  the 
degree  of  heat , the  patient  has  been  exposed  to.  The 
first  phenomena  are  the'  Conseqaience  of  encreased  enci- 
tenient  of  the  whole  organism.  The  face  becomes  red 
and  lively,  the  eyes  sparkle  and  the  temporal  arteries  beat 
violently.  Soon  after , the  patient  still  finding  himself 
in  the  apparatus,  the  pulse  appears  encreasing  in  quiek- 
nefs-.  and  frequency  : its  quicknefs  varying  however  ac- 

cording to  the  temperament  of  the  patient.  Thirst  now 
takes  place  and  a sweat  breaks  out,  trickling  down  in 
large  drops,  which  however  dbes  not  weaken  the  patient 
so  much  as  might  be  supposed. 

The  patient  hsving  left  the  apparatus,  his  skin  is 
found  to  be  of  a lively  red  colour  and  the  papillae  pro* 
tuberant-  Great  drops  of  a tough  sticking  fluids  are  seen, 
on  the  top  of  the  suppurating  tetters  and  the  scabious 
pustules  , and  a mild  dew  like  - fluid  on  the  top  of  the 
spongious  scaly  ones.  If  the  patient  now  lies  down  a 
kind  of  beneficial  debility , an  indescribable  comfort  fol- 
lows the  generally  exalted  excitement;  the  pulse  becomes 
composed,  and  instead  of  pain  and  itching  sleep  ensues. 
This  state  does  however  not  always  take  place  after  the 
first  fumigations , but  more  frequently  not  till  after  repeat- 
ed perspirations. 

I » 

The  sulphur- vapours  appear  also,  in  consequence  of 
their  action  upon  the  skin , to  act  salutary  on  the  di- 
gestive organs.  The  appetite  almost  always  encreases ; 
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sometimes  distiu'bauces  are  observed  in  the  gastric  sys' 
tem,  which  liowever  soon  give  way  to  a vomit  or  purge. 

The  effects  of  the  sulphur  - vapours  upon  tlie  femal  I 
organs  of  generation  consist  in  a constriction  of  their  mu- 
cous membranes.  As  for  the  rest  they  eucrease  tiie* 
muscular  energy,  frequently  obliging  tlie  patients  to; 
put  it  in . activity. 

The  saving  of  expences  in  the  cure  and  otlter  oeco— 
nomical  respects  by  tliis  metlicd,  is  very  considerable.  'If. 
the  ciu’e  of  a scabious  patient  with  ointment,  cost  54 i 
francs  and  one  with  sulphtu-batlis  4I  francs,  tlie  expence^ 
of  the  cure  of  a patient  cured  by  sulplnu:- vapours  was  no 
more  than  IfZ  francs  68  cenlimen.  It  may  tlius  be  easilyr 
calculated,  how  much  in  large  hospitals  may  be  saved  by, 
this  method*,  the  saving  of  the  liospital  of  Saint  Lewis' 
at  Paris  alone  mnounting  to  au  annual  siun  of(  1 18,704 1 
francs,  besides  wh&t  is  saved  ni  linen,  time  &e. 

Dr.  G.  after,  comnuinicating  his  thoughts  of,  and  ob- 
servations upcn  tlris  new  method  of  treatment  , gives- 
the  full  statement  of  the  report  as  delivered  by  the’  above^ 
mentioued  commif^s ; by  which  it  is  proved  that  Pin  el' 
and  tire  other  physicians  had  cured  wdthin  t*wo  months’ 
time,  58  patients,  after  this  new  method,  most  of  them  sca- 
bious, The  practicability  of  the  method,  and  punctuality  vyitli  ‘ 
which  these  observations  have  been  made,  is  not  subject  to 
the  least  doubt,  and  the  results  drawn  from  them  may  thus- 
to  be  considered  as  axioms.  They  are  the  following: 

■J)  The  experiments  made,  suffice  to  prove  that  the  stJ- 
plmreous  fujnigations  do  perfectly  cure  the  itch. 


5)  Psora  of  every  describtion , perticiilarly  the  in- 
veterate gives  way  to  fumigations. 

3)  Tlie  number  of  fumigations  required,  dep  ends  of  the 
age  and  sex  of  the  patient,  as  also  of  the  violence, 
kind  and  complication  of  the  disorder. 

4)  The  average  niunber  of  fumigations  required  for  tliis 
quick  cure,  is  24* 

5)  Each  fumigation  lasts  at  an  average  half  an  hour , it 
may  however  be  either  protracted  or  shortened,  accord- 
ing to  circumstances. 

6)  All  chronical  exanthemes  as  Phthiriasis  , herpes , sy- 
phillitic  pustules,  Prorigo,  Tinea  &c.  even  inveterate 
ones  and  such  as  have  been  coiisidered  as  inciu'able 
have  been  cured  by  sulphureous  vapours, 

7)  All  exanthemes  in  general , the  itch  only  excepted, 
require  a continuance  of  their  application ; tliey  at 
least  always  prove  a principal  adjuvans  in  the  cure. 

S)  The  (patients  may  take  as  many  as  four  fumigations 
daily , ascordiug  to  their  temperament,  leisure  , and 
the  time  in  which  they  wish  the  cure  to  be  finished. 

9)  The  treatment  of  the  itch  by  fumigations  requu-es 
neither  any  other  internal  or  external  remedies , ’nor 
any  pai’ticular  regimen. 

10)  Compared  with  all  other  metliods  hitherto  recom- 
mended, this  method  deserves  to  be  preferred  on  ac- 
count of  its  simplicity,  speed,  eflect  and  JiarmlefsneTs. 

11)  Their  application  is  easily  practicable  under  all  cii-- 
cumslances , but  they  still  admit  of  some  mechanical 
improvements, 

It  is  further  to  be  observed'  that  children  and  fe- 
males caeteris  paribus  require  far  lei’s  fumigations  than 


Wlults  and  old  people.  In,  lierpelie  patients  the  number 
of  fumigations  amounted  at  an  average  to 30,  in  scabious 
ohes  to  13;  a patient  with  tinea  was  fumigated  4 times, 
an  one  covered  with  syphillitic  pustules  36  times.  Of 
the  43  scabious  ones  received  and.  cured  by  the  committ^,  6 
had  confluent,  and  18  smiple  scabies,  and  had  not  used 
, any  thing  before.  One  with  confluent  and  one  with 
simple  psora  had  been  binder  a course  of  medicine  once 
before.  Six  with’ papulae  like  itch,  three  with  itch  and 
lierpes  combined,  and  two  with  prurigo,  had  gone  threugh 
.several  courses  of  medecine,  besides  these  there  were  among 
them,'  one  with  syphillitic  pustules  , one  with  tinea  and 
nine  with  herpes,  without  complication.  The  scabious 
were  all  discharged  cured , aiso  nine  herpetic  ones,  and 
three  herpetic  ones  were  relieved.  'I'he  patient  with  ti- 
nea was  recovering^  and  those  with  prurigo  were  perfectly 
cured.

It  would  be  too  prolix  and  hardly  poTsible  to  give 
a separate  abstract  of  all  the  observations  made  by  the 
Jury;  one  very  remarhable  and  obstinate  case  of  herpes 
however  we  can  not  help  inserting.  A girl,  20  years  of 
age,  these  nine  years  labmed  under  a very  extended  and 
malignant  herpes,  against  which  the  most  efficacious  re- 
medies prescribed  by  the  first  physicians  in  the  metro- 
polis, and  used  by  the  patient  with  the  greatest  punctu- 
ality, had  remained  witliout  effectj  "neither  had  a mer- 
curial course , nor  52  sulphurous  baths  at  Tivoli  done 
any  service.  The  funugations  in  the  vapom-box  were  the 
last  means  resorted  to;  she  felt  immediate  relief  after  the 
jfirst  fumigation , which  however  was  only  brought  to 
wahe  any  ptognefs  by , frequent  repetitions  of  the  sam« 
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remedy.  At  present  her  state  is  better  beyond  compa- 
rison , she  has  however  resolved  to  try  the  same  method 
once  more,  and  hopes  for  a perfect  recovery. 

Besides  a number  of  observations  of  ciu’ed  psora 
of  every  description , herpes  and  otlier  exanthemes  , such 
a number  of  cares  of  hemiplegies , Palsies , arthritic  and 
rheumatic  disorders , are  communicated  by  D.  G.  as  well 
as  by  other  French  physicians,  that  the  efficacy  of  Dr.  G.’s 
method  of  employing  sulphureous  vapours,  does  not  admit 
of  any  further  doubt,  though  they  are  not  so  efficacious 
in  the  last  mentioned  disorders^,  as  in  exanthemes. 

The  construction  of  the  fumigating  box , which  may 
be  used  as  well  for  this  purpose , as  for  the  application 
of  any  other  remedy , which  is  to  by  used  in  a gazeous 
form  , may  be  seen  from  the  plate  annexed  to  the  work. 
The  apparatus  is  very  simple,  and  consists  of  a well 
corstructed  wooden  box,  well  joined  togetJier  and  lined 
on  the  sides  with  oil  cloth , which  is  roomy  enough, 
to  admit  of  the  patients  comfortably  sitting  in  it,  it  has 
got  a hole  on  the  top , for  the  patient’s  head  to  pafs 
tfirough,  in  order  to  guard  it  against  the  vapours.  Tfie  bot- 
tom of  it  has  got  holes,  for  tlie  pafsage  of  the  sulphure- 
ous or  other  vapours  evolving  from  the  metal  plate  heat- 
ed by  fue.  Tubes  are  contrived  in  the  box  to  carry  off 
the  superfluous  vapours  , and  the  smoke  is  carried  away 
from  the  heating  apparatus  by  a tube  serving  for  » 
<»lummfy.

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T\iF  first  volume  of  this  valuable  work  contains  Such 
treatises  in  natural  history  , phisosophy  and  chemistry, , 
as  have  been  communicated  to  the  society  from  ISO4  to  1 
1808',  the  jone  Ibefore  us  the  practical  medical  ones  off 
tlie  same  period,  and  opens  with  a funeral  oration  pro-* 
nounced  by  the  couiicellor  of  state  Dr.  Richter  on  the* 
late  councellor  of  state  Dr.  Francis  Kerestury  wlio) 
being  born  in  1735  near  Kaschau  in  Hungaria,  studied  I 
at  Pis  ok  , came  to  Moskow  and  got  a situation  at  the; 
military  hospital  of  that  city  in  1762,  became  Protosur- ■ 
geoa  in  1772,  M.  D.  in  1784,  then  prosector  and  af-- 
terwards  profefsor,  having  at  the  same  time  a very  ex-- 
tensive  practice.  From  1804  till  his  decease  in  I'SII  he: 
was  president  to  the  society. 

This  is  followed  by  some  observations  on  the* 
Abnormities  of  the  uterus,  by  the  councellor* 

of  State  Dr.  G.  M.  Richteb.

2)  Retroversio  uteri  gravidi  cum  protapsu  vaginae.  < 
A woman  4O  years  of  age,  half  gOrte  in  her  pregnancy,, 
had  fallen  down  stairs  a month  ago,  upon  the  os  coccygis,, 
the  vagina  had  prolapsed  to  the  left  .side,  the  uterus i 
was  retroversed  * backw'^ards , the  urine  only  w«nt  off. 


guttatim  when  the  prolapsed  parts  were  removfed,  and 
the  urinary  bladder  was  much  distended.  At  the  same 
time  slie  suJd’ered  violent  pains  in  tlie  abdomen , with 
want  of  appetite,  febrile  pulse,  anxiety  and  low  spirits* 
TJie  reposition  did  not  succed  in  the  usual  way,  but  the 
author  found  out  an  instrument  for  that  purpose,  which 
is  represented  in  the  plate.  It  consists  of  a steel  staff 
bent  to  ihe  axis  of  the  pelvis  , terminating  at  its  lower 
end  in  a wooden  handle , and  at  its  upper  end  in  a 
blunt  cone  of  cork,  covered  with  soft  leather,  and  which 
is  concave  at  its  upper  surface.  Having  made  the  wo- 
man support  herself  upon  her  kn§es  and  elbows  , he  in- 
troduced tlie  instrument  directing  it  with  the  first  fin- 
ger of  the  left  hand,  towards  the  posterior  part  of  the 
Vagina,  so  as  to  have  the  convexity'of  the  staff  back- 
wards, so  long,  till  the  concave  Surface  of  the  cone  re- 
ceived the  fundus  uteri,  and  now  he  lifted  the  uterus 
forwards  by  the  handle  of  the  instrument,  he  held  in 
his  right  hand.  The  uterus  instantly  and  with  some 
noise  jumped  into  its  tiormal  situatiouj  into  the  upper 
pelvic  apperture.  The  prolapsus  vaginae,  the  dysury  and 
the  pain  instantly  ceased,  and  the  pregnancy  was  'nor- 
mally finished.  The  author  also  fecouuuends  this  instru- 
ment which  he  calls  Hysteromoclihon  or  Vectis  uterinus 
in  obliguitas,  prolapsus  and  inversio  uteri* 

3)  Graviditas  cum  protapsu  uteri  completo^  A wb- 
tnan  which  long  aheady  had  laboured  under  a complete 
prolapsus  uteri,  and  Ciu^ried  it  between  the  tliighs.,  it 
remaining  only  in,  in  a recumbent  situation,  became  preg- 
nant. The  uterus  was  seen  to  distend  with  the  ^rowtli' 
of  the  embryo  j but  when  she  was  gone  about  half  her 
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time , it  retracted  itself,  and  ascended  ’upwards  in  tlie 
pelvis,  so  that  about  the  seventh  month,  not  a A'estige 
of  the  prolapsus  was  visible.  On  delivery  the  author 
found  the  orifice  of  the  womb  towards  the  left;  the 
Jiead  entered  the  pelvis  oblifjnsly,  and  forcibly  drove  forth 
the  left  and  anterior  part  of  the  lower  segment , ob- 
structing the  pafsage  of  the  urine.  He  made  her  afsume 
a lateral  situation  in  order  to  obviate  the  ol)lique  posi- 
tion of  the  womb  , drew  the'  urine  off  by  the  catheder, 
and  during  each  pain  kept  back  the  part  of  tJie  lower 
segment  that  was  forced  forward.  In  this  manner  he 

succeeded  in  effecting  the_delivery.  On  getting  up  from 

<■ 

childbed  'the  prolapsus  again  appeared. 

4)  Procidentia  'uteri  conifleta  post  partmn.  The 
uterus  had  prolapsed  between  the  thighs,  in  consequence 
of  vain  and  rough  attempts  of  fetching  the  placenta; 
the  umbilieal  cord  freely  srrspended  and  the  placenta  lay 
in  the  uterine  cavity.  T]ie  author  first  undertook  the 
reposition,  and  then  fetched  the  placenta.  The  prolapsus 
did  not  return. 

5)  Prolapstts  y.teri  ex  polypo.  A polypus  had  been - 
forming  in  the  womb,  for  these  many  years  past,  undei; 
fluor  albiis  and  frequent  haemorrhages,  so  as  to  weaken’ 

‘and  ^haust  the  woman.  At  last  it  presented  itself 
with  a great  haemorrliage,  drawing  forth  with  it,  tlie  lower 
segment  of  the  uterus.  Jt  was  as  big  as  a moderate 
childsliead,  wrinkled,  and  fixed  on  a stalk.  It  fell  off  on 
the  tlurd  day  after  the  ligature,  -when  the  remains  of 
the  stalk  were  dawbed  wdth  muriate  of  antimony , and 
cleansing  injections  applied  daily.  The  W'oiuan  recovered. 


II.  John  Conrad  Hiltebrantd  dn  a kind  of  targe 
dry  cupping  ma  '.'inet  'used  by  the  Rvfsians  for  reposing 
incarcerated,  ruptures.  They  take  a pot  capable  of  hold- 
ing' about  a few  pounds  of  liquid)  stop  up  the  hole  it 
has  got  at  the  bottom  with,  a cork,  rarify  the  air  con- 
tained in  it  by  lighted  tow  • . and  put  it  along  with  the 
burning  tow  upon  the  abdomen,  previously  rubbed  with 
oil  or  soap.  Thus  the  abdominal  parietes  and  bowels 
are,  not  without  pain,  dravvu  into  the  pot,  and  the  parts 
contained  in  the  rupture  into  the  abdomen.  The  pot 
is  removed  by  drawing  the  cork,  and  if  the  effect  is  not 
yet  complete,  the  pot  is  again  replaced.  This  popular  re- 
medy, the  author  like  .many  other  physicians  , has  found 
very  rflicatious  and  harmlefs.  He  cured  with  it  incar- , 
Derations,  where  vomiting  and  singultus  had  already  taken 
.place,  where  the  pulse  was  quick,  hard  and  Small,  and 
where  the  operation  was  going  to  be  resorted  to,  other 
remedies  having  been  found  ineffectual.  In  an  inflam- 
matory state , blood  should  be  drawn  first ; in  lusty, 
dropsical  or  pregnant  people, this  method  finds  no  appli- 
cation. The  common  Rufsians  however  make  also  uSe 
of  it  in  childbed,  haemorrhages  and  Spasms,  which,  ac- 
cording to  their  theory , they  derive  from  an  irregular 
position  of  the  uterus.  • ■ 


HI.-  History  df  the  plague  in  IT/olhima  in  the  year 
17y8  by  John*  Minderer.  The  plague  which  raged  in 
Moldavia  end  Vallachia  in  1796,  was  carried  over  from 
Chotin  to  Pedalia  in  1797,  and  raged  ad  Satanow.  In  the 
spring  1798  when  it  seemed  there  to  be  aheady  supprefs- 
cd,  corn  was  sent  from  Satanow  tlnough  Kosiii  and 


Wladiniir  into  the  Bugli.  The  waggoners  on  tlieir  iirrir. 
■at  Kosin  in  Volhinia , hurried.  7 corpses  there,  und’i 
pretence  of  their  havir^g  died  by  eating  poisonous  musll 
Toonis  , and  sold  their  clotlis  to  the  jews.  Soon  afte 
this  the  plague  brohe  out  at  Bialagrudka  at  a jew’s  inn 
the  whole  familiy  died,  and  the  distemper  extended  fron 
thence 'to  Pticzje,  Kosin,  Bariatin,  Dobrbwutka,  B<jreste5 
Jca  , all  places  that  lay  scattered  at  some  distance  fror 
«ach  orther,  the  intermediate  country  remaining  frc^  fron 
at.  Hitherto  the  disorder  had  not  been  known,  but  now 
the  infected  places  were  isolated.  One  family  that  livee 
'eolitary  in  a forest,  liaving  died  of  it , the  servant  too 
ahe  best  wearing -apparel  and  the  money  , and  went  oJ> 

’witliit,  this  forest  having  been  neglected  to  be  surrounde6( 

*md  arrived  in  the  vicinity  of  Wischnowiez  near  Kivemene? 
where  his  motlier  liad  a cottage  in  the  forest.  Rejoicpt 
at  these  new  acquired  riches,  she  invited  her  friendi 
from  the  city:  But  the  whole  company  was  seized  wit) 

ihe  plague  and  died.  Only  one  of  tlie  visitors  and  hii 
son  escaped,  by  means  of  forest  ^atlis  to  a shepherd,  whc 
procured  them  food,  and  tliis  man  being  als^  seized  anc: 
iiilled  by  the  plague  as  well  as  his  son  , the  shepherd 
yemained  in  tlie  forest,  procuring  his  sustenance  by  rob- 
bing the  people  working  in  the  lields.  After  tJuree  weeks 
he  was  taVn  prisoner  when  still  in  good  healtli.  He 
liad  however  brought  the  infection  to  BoIscJicif  Tolwarek, 
from  whence  it  spread  farther.  * 


This  was  the  manner  in  which  according  to  the 
atxtlior’s  opinion,  infection  was  spread.  Malignant  small- 
pox, which  had  broke  out  already  in  1797>  and  raged  at  this- 
same  tune,  vanished  on  tlie  appearance  of  the  plague,  as 
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also  tlie  hoopingcougli , which  continued  raging  till  i« 
the  winter  following;  at  the  approach  of  this  season 
catarrhous  fevers  occurred,  and  the  plague  disappeared 
ill  November,  having  begun  in  June, 

Tlie  observation  that  the  disorder  only  Sieized  the 
lower  classes,  was  also  confinned,this 'time,  those  that  lived 
more  fref^ly  being  exempted  from  it.  Besides  a surgeon 
land  a franciscan  friar  none  of  the  higher  ranks  died* 
Nurses  having  once  been  attaked  by  the  same,  did  wot 
eatch  it  a second  time. 


The  symptoms  were  ptechiae , vibices , buboes  and

,f4l  1 the  pit  of  the  stomach,  and  moderate  fever  prevailed. 
He  (, vomit  was  first  given  and  afterw'ards  mild  sudorific?, 
jfil,  f no  perspiration  took  place  by  encreased  heat,  mild 
ntiphlogistics  were  found  necefsary.  Irritants  were  ever 
iBcious  at  this  periqd.  Not  before  the  fever  and  strength 
fcreased.  Opium,  Aether,  Ammonia,  Camphor,  Serpentaria» 


alerian , wine'  and  brandy  diluted  with  water  were  lu- 
xated. Bark  dared  not  be  given  till  the  fever  plainly 
sswmed  a remitting  typus,  and  the  buboes,  and  cai’buii- 
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cles  were  completely  formed.  An  pxbladder  half  filldd 
with  water,  was  applied  to  buboes  just  coming  fort’tj 
and  when  they  rose,  cataplasm  till  the  broke.  TJie  caij 
buncles  were  fomented  with  antiseptic  herbs , and 
nights  drefsed  with  a digestive  ointment , till  the  edgcj 
began  to  suppurate,  when  tlie  separation  of  the  sphace 
ous  parts  was  forwarded  by  poidtices.  Oily  embrocat 
ons  having  been  of  little  service  in  Podoha , were  ni 
used.  ;

The  committ6  sent  from  St.  Petersborough  , did  ni 
stop  in  one  particular  place,  but  went  whereever  t* 
most  imminent  danger  demanded  their  presence.  Til 
Governement’s  councellor  -gave  orders  to  tlie  " civil  a:l 
military  officers  and  took  care  of  provision  clothing  di 
To  these  the  inspectors  who  had  the  command  over  lip 
, places  , were  subordinate,,  and  revised  the  repoi-ts  fr. 
the  Magistrates  and  Landholders,  Larger  and  more  ji 
pxilous  places  were  divided  in  districts , each  of  thij 
having  a president,  whq  was  to  send. its  report  to  If 
Inspector.  A physician^  and  two  lieadsurgeons  were  ao] 
,ed  to  the  Governments  T council , who  were  diijpersed 
, the  infected  places,  and  afsisted  tlie  inspectors  in  send 
in  their  reports.  Tire  inspector  anth  his  surgeon^  w>: 
not  allowed  to  leave  the  place,  till  every  vestige  of 
plague  had  vanished.

The  places  infected,  were  sonrroundcd  by  a dovi 
line  of  troops  , tlie  interior  consisting  of  peasants  fij 
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the  neilibouring  countries  , the  exterior  of  soldiers.  The 
sentries  did  not  suffer  any  body  to  pafs  , neither  were 
tliey  permitted  themselves,  to  converse  witl^the  inhabitants. 

Tire  inhabitants  were  forbid  either  to  visit  each  other 
nor  to  leave  their  habitations , but  received  their  sus- 
tenance from  the  president,  who  took  care  of  the  clean- 
linefs  of  fhe  house,  and  held  a daily  review  of  the  iii- 
hcjbhants  according  to  a report  wu-itten  daily  on  the 
street  - door.  If  a sick  person  was  found  in  tliem , the 
inspector  and  his  surgeon  had  the  house  surrounded,  those 
who  had  conversed  with  the  family  locked  up , but 
the  sick  and  suspected  sent  to  the  hospital  and  quaran- 
tine, under  the  military  escort  of  those  that  had  followed 
tliither  the  conveyance  of  provisions.  If  the  house  was 
in  good  order  and  inhabitable,  suspected  persons  were  v 
ordered  to  empty  it,  clean  and  whitewasli  it,  and  to  fumigate 
it  with  salpeter  and  sulphur  5 doors  and  windows  were 
taken  out  ahd  a hedge  made  around  it.  Clothes , linen 
and  trifles  w^ere  biunt,  and  the  farniture  washed  with  a 
strong  caustic  ley.  If  the  house  was  in  a state  of  de- 
cay, it  was  burnt  with  all  it  contained.  If  three  weeks 
after  the  discharge  of  a patient,  no.  trace  of  the, plague 
had  shown  itself,  the  inhabitants  w^ere  ordered  to  bathe, 

and  in  the  fourth  week  the  place  was  declared  healthy, 
s . 

A peculiar  place  surrounded  by  a double  'line  of  \ 
troops,  was  destined  for  the  plague  - hospital  ,aiid  the 
quatantiiie  - house.  1 

Tlie  plague  - hospital  had  walls  of  twigs  interwoven 
with  straw,  and  coverd  with  clay  during  the  winter,  and 
was  provided  with  openings  on  the  sides,  to  admit  air  and 


light,  A separate  partition  was  made  for  such  patients 
9S  needed  surgical  aid.  At  some  distance  were  tlie  hit- 
chen  and  the  habitations  for  the  surgeons  and  nurses. 
At  a still  greater  distance  were  those  for  the  gravediggers 
^nd  waggoners,  with  the  stables  and  sheds.  Tlie  whole 
was  encompafsed  by  a high  hedge,  wlijch  had  but  a 
single  outlet  guarded  by  a sentry. 

On  both  sides  beyond  this  circuit,  were  the  quaran- 
tine-houses , which  Were  much  larger  than  the  plague- 
houses  , but  of  the  same  construction,  and  also  encom- 
pafsed  by  a high  hedge.  These  were,  destined  for  the 
suspected,  viz,  all  such  as  were  suspected  of  having  con- 
versed with  the  sick  , and  here  they  remained  for  three 
weeks.  If  any  one  of  them  was  taken  ill  during  this 
time,  the  quarantine  was  prolonged  for  three  weeks  from 
that  d9,y.  On  being  discharged  their  heads  were  shaved, 
in  order  still  to  put  every  one  on  his  guard  against  con- 
versing with  them,  tliey  were  washed,  provided  with  new 
linen  and  clothes  , the  old  ones  being  burnt , and  then 
they  were  sent  home  under  escort.  In  the  same  manner^ 
the  cured  were  dealt  with. 

The  author  now  proceeds  to  give  some  very  instruc- 
tive reqiarks  on  the  nature  of  the  pestilential  poison. 
He  hints  at  its  anology  with  sulphurated  hydrogen  gas. 
1)  ' It  is  gazeous  like  that , for  it  spreads  through  the 
nearest  circmmambieut  atmosphere  of  the  patient;  2)  Like 
that  it  ppfsefses  a greater  specific  gravity  than  the  at- 
mospheric air , far  it  adheres  to  solid  bodies  , and  does 
not  spread  far  through  the  air.  3)  Sulphurated  hydi-o- 
gen  gas  is  evolved  in  the  intestinal  canal  after;  the  ns« 


of  vegetables , like  in  niarslies  from  putrifying  plants ; 
but  the  plague  rages  most  among  the  pectple  of  the  lower 
order,  that  subsists  entirely  upon  vegetables,  as  in 
Turkey.  4)  Sulphura  bed  hydi’ogen  gas  has  great  ad- 
hesive affinity  to  metals  j,  the  pestilential  poison  likewise, 
and  it  sticks  to  them  a long  time  withoTit  losing  its 
power.  Plate'  belonging  to  some  body  that  died  of  the 
plague,  had  been  kept  locked  up  in  a chest;  a long  time 
after,,  two  soldiers  stole  some  of  it,  and  both  chught  the 
infection.  In  the  year  1786  the  plai^ue  raging  at  Oczakow, 
a corps  with  carbuncles  was  found  at  Boeta  in  January, 
and  hurried.  Three  years  and  nine  months  after  this,  a 
peasant  dug  it  up  and,  carried  home  the  money  bag  found 
about  i^him.  It  instantly  became  known  and  the  house 
was  beset , but  the  man  and  his  wife,  who  carried  the 
money  about  them,  died  both  of  the  plague.  5)  Vinegar 
is  of  little  or  no  service  a^  preventati^'e  against  this  dis- 
temper. A captain  who.  daily  washed  his  whole  body 
with  aromatic  vinegar,  and  always  carried  the  aeetum  Eh- 
renreiclm  about  him  to  smell  at  it,  and  to  wash  himself 
with  it,  died  of  the  plague.  But  whille- washing  of  the  rooms, 
and  sprinkling  the  floor  with  caustic  lixivium  is  very  service- 
able, Lixivium  and  lime  neutralizing  the  hydro thion  acid.  H o- 
w a r d being  at  Cherson  drew  the  attention,  to  the  efficacy  of 
whitewashing  with  lime.  The  tanniers  diu’iug  the  plague  at 
Kiewremainedfree  thoiigh  they  lived  in themost  insahibrious 
partofthetown  ; they  use  a deal  of  lime  to  their  business.  Lixi-» 
vium  used  as  awash  after  laying  hold  of  any  thing  suspicious, 
seemes  to  be  the  best  preservative,  The  autljor  thus  is 
of  opinion  that  the  pestilential  poison  is  a combination 
of  hych-ogen  gas  with  animal  matter. 
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IV.  Partus  singularls  siiperfoekitinem  mentiens^  by 
G.  W.  Richter.  A praemipera  that  had  done  laborious » 
Work  during  her  pre'gnaiicy,  was  brought  to  bed  of  ai 
mature  healthy  and  strong  boy.  The  placenta  foUowedl 
spontaneously  in  a quarter  of  auho'ur  after,  and  with  it  was> 
fbund  a male  embryo  five  inches  long^.  which  thougli  dead! 
was  not  jiutrilied’j  both  the  placentae  adhered  togetherc 
as  is  the  ease  in  twizis  ; injections  made  in  one  off 
. them,  did  not  penetrate  the  other;  botli  foetus  had  ai 
common  cliorion,  each  had  a separate  amnion,  but  wliicJu 
was  much  smaller  in  the  lefser  one.  It  is  nroved , tliatt 
these  twins  had  been  sju’chronous  in  being  conceived, , 
but  that  the  one  had  died  about  the  5th  month,  whilst: 
tlie  other  reached  perfect  maturity. 


V;  Observatio  de  tithocek , by  P.  F.  Pfahler.  AI 
man  31  years  of  age,  whom  ylien  a boy  of  seven,  twoj 
calculi  li^ad  been  cut  out  of  the  scrotum,  again,  laboured! 
under  the  same  complaint  in  "the  anterior  left  part  *off 
' the  scrotum,  causing  violent  pain,  dysury  and  impotence.. 
The  author  cut  it  open  longitudinally,  and  removed  three? 
cah'uli  laying  qlose  to  the  testicle  , weighing  one  ounce* 
and  a half.  A quantity  of  fetid  urine  flowed  from  the? 
\votmd  and  with  it  eleven  stones  as  big  as  lentils  were* 
voided;  the  bag  being  cleansed  with  lint,  stUlznore  stony 
concretions  came  forth.  The  Parietes  of  the  scrotum  i 
were  much  thickened.  The  wound  however  did  not  heal,, 
the  urine  ,drippling  out  continually,  The  autlior  thus- 
introduced  a catheder,  through  the  urethra  into  tlie' 
urinary  bladder,  and  left  in  six  weeks , when  the  wound’ 
was  perfectly  cured,  und  tlic  patient  recovered,  who  was 
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still  quite  well  for  ten  years  after.  — This  was  a dif. 
verticulum  vesicae  which  arises,  when  its  muscular  coat 
relaxes,  or  is  spasmodially  contracted,  and  the  urine  dis- 
tends the  mucous  membrane  in  one  particular  place.  This 
divertiele  at  the  time , when  the  continuation  of  the 
paeritoneum  still  formed  an  open  canal  into  the  tunica 
vaginalis  testiam  propria,  had  descended  with  it,  aid  hus 
come  in  so  immediate  a contact  with  the  testicle,  as  to 
form  a hernia  inguinalis  cystica.  The  urine  stagnating  ' 
in  the  divertiele  produced  calculi ; ihe  divertiele  seems  to 
have  entirely  disappeared  by  suppuration’  after  the. 
operation. 


Vh  Cl  J. , Habereein  on  the  Kuwifs.  To  prepare 
this  popular  remedy  the  nesefsary  ferment  is  first  pro- 
cured, by  taking  two  cups  full  of  wheaten -dough,  two 
spoonsfull  of  millet,  otie  spooiifull  of  honey,  and  one  of 
good  beeryeast,  mixing  it  with  milk  into  a mafs  not  too 
thin  and  then  putting  it  by  ^ in  a covered  vefsel  to 
ferment,  in  a warm  place,  This  fermented  mafs  being  ^ 
put  in  a linen  bag , is  hung  in  a churn , in  which 
1 6 h)  of  mares  milk  are  poured ; the  churn  is  now  clos- 
ed with  a cork  lid,  and  left  in  the  warmth  till  the  fluid 
has  afsumed  a vinous  pleasant  acidulous  ta|te  , which 
commonly  is  the  case  in  16  or  24  hours.  The  fat  and 
caseous  parts  are  then  removed  as  they  are  apt  to  cause 
flatulency  and  diarrhoea;  this  being  done  the  liquid  is 
strained , shaken  about  in  the  churn  for  an  hour  and 
then  drawn  off  in  bottles,  which  well  corked  are  to  be  kept 
in  a <^ool  place.  — 12  to  16  pound  of  this  milk  are  used 
daily;  for  which  purpose  2 healthy  mares  are  to  bt>  kept; 
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which  with  their  foals,  in  whose  mouth  a wooden  .bit  is 
put  till  after  milking,  are  sent  day  and  night  to  a good 
high  pastime  ground.  In  this  manner  the  best  milk  is 
obtained  in  May , June  and  July.  During  the  winter 
the  milk  may  be  also  obtained,  tollerably  good,  by  means 
of  good  hay,  a little  oats  and  moderate  exercise. 

, ' 

This  pleasant  beverage  containing  gelatina , serum, 
sugar  of  milk  and  carbonic  acid  gas  , and'  being  of  easy 
digestion  , acnoi’ding  to  the  authors  experience  during  12 
years aftbi?ds  a most  eflicacious  remedy  in  all  kinds  of 
phthisis,  atrophy  and  debility;  in  internal  and  external 
exulcerations,  sci'ofulous,  scorbutic  and  psoriao  disorders. 

I 

It  is  taken  every  morning,  beginning,  soon  after  day- 
break fii’St  with  a teacupfull  every  half  hour,  afterwards 
a gobbletfnll , using  moderate  exercise  at  the. same  time; 
after  4 dose.s  the  patient  takes  broth  with  whitebread 
for  his  breakfast,  then  lies  down  for  an  hour,  and  begins 
again  to  drink  the  Kumifs  as  before,  tdl  about  2 hours 
before  his  dinner , which  is  to  be  light  and  simple  and 
consist  only  of  broth  with  carrots,  rice  and  roast.  Tliree 
hours  after,  he  again  drinks  the  Kumifs  as  in  the  morn- 
ing. The  patient  is  to  go  to  bed  betimes  rise  early. 

Besides  the  indicated  remedies, , such  as  visceral  glys- 
ters  , bathing,  caudles  bark  and  lichen  are  to  be  used. 
Does  the  Kumifs  relax  the  bowels , the  thinnest  part 
only  is  to  be  taken , in  which  a red  hot  iron  may  be 
previously  plunged;  does  it  produce  flatulency,  rnm , if 
acid,  or  of  lime,  water  may  be  added  , and  only 
animal  food  taken,  15  to  30  drops  of  a mixture  of  one 
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pa)?t  of  Tiuot.  rrtent,  piperit.  and  4 of  I'inot.  antiifloil.  ' 
' acris  may  also  be  add^d  to  each  dose,  vpliich  is  particu- 
larly usefull  for  the  gouty,  lusty  and  plethoric,  as  it  des-* 
troys  the  acid  j difsolves  the  phlegm  and  promotes  the 
urinary  excretion.  If  carbonic  acid  gas  is  to  be  evolved, 
a small  portion  of  some  alcali  may  be  taken  before  it, 
does  the  carbonic  acid  prove  injurious , the  Kumifs  may 
be  boiled  first,  or  mixed  with  lime-waten  *) 


VII.  Description  of  the  Haemitritaiis^  by  J.  M.  Mm- 
i>Ei\ER.  It  rages  Sporadically  every  suhimer  in  Greece, 

The  authot  sirtce  deceased  has  used  this  remedy  hinl- 
self  with  the  greatest  benefit , that  could  be  derived 
from  any  medeciue , in  a pulmonary  consumption  / 
where  organic  destruction  had  already  begun.  Born 
in  1746  at  Rdtliu  near  Leipzig , he  went  to  Rufsia 
where  he  obtained  a situation  in  tJie  medical  de- 
partment of  tJie  army,  in  177il  in  Woldavia  he  was 
seized  with  the  raging  fever,  and  in  consequence  of 
it,  and  the.  fatigues  he  had  endured,  he  suffered  much 
. of  hypochondriasis  alid  haemorrhoides , Oongestions 
to  the  praec.ordia  and  haemopto^.  He  thus  resignedi 
and  settled  as  private  practitioner  at  Orel  and  after- 
wards at  MoskwH.  In  1792  his  disorder  had  fully 
attained  the  character  of  a puLnonary  consumption. 

He  had  'a  troublesome  cough  with  a purulent  and 
bloody  expectoration,  hectic  fever,  colliquative  sweats, 
want  of  sleep  and  appetite.  At  this  period  a phy* 
sician,  who  in  a similar  situation  had  deri\''ed  bene- 
fit from  the  Kimiifs , advised  him  to  try  it  likewise. 

He  did  so,  and  recovered;  so  that  afterwards  he 
took  care  to  invigorate  himself  every  spring  by  its 
use,  till  in  lib05,  when  he  died  of  a pulmonary  ha«-* 
niorrhage,  brought  on  by  mental  agitations.  ' 

if  Edit. 
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Hungaria,  Vallacliia,  Moldavia,  Befsarabia,  Crimea  and  a- 
long  tlie  Caucasus  as  far  as  Oreiibiu’g,  and  in  dry  and  hot 
summers  epidemical-  The  author  being  physician  in  the 
army,  observed  two  Epidemics  in  Moldavia,  aud  once  was 
seized  with  it  himself.  * - ' 

Without  any  warning  the  patient  is  tak^n  suddenly 
with  frost,  whilst  inwardly  he  feels  a burning  heat.  A 
sensation  as  if  all  his  lunbs  were  bi’oken,  a burning  pain 
in  the  pit  of  the  stomach , restlefsnefs  , anxiety,  bilious 
vomiting  without  relief,  and  thirst  that  is  not  to  be 
quenched , are  the  principal  symptoms.  To  these  come 
pain  and  stitching  in  the  hypochondriae,  byeast  and  loins, 
spasmodic  contractions  of  the  abdomen,  bilious  fetid  mo- 
^ tions  , scanty  uyine  of  a darkned  colfe  brown,  or  even 
black  colour,  and  opprelsed  respiration;  The  skin  is 
parched  and  rough  in  the  commencemejit , and  a great, 
perspiration  yet  without  relief  takes  place,  whilst  vomit- 
ing, Slefeplefsnefs  , headache , delirium  with  congestions 
to  the  eyes  , and  a furious  look  apjiear.  The 
pulse  is  variable  aud  the  tongue  clean : this  paroxysm 
lasts  from  the  afternoon  till  midnight , when  anxiety, 
heat  and  vomiting  cease,  b'ut  the  pulse  remains  feverish. 

Early  the  following  morning  the  second  paroxysm 
takes  place,  the  symptoms  are  the  same  as  before,  only 
""that  they  are  .more  violent,  and  without  any  frost,  which 
never  returns  in  any  of  the  succeeding  paroxysms.  About 
/ noon  the  remifsion  takes  place.  , 

* 

On  the  third  day  in  the  .afternoon,  the  same  parox- 
ysm as  on  the  day  before  yesterday,  gradually  appears^ 


again,  yet  lefs  violent,  though  lasting  longer.  On  the  foxirtli 
day  in  tlie  morning  a.  more  violent  but  shorter  one  takes 
place,  and  this  goes  on  in  the  same  manner,  the  tongue 
gf-tting  furred  by  degrees  till  the  6th  day,  when  the 
symptoms  encrease , and  a crisis  by  frequent  vomiting, 
fetid  bilious  motions,  and  a discharge  of  a copious  red 
urine,  takes  place;  the  crisis  however  is  generally  but  im- 
perfect, and  the  disorder  either  pafses  over  into  a very 
obstinate  tertiana,  accompanied  by'  all  kinds  of  spasmod- 
ic affections > swelling  of  tlie  parotides  &c.  or  in  dysentery 
or  into  a continued  fev^er,  during  which  the  skin  aPsumes 
a dark  yellow  tint  the  bowels  are  costive  and  the  abdomen 
swelled,  and  the  primary  symptoms  encreased,  till  on  the 
14th  or  at  farthest  the  20th  day  of  the  disorder  , the 
patient  expires.  — The  disorder  is  not  contagious-.  ' 

On  difsecting  the  body,  the  abdominal  viscei^  and 
the  intestinal  fluid,  the  bile,  liquor  pericardii,  the  lungs 
^id'  the  fluid  in  ^lie  cerebral  cawties  are  found  of  a dirty 
green  colour,  tlie  vefsels  of  the  stomach,  intestinal  canal, 
lungs  and*  brain  are  distended  and  strutting , the  liver 
and  spleen  have  a dark  colour  and  are  swelled.  The 
vesicula  fellea  strutting  with  tough  bile , the  heart  en- 
larged and  the  corpse  soon  pu trifles. 

Thfe  predisposing  causes  the  author  supposes  to 
be  sultry  heat  [and  marshy  air,  which  hinder  respiration 
and  prevent  oxydation,  want  of  good  fresh  ^vater , and 
catching  cold  at  nights  by  sleeping  upon  tlie  damp  ground. 

Immoderate  use  of  fruits,  particularly  of  melons,  and 
other  dietetical  faults  were  the  occasional  causes. 


Tlie  priinaryy  cause  the  author  thinks  to  be  a spasm- 
odical state  of  the  system  of  the  vena  portarum , by 
which  the  bile  is  secreted  in.  an  abnormous  quantity  and 
of  an  abnormous  qualityi 

1)  Tlie  bclious  fever  is  distinguished  from  the  lienutrita- 
ous,  by  previous  indisposition,  by  tlie  tongue  being 
unclean  from  the  first  beginning , by  the  yellow^ 
colour  of  the  eyes  j and  by  the  regularity  of  the 
I alternate  exacerbations  and  intermifsions  ; , ' 

fi)  Gioiera  difFers  from  it,  by  the  spasin  in  the  oalves  of 
the  legs,  and  by  the  milder  feveri 

' 3)  tlie  tertiana  duplex,  by  frost  in  the  begiiming  of  each 
paroxysm,  followed  by  heat  and  critical  sweat , by 
the  similarity  of  the  paroxysms  and  by  the  plain  apyrexy* 

^'iie  liemitritaeus  forms  a peculiar  genus  of  fever, 
betw'een  the  cohtinua  and  the  intermittent. 

* It  is  dangerous,  particularly  for  aged  and  w'eak  peo- 
ple, as  also  for  foreigners.  There  remained  hopes,  if  the 
continua  it  had  formed,  did  not  afsume  a malignant  character 
before  the  ,9tli  or  I4th  day,  but  if  nervous  symptoms 
supervened  the  patient  was  certain  to  die,  between  the  ' 
14th  and  SJOth  day. 

In  ordet  td  mitigate  the  effects  of  the  abnormous 
products  of  secretion  ■,  the  author  gave  mucilaginous  me- 
decines  and  drink,  cooling  laxatives  were  applied,  diu-ingx 
\tlie  remifsions  with  emollient  glysters,  as  also  embroca* 
tions  and  fomentations  to  the  abdomen , and  Spirit. 
Mindereri  to  promote  perspirations.  Fomentations  were 
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applied  against  thirst  and  heat.  , Against  congestion  to- 
wards the  head  and  dilirinm,  Leeches  and  blisters  were 
applied  in  the  nape  of  tlie  neck,  and  at  the  extrejneties, 
and  cold  affusions  to  the  head.  Vomits  were  of  no  service 
till  between  the  7th  and  1 3th  day , when  the  bile 
. was  more  tnrges  cent,  and  the  tongue  covered  with  a fur.

IiTitants,  such  as  Musk,  Camphor, ^Serpent aria  and  Bark 
are  not  to  be  given  till  after  the  seyenth  day , when  the 
nervous  symptoms  used  to  make  their  appearance.  ' 

The  tertiana  that  followed  itj  used  to  be  very  ob- 
stinate., and  was  easiest  cmed  by  fresh  animal  gelatina, 
of  which  ji]  w^ere  taken  every  5d  hour,  with  water  and 
j spices,  interposing  sometimes  bitter  extracts.  Blister  bet- 
! ween  the  shoulders  and  on  the  thighs,  were  very 
serviceable.

In  dysentry,  mucilages  with  mild  laxatives  were  given,  ^ 
. and  afterwards  the  niix  vomica , and  opium,  when  the 
skin  was  perspirable,

Among  the  many  disorders , to  which  the  soldier  is; 
exposed  , in  consequence,  of  a number  of  external  inHu— 
enees,  that  act  upon  him : the  disorder  which  forms  the^ 
subject  of  the  work  before  us,  has  particularly  signalisedi 
itself,  by  frequency  and  fatality.  This  ophthalmy  appears- 
10  have  had  a similar  fate  with  the  nosocomial  fever,  iui 
being  mistaken  by  the  practitioners  that  treated  it,  and! 
in  being  considered  only  in  one  point  of  view , whiclii 
naturally  produced  a great  dill’erence  of  opinions,  and  points 
of  ( view , respecting  its  natm’e  and  treatment.  instead 
of  collecting  the  whole  of  the  pans al  mcmenta  and  morbid.; 
phenomena  of  the  disorder  under  one  point  of  view,  onei 
particnl  ir  stage  or  symptom  of  the  disorder , has  been 
selected,  to  xrbime  the  disorder  after  it , and  to  treat  it 


in  conformity  witli  tliat  name.  But  the  ophthalmy  iu 
question,  is  not  a disorder  of  some  individual  organic 
part  of  tlie  eye , not  an  inflammation  seated  in  the  ron- 
jnctiv'a,  the  orbital  glands  or  anywhere  else  in  particular,  but 
it  affects  also  the  other  structures  of  the  eye,  more  or  lefs, 
idiopathically  or  symptomatically.  It  doe^  not  depend 
only,  on  an  encreased  secretion  of  mucus  from  the  eye? 
nor  does  it  on  the  contrary  depend  on  too  great  a sicci- 
ty,  but  in  proportion  to  the  different  stages,  it  is  now 
xerophtlialmy,  and  now  again  ophthahiio-blenorrhoea. 


! The  ophthalmy  in  question  is  thus  of  a mixed  na- 

' tiure,  a complicated  disorder  of  the  organ  of  vision,  an 
> evil,  which  under  those  circumstances,  in  which  the  sold- 
ier finds  himself  in  the  field , must  not  only  become  of 
j great  consequence,  but  also  epidemical.  It  spares  under 
j sertain  circumstances,  neither  age  nor  constitution  , nei- 
' tfier  is  it  confined  to  any  particular  season  or  country.

■ It  commences  in  two  different  manners. 

j' 

I 1)  It  either  arises  gradually  after  some  influences  upon 

I the  conjunctiva , the  eyelids  and  their  glands  , without 

j afsuming  directly  the  form  of  a catarrh , which  does  not 

appear  till  afterwards,  though  it  is  always  sure, to  corae  j or 

2)  the  conjunctiva  of  the  eyelids  as  well  as  of  the 
pupil, is  originally  affected  by  the  catarrhous  inflammation. 
The  ophthalmy  may  thus  have,  either  an  acute  or  clrro- 
nical  origin,  though  the  first  is  the  most  common.  The  inte- 
rior surface  of  the  eyelids,  and  the  edges  of  the  lashes, 
afsume  a dark  red  colour.  There  is  indeed  no  prpper  pain 
in  the  beginning,  but  a burning  and  prickling  sensation 
takes  place;  thus  the  disorder  remains  stationary  for  days 
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anrl  weeks , taking  deeper  root.  Sooner  or  later,  tlie 
patient  on  moving  the  eyelids  feels,  a sensation  of  a 
disagreeable  drynefs,  friction  and  peculiar  wai’JUth,  a slight 
burning  and  itching  of  the  margins  and  angles,  and  a sense 
of  ease  on  closing  tliem , particularly  m a clear  light. 
These  symptoms  increase  daily  during  the  prevalence 
of  the  disadvantageous  influences  in  the  field,  the  palpeb- 
ral glands  are'  seen  like  little  thick  dark  red  cords  , and 
shine  through  the  inflamed  and  red  conjunctiva  covering 
them , so  as  to  make  the  internal  surface  of  the  eyelids 
appear,  streaked  of  a bright » or  dark  red  colour.  The  se- 
cretion of  the  glands  is  diminished , the  secreted  matter 
is  thick , glutinous  and  easily  hardens  in  yellow  crums. 
The  'lacrymal  secretion  suffers  no  alteration  during  this, 
period.  The  eye  now  becomes  more  sensible  to  the  clear, 
particularly  the  reflecting  light.. 

This  is  as  it  were  the  introductory  stage  to  that,  of 
general  suffering,  and  its  duration  depends,  from  the  con- 
stitution of  the  patient , and  the  intensity  of  tlie  no- 
xious influences.  Sooner  or  later  however,  the  whole  tribe 
of  disadv  antages  aidsing  from  living  in  a caJiip  , put  a 
period  to  these  trifling  sufferings,  producing  in  combina- 
tion with  tliem,  and  a catarrh  of  the  eyes  and  the  whole 
frame,  one  of  n^uch  greater  consequence. 

If  on  the  contrary  the  ophthalmy  begins  in  the 
manner  described  under  the  second  head,  thexerophthalmic 
' stage  generally  does  not  take  place  at  all.  This  how- 
ever. is  not  always  the  case,  the  eyes  being  sometimes  dry 
in  very  violent  inflammations,  and  sometimes  on  the  con- 
trary, in  but^ trifling  inflammations,  an  tticreased  glutinous, 
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serous  or  'vvatery^-secretion  preceeds  , or  appears  alter- 
nately with  tlie  xeroplitlialmic  state.  With  livo  commeiice- 
ment  of  the  catarrlious  stage,  the  usual  s,ym‘)toins  of 
catarrh  take  place  in  the  organs  of  smell  and  tiste.  The 
eyes  for  the  most  part  dry  before,  now  appear  led,  the 
vefsels  of  the  pupillar  conjunctiva  filled  with  blood, 
appear  swelled  and  in  lumps.  'Ihe  atmospheric?  air, 
particularly  a current  of  air  pafsing  by,  creates  a violent 
cutting-  and  prickling  pain  in  tire  inflamed  parts , and 
produces  a secretion  of  tears,  so  acrid  as  to  corrode  the 
vicine  parts 5 similar  sensibility  takes  place  against  light; 
the  pain  and  burnii  ,\g  encrease  daily  and  are  accompanied  with 
a sensation  as  if  an  heterogeneous  body_  existed  between 
the  eyelid  and  the  ball,  proceeding  from  the  prefsure 
of  the  swelled  vefsels  of  the  conjucntiva. 

To  the  morbid  phenomena , which  in  this  stage  in- 
dicate a general  suffering  of  the  organism  belong,  horrbr 
and  frequent  shivenings,  alternating ‘ with  transient  heat 
a parched  skin , headache , particularly  in  the  forehead, 
slight  inflammatory  fever , and  in  most  cases  also  an  a^ 
fection  of*  the  digestive  organs. 

If  at  tjiis  time  proper  medical  afsistauce  is  not  pro- 
cured , and  the  noxious  relations  of  the  patient  re- 
main the  same , the  disorder  encreases  from  day  to 
day.  Tlie  eyelids  become  more  violently  inflamed,  the 
swelling  runs  very  high,  and  gets  tight  and  painfull  to  the 
touch.  The  eyelids  get  violently  contracted  by  spasm, 
so  as  to  be  with  difficulty  opened  with  the  fingers,  which 
violently  encreases  the  pain  , and  produces  a great  dis- 
charge of  tears.  To  the  acme  of  the- iuflammation  tho 
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«olour  of  the  swelling  is  generally  of  a bright  red,  shin- 
ing , erysipe7!.tous  , and  the  lashes  and  margins  tiurned 
inwards.  Vhe  drynefs  of  the  eyes  decreases  about  the 
3d  or  4th  day,  when  a whitish  yellow  matter,  thin  at 
first,  bnf  afterwards  tliicher  and  more  yellow  like  pus,  is  se-, 
creted,  aceiimulatin"  sometimes  in  large  quantities,  while 
the  eye  is  closed.  The  conjunctiva  bulbi  appears  quite 
red  like  a piece  of  raw  flesh,  .becomes  gradually  loose, 
lying  like  a pudding  around  the  cornea,  which  at  last 
also  gets  dull.  The  disorder  exacerbates  and  the  pain 
encreases  towards  night,  becoming  insupportable  to- 
wards midnight,  and  making  the  patient  restlefs  and  sleep- 
lefs.  The  fever  is  in  proportion  t6,  the  degree  of  thsi 
local  aft'ection. 

The  duration  of  tliis  catari’hal  inflammatory  stage,  is 
uncertain;  in  sti-ong  and  plethoric  individuals  it  may  run  ^ 
through  V the  higher  degrees , even  to  the  phlegraone 
oculi,  in  4 or  5 days.  More  generally  it  reaches  its  aenie 
by  degrees  in  8,  15  or  more  days,  without  attaining  how- 
ev'er  the  higliest  degree. 

Generally  this  ■ inflammation  takes  a rapid  course 
through  the  catarrhous  change  of  form,  and  has  always 
an  inflammatory  character,  till  it  reaches  its  acme ; has  it 
attained  a very  high,  or  perhaps  the  highest  degree,  which 
is  always  the  case,  if  either  medical  afsistance  is  entirely 
wanted,  or  if  an  improper  treatment  has  been  pur- 
sued ; then  other,  or  even  all  the  structure.?  of  the  eye 
become  soon  affected , and  all  those  various  metamor- 
phoses^ may  take  place , which  occasionally  arise  from 
any  other  ophthalmy , that  has  arrived  at  its  acme.  In 
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^consequ«nce  of  the  conjxuictiva  of  the  eyelids  being  loose' 
ned  by  tlie  inflammation , tension  and  swelling , tJie 
lower  eyehds  are  frequently  inverted  outwards,  hanging 
down  upon  the  cheeks  , like  pieces  of  raw  flesh,  atid 
not  nnfrequentiy,  fungous  excrefsences  arise  in  that  part, 
now  forming  the  external  surface.  The  eyelashes 
hang  over  tlie  eyes,  like  bags,  or  tliick  blisters  filled  with 
blood,  being  now  entropic,  now  ectropic.  The  tarsi  oculi 
are  inflamed,  swelled,  and  very  painfull.  The  inflamed 
thick  and  loose  earuneula  Jacrymalis,  only  differs  in  lo- 

I 

cality  from  the  simflarly  eiroumstanced  conjunctiva  bulbi, 
which  like  a piece  of  flesh,  projects  from  between  tlie 
ectropic  eyelids.  The  conjunctiva  eorneae  is  also  dimmed> 
swelled,  or  separated  from  the  cornea,  by  extravasated 
bloody  lymphe  and  pus,  producing  thus  obscurations  and 
desorganizations  of  the  cornea  and  the  whole  eye,  which 
in  part  or  wholly  destroy  the  patient’s  vision. 

« 

If  on  the  contrary  the  disorder- is  properly  distiu' 
guished  and  treated  at  the  commencement  of  the  inflam- 
matory oatairhous  stage,  (for  sooner  the  patient,  does  but 
seldom  apply  for  af'sistance)  it  for  the  most  part  takes  a 
favourable  turn , if  the  circunistances  ^re  the  least 
favourable.  But  this  depends  chiefly  on  the  simplicity 
of  the  general  catarrhous  state  of  the  body,  or  whether  it 
becomplieated  with  a rheumatic,  arthritic,  scorbutic  dia- 
thesis , or  a scabious,  herpetic,  scrofulous  or  syphillitic 
dyscrasy.  These  complications  protract  its  diuation, 
render  it  more  obstinate,  though  not  more  malignant,  and 
even  then,  those  unfortunate  ifsues  do  but  seldom  take 
place,  if  the  disorder  lias  been  properly  distiugiushed  and 
treated. 
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By  a rational  treatment,  the  sjanptoms  abate  gradu- 
ally towards  the  10th  o|  l5th  day  of  the  inllanunatory 
catarrhous  stage , the  inflammation,  and  loosening  of  the 
conjanctwa  decrease,  the  discharge  gets  thicher,  more 
refsembling  healthy  pAs  , and  decreases  in  quantity , and 
the  ^norjiious  sensibility  against  the  liglit*  goes  off,  though 
but  slowly.  At  the  same  time  an  abatement  of  tlie  some- 
times but  trifling  symptoms  of  the  general  catarrh,  and 
\ the  frequently  more  consequential  gastric  symptoms  take 
■ place  , the  function  of  the  shin  and  intestinal  canal  re- 
tiu’ii  to  their  normal  state. 

If  during  the  inflammatory  cafarrhoiis  stage  tlie  in- 
flammation had  a sthetiio  character  till  it  reached  its 
acme , it  is  now  changed  to  the  erethic  state  5 tlie  in- 
flammation now  becomes  asthenic,  and  is  combined  with 
morbidly  exalted  irritability , wliich  may  be  known  to  be 
the  case , by  the  remifsion  of  the  progrejs  and  encrease 
of  the  inflammation,  and  bj^  the  pain  continuing  and 
exacertabing  towards  night.  This  state  takes  place  in 
particular  when  the  inflammation  has  reached  a high 
degree  of  chemosis,  or  perhaps  has  become  ophthalmitis. 
Under  these  circumstances  it  may  afsume  a very  chronical 
course  and  a typhous  character.  The  inflamed  organs 
are  here  dark , of  a brownish  red;  the  secretion  is  not 
gi-eat,  but  the  secreted  matter  ichorous,  dirty,  acrid  and 
corrosive,  t The  pain  is  dull  prefsing  and  deep-seated,  in 
which  case  desorganizations  have  generally  taken  place 
already,  in  one  or  morC  organic  parts  of  the  eye. 

The  origin  of  this  ophthalmy  does  by  no  means 
depend  on^  the  existence  of  one  particular  noxious

influence  or  its  effeetsupon  tlieeyes,  but  rather  on  the  con- 
currence of  all  circumstances,  and  peculiar  relations  which 
occur  in  war , particularly  in  the  manner  as  it  was  car- 
ried on  in  modern  times.  The  principal  of  these  perni- 
cious accidents  acting  upon  the  eyes  of  the  soldier , are 
the  following  j Dust  of  several  kinds  of  dry  earth,  which 
sometimes,  like  limedust,  acts  more  cliemically,  at  others 
like  sand,  more  mechanically  5 The  smoke  of  the  fires  in  the 
camp , and  of  powder  in  the  battle further  the  reflec- 
tion of  the  sunbeams,  on ■ dry  sandy  plains,  the  change 
effected  by  suddenly  looking  from  the  bright  flames  of  a 
watchfire  into  darknefs  and  night,  the  dazzling  producfd 
by  distant  caiiipfircs,  the  heat  produced  by  these  fire  , and 
the  consequent  sudden  change  of  Temperature,  straining 
of  the  eyes  to  distinguish  objects  in  the  dark,  and  wiping 
"the  eyes  frequently  witli  dirty  hands  or  woolen  clothes. 
The  frequent  and  sudden  change  of  temperature,  which 
llie  body  of  the  soldier  is  so  much  exposed  to , is  to  be 
considered , as  also  the  contamination  of  the  atmpspliere, 
by  transpiration  of  too  many  men  in  crowded  quarters, 
further  smoke  of  tobacco,  and  refrigeration  of  every  des- 
cription by  continual  encamping,  lying  on  rising  grounds, 
much  exposed  to  the  breezes  of  wind,  or  on  a low  and 
damp  ground,  frequently  even  without  any  thing  dry  under- 
neath , or  .without  sufficient  clothing,  getting  wet  fre- 
quently, and  enormous  fatigue.  Supprefsion  of  clironical 
exanthemes  may  certainly  have  also 'a  considerable  share 
in  the  origin  of  this  ophthalmy , particularly  what  re- 
gards its  duration,  yet  they  can  not  be  always  con^der- 
cd  as  the  primitive  cause.  Besides  these  causes  tliere 
are  still  more  remote  ones , which  though  tliey  do  not 
immediately  produce  this  ophtliahny,  yet  have  great  in- 
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f-lufence  upon  tliis  local -disorder.  To-tliese  belong  in 
particular  the  great  irregularities  in  diet,  whicli  are  in- 
separably connected  with  a campaign  , and  the  great  va- 
riety of  food , both  with  regard  to  quality  and  quantity, 
which  soon  produces  its  effects  upon  the  digestive  sys- 
tem, thougli  they  may  continue  a good  whJe  without 
producing  actual  illnefs.  When  however  an  other  mor- 
ifcid  procefs  comnrences  in  the  organism*,  tliis  also  sliews 
its  effects  more  powerfully. 

The  reason  of  this  ophthalmy  being  observed  more 
generally  in  modern  wars,  is  owing  to  the  circumstance, 
that  now  the  armies  consisted  chiefly  of  poople  little  or 
not  at  all  Used  to  bodily  fatigue,  and  the  influence  of 
the  weather , and  thus  were  Icfs  able  to  stand  tJie  fa- 
tigue of  a wari,  than  tlie  so  diers  in  the  former  wars. 
This  ophthalmy  has  thus  been  observed  most , among 
tioops  newly  organized,  particularly  among  tJiose  of  the 
militia,  consisting  chiefly  of  men  of  learn  mg,  artists,  m^'- 
chank  s andtradesmen,  mipiy  of  whom  having  ah-eady  pre^i- 
ouslybeenrendered  susceptible  of  external  noxious  influences 
Ly  various  causes,  weie  so  much  more  predisposed  to  diseases ; 
‘and  so'  tender  a structure  as  tlie  eye  must  of  course  be 
the  more  liable  to  inflammation. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  ophthalmy  must  na- 
turally befall  a great  riumber  of  people  at  the  same  time, 
and  thus  become  epidemical  , without  being  however 
cou?agiouSi 

Thus  the  genesis  of  the  ophthalmia  oatarrhalis  bel- 
lica  is  easely  demonstrated*  I'he  xerophthalmic  inflamma- 
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tory  state  of  tlie  palpebral  conjunctiva ) is  produced  by* 
tlie  infhience  of  dust,  smoke  and  other  impurities  , fol- 
lowed by  the  inflammatory  state  and  swellir^  of  the^ 
‘ glaudulae  Meibomianae^  tlie  inflammation  encreases  in 
consecfiience  of  the  continuance  of  the  above  mentioned 
noxious  affections.  Tiie  activity  of  the  internal  nervous 
ox-gans  of  the  eye , particularly  that  of  the  retina,  is  aho 
violently  affected  j by  thus  straining  and  fatiguing  the 
, eyes,  by  tlie  sudden  transition  from  a clear  perhaps  dazzl-^ 
ing  light  to  total  darknefs , a morbid  sensibility  of  the 
/ eye  is  produced  idiopatJiically , directly  at  the  first 
beginning,  and  encreases  aS  the  causes  continue,  besides 
being  sympathically  a symptom  that  already  existed  and  is  kept 
up  by  those  inflamiuatory  suffc  ruigs , that  exist  in  the  Qtlier 

• organic  parts  of  the  eye,  thus  rendering  the  general  dis- 
order complicated  and  of  consequence.  As  besides  all 
those  disadvantages  and  noxious  poteutiae,  which  produce 

j catarrhal  and  rheiunatic  affections,  act  upon  tlie  soldifr 

r 

t in  the  field 5 the  eye,  the  functions  of  wliich  are  already 
more  or  lefs  disturbed,  become  also  the  seat  of  the  ca- 
tarrh,  rendering  the  local  complaint  of  more  consequence, 
and  giving  its  course  a different  direction, 

V 

■ ' If  this  opthalmy  is  as  yet  of  recent  origin , either 

' in  the  fixst  or  tlxe  second  stage,  and  notwithstanding 
' its  peculiar  complication  is  purely  such,  and  the  degree 
of  inflammation  not  tpo  higli,  the  prognosis  will  always 
‘ be  favourable,  provided  the  general  morbid  state  beright- 
1 ly  xxnderstood,  and  a rational  trealinent  iiistituted.  But 
I if  the  inflammation  is  of  long  standing  and  has  already 
I become  clirouicab  has  been  reglected,  or  treated  inproperly, 

• has  it  .reached  a high  degree,  or  drawn  the  other  organic 
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parts  of  th^  eye  into  its  morbid  vortex  5 then  indeed  the 
danger  is  great,  and  the  prognosis  unfavourable,  the  eye 
for  the  (iiost  part  undergoing  an  abnormal  change  of 
structure  and  organization,  eitheb  in  part  or  the  whole 
of  it,  by  which  means'' vision  is  lost  either  for  some  time, 
or  for  ever. 

“ The  following  questions  must  be  held  in  Anew , in 
forming  the  plan  cure. 

Which  are  the  morbid  ^symptoms  to  be  remoA'’ed;  of 
what  causes  do  they  depend , and  which  are  the  sym- 
ptoms lhat  iiuiieate  them  ? — by  what  means  are  these  mor- 
bid 'conditions  to  be  remoA''ed*,  and  which  are  the  indi- 
cations to  be  formed  ? — and  lastly,  by  what  remedies  is 
this  best  effected  ? — 

\ • 

i In  the  antecedent  or  rather  introductory  period,  an 
asthenic  affection  of  the  palpebral  conjunctiva,  the  glan- 
dulao  Meibomionae,  and  the  neighbouring  cellulosa,  with 
diminished  secretion  of  the  affected  organs,  consequently 
a xerophthalmy  has  tahen  place.  By  the  subsequent 
catarrh , a catarrhons  inflammation  of  the  whole  con- 
junctiva, with  the  character  of  synocha  and  afterwards 
of  erethisnms  , soon  followed  by  a perverse  secretion, 
takes  place.  In  both  these  morbid  conditions , ' the  ac- 
tivity of  the  nervous  organic  parts , particularly  of  the 
retina  and  iris,  are  abnormously  exalted,  and  a sensibili- 
ty partly  idiopathical , partly  symptomatical , varying  in 
its  degrees,  exist.  ^ 

A morbid  condition  of  the  functions  of  the  gastric 
system  is  also  generally  combined  with  a general  catarrlio- 


febrile  state , and  the  disturbed  normality  of  the  functi' 
ons  of  the  cuticiJar  organs. 

r 

It  being  impofsible  in  the  field  to  remove  the  oc- 
casional .causes  of  this  ophtlialmy  , it  must  be  our  first 
indication ; 

'l)‘  To  withdraw  our  patient  from  the  noxious  in- 
fluence of  these  causes. 

2)  In  the  xerophlhalmic  stage  of  the  disorder,  the 
chronical  inflanmration  of  the  affected  structure  of  the  eye, 
is  to  be  lefsened  and  removed , and  its  morbid  functions 
are  to  be  rendered  normal. 

3)  In  the  inflammatory-  catarrhous  stage  the  mor- 
bidly exdJted  vitality  of  the  irritable  structures  of  the 

^ eye,  is  to  be  diminished  with  respect  to  the  duration  and 
. the  phenomena  of  the  catarrh,  ' , 

I 4)  The  morbidly  exalted  sensibitity  is  to  be  reduced 

T to  its  normal  state  , at  the  same  time  that  the  inflam- 

I ' mation  is  attended  to, 

5)  Regard  must  be  had  to  the  disturbed  functions 
of  the  cuticular  system  and  intestinal  canal,  the  catarrh- 
I al-  gastric  fever  is  thus  to  be  removed,  and  the  other 
^ general  afftctions  treated,’  according  to  their  form  and 
nature. 

The  first  stage  of  the  disorder  hardly  ever  comes  to 
be  treated  by  the  practitioner,  the  patient  thinking  too 
I little  of  it  5 neither  is  it  pofsible  in  the  field , to  send 
f the  soldier  to  the  hospital,  on  account  of  a disorder  ap- 
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parently 'trifling.  If  however  the  ophthalniy  has  attain- 
ed a considerable  degree,  it  becomes  indispensably  ne- 
cefsary,  to  guard  the  patient  against  tne  farther  influ- 
ence of  noxious  causes,  if  the  ill  consequences  mentioned 

above,  are  to  be  prevented, 

* * 

Our  first  care  ought  to  be,  to  bring  the  patient  in 
airy,  dry,  large  rooms,  tliat  are  not  too  light  nor  pauited 
with  dazzling  and  varigated  colours , the  windows  of 
which  are  to  be  hung  with  green  curtains  of  a thin  tex- 
tiue , so  as  to  transmit  a weak  but  uniform  light.  To 
purify  the  atmospliere,  the  windows  must  be  frequently 
opened,  and  kept  open  for  some  time,  guarding  the  pa-- 
tients  at  the  same  time  for  refrigeration.  Ai’tificia.1  fumi'. 
gations  cf  every  de  cription  are  improper  and  hurtfull.  The 
temperatme  in  the  rooms,  must  even  in  the  coldest  time 
of  the  year,  not  be  more  than  moderately  warm.  All  oc- 
cupations that  in  the  least  strain  the  eyes  ^ are  to  be 
^voided, 


The  second  indication  demands  the  application  of 
moist,  but  tepid  mucilaginous,  little  stimulating,  remedies, 
in  the  shape  of  fomentations  and  eyebaths ; and  in  con- 
sequence of  the  foiu-th  indication  mild  narcotics  are  to 
he  added  at  the  same  time.  The  herb  and  root  of  marsh- 
mallow, lierb  and  flowers  of  maUpvy , elderf lowers,  lin- 
seed, hempseeds,  and  quinseseeds,  are  generally  to  be 
applied  for  this  purpose,  chombined  with  cammomile  flowers, 
and  accordiixg  to  the  degree  of  sensibility  of  the  eye, 
with  the  herb  of  henbane,  hemlock  or  their  extracts, 
as  also  tincture,  or  wine  of  opium.  If  these  remedies 
ore  not  at  hand,  equal  parts  of  milk  and  soft  water  with 
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the  addition  of  a little  tiiicture  of  opium , or  riverwater 
with  Gum  arabic,  and  a little  of  the  yolk  of  an  egg^ 
thin  gruel,  decoction  of  barley , poppies  and  even  thin 
broth  witliout  fat  or  salt  , may  be  usefully  substituted* 

, A great  deal  depends  on  the  manner  in  which  these 
^ fomentations  are  apphed.  Where  tepid  ones  ar^  indicated, 
it  depends  also  chiefly  on  the  temperatui’e  of  the  liquid 
' to  be  used  as  fomentation,  bring  encreased  in  proportion  to 
. the  morbid  state,  or  remaining  tlie  same,  which  however 
, in  the  common  mode  of  applying  fomentations,  is  not 
the  case ; in  consequence  of  which  they  frequently  do 
■ more  harm  than  good..  Dr.  B.  thus  prescribes  the  fol- 
lowing method-,  The  patient  is  to  lie  on  the  back  , and 
his  head  to  be  placed  in  such  a manner,  that  the  hol- 
low of  the  eye  may  be  filled  with  the  fojueutation , and 
kept  in  the  same,  for  some  time.  The  patient  is  then  to 
' try  to  open  his  eyes  a little , in  which  affort  he  is  to 
be  aCsisted  by  eyrlids  being  gently  separated;  'Die  re- 
' medy  is  however  not  to  cool  on  the  eye,  but  is  to  flow 
off  laterally?  after  two  or  three  minutes*  The  patients 
head  may  also  be  placed  sideways  , the  eyelids  opened, 
and  the  fomenling  liquid  be  poured  in  with  a spoon  se- 
veral times  at  the  outer  angle  of  the  eye  so  as  to  flow 
out,  at  its  inner  angle.  In  this  manner  tlie  fomentations 
are  to  he  repeated  every  half  hour  at  farthest,  covering 
tlie  6}es  in  the  intervals,  with  dry  soft  lint*  This  treat- 
ment is  to  be  closely  attended  to,  during  the  day.  At 
nights  about  the  size  of  a pea,  of  an  ointment  made  of 
lard  or  fresh  butier  without  salt,  with  hydrargyrum  oxydum 
i rubrnm  or  hydrarg.  ammoniato  - nfuriaticuii.  and  extr.  opii 
; is  to  be  put  in  the  interior  angle  of  the  eye,  spreading 
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it  over  the  whole  surface  of  the  conjunctiva , by  gently 
rubbing  the  eyelids.  If  the  dread  of  light  is  very  con- 
siderable, a mixtm’e  of  distilled , water  with  tinctiire  of 
opium,  or  a solution  of  henbane- extract  in  distilled  water, 
or  even  the  neat  tincture  of  opium  may  be  dripped  in, 
once  or  twice  a day. 

I Under  this  treatment  the  xerophthalmic  state  does 
geTierally  decrease  considerably  in  ten  to  fifteen  days,  the 
apiplication  of  the  ointmfent  in  the  evening  , and  the  in- 
stilling of  the  neat  or  diluted  tincture  during  the  day, 
must  however  not  be  discontinued  for  a long  time  ; af- 
ter the  removal  of  the  xerophthalmic  state , the  patients 
dare  not  expose  themselves  to  those  noxious  influences, 
and  "particularly  not  too  soon  to  that  the  influence  of 
a bright  light,  for  which  reason  the  wearing  of  a large 
green  eyeshade  can  not  be  sufficiently  recommended. 

'PJxg  third  indication , on  account  of  the  violence 
and  extent  of  the  disorder,  requires  a more  powcrfull 
treatment.  The  iiiflanunatory  cliaracter  liere  demands 
our  attention.  During  the  first  eight  days  of  the  ca- 
tarrhous  stage,  the  synochous  or  sthenic  character  can 
not  be  mistaken , local  and  general  bleedings  and  a ge- 
neral antiphlogistic  treatment,  are  thus  to  be  tlioii- 
roughly  instituded,  paying  regard  to  tlie  constitution. 
The  tepid  fomentations  are  unremittingly  to  be  conti- 
nued, cold  ones  by  no  means  agreeing : the  fomentations 
before  mentioned  , will  in  the  beginnig  of  this  stage 
be  likewise  of  the  greatest  service.  The  ointment  of  red 
ox^d  of  mercury  finds  no  application  liere , as  long  us 
the  inflammatory  ?tate  continues  ^vvith  any  degree 
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\ • ' '* 
violence,  but  a blister  betwixt  the)  shoulders  , which  is 

long  to  be  kept  open  is  indicated,  which  applied,  to  the 
' head  itself,  would  be  hurtfull,  the" latter  suffering  already 
under  an  exalted  irritability. 

' If  the  inflammation,  swelling  and  pain  of  the  eye- 
lids and  the  conjunctiva  bulbi,  have  considerably  abated 
in  ten  or  fifteen  days  *,  if  by  this  abatement  the  per- 
verse secretion  of  purulent  matter  has  also  decreased;  if  we  are 
certain  that  by  the  local  and  general  treatment,  both  the 
topical , and  the  general  catarrhous  state , have  been  re- 
moved, then,  and  no  sooner  an  addition  of  a httle  s^dution 
of  lead , or.  acetate  of  lead  , or  even  Sulphate  of  Zink^ 
may  be  usefully  added  to  the  tepid  fomentations.  Yet 
the  application  of  these  metallic  substances  does  still 
require  great  caution,  and  great  attention  must  be  paid 
to  their  efFects , lest  a xerophthalmic  state  might  be  re- 
produced by  their  application.  A little  spirit  of  camphor 
may  havvever  be  ^usefully  added  to  the  liquid. 

By  degrees  the  red  merourial  ointment  may  also  be 
applied  in  the  evening,  the  tinctiu’e  of  opium  be  dripped 
in , and  a little  acetate  of  lead,  or  Sulphate  of  Zink  be 
added  to  the  ointment,  when  the  inflammation  of  the 
conjunctiva,  and  tlie  purulent  discharge  have  decreased. 

If  the  eyehds  are  inverted  ectropiGally  i and  if  the 
conjunctiva  bulbi  projects  like  a pudding  , the  wai'in  fo- 
mentations are  to  be  applied,  by  means,  of  doi'sles  of  lint 
rolled  up,  taking  care  at  the  same  time,  to  prevent  their 
getting  cold  upon  the  eye.  Dawbing  the  whole  surface 
with  nitrate  of  silver,  or  caustic  aleah  is  also  very  service- 
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able  in  tbis  state , covering  the  eye  immediately  after- 
wards with  moistened  and  tepid  dofsles  of  lint.

If  on  the  contrary  tlie  eyelids  are  entropically  andi 
spasmodically  dosed,  is  tlie  tumefaction  very  extensive,- 
of  a pale  red,  tense  and  very  painfull  to  the  touch,  andi 
have  they  an  oedematous-  erysipelatous  aspect , the  in- 
flammatory state  of  the  interior  parts  is  generally  nott 
so  considerable.  Here  the  morbid  secretion  and  collection  i 
of  matter,  is  always  A ery  considarable , and  as  diflicult; 
as  it  may  be , the  eyelids  must  in  this  case  be  opened  I 
several  times  a day,  and  the  eye  cleansed  by  rinsing  with ; 
a tepid  decoction.  After  this  the  eye  and  its  whole  re-  ■ 
gion  is  to  be  covered  with  a bag  filled  with  elder-  and 
chammomile  - flowers  , linseed  and 'camphor,  and  a vomit 
of  Ipecacuanha  and  Tartar  emetic  given  internally.  Has? 
the  swelling  abated,  the  pain  decreased,  and  are  the  eye- 
lids easier  to  be  opened , the  treatment  above  recom- 
mended is  to  be  put  in  practice.  The  general  catarrhal- 
gastric  morbid  state  requires , besides  and  at  the  same  r 
time  wdth  the  local  treatment,  a serious  consideration., 
In  the  first  stage  the  disorder  is  sometimes,  though  but 
seldom,  purely  local,  it  will  howeter  be  neverthlefs  ad- 
viseable,  to  give  a strong  piu’ge  of  calomel  and  Jalap.  In 
the  inflammatory  catarrhous  stage  however,  laxants  and 
diaphoretics  such  as  aniinonii  murias  , sodae  suJphts, 
Liqu.  antimon.  Tartaris.  Autimonii  Tartar.  Aqu.  ammo- 
nii  acetat.  are  indicated  besides  bleedings,  in  constituti- 
ons otherwise  strong.  The  internal  use  of  sulphur  com- 
bined with  antimonials  and  bitter  elixirs , is  also  very 
ns^full , in  particular  if  chronical  exauthemes  are  either 
combined  with  the  disorder,  or  Jiave  been,  supprefsed. 
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In  the  latter  case  notliing  o'uglit  to  be  undertaken  ex-' 
teriially  in  the  beginning.  ^ -

If  the  ophthahny  is  combined  with  syphillis , a proper 
mercurial  coarse  miist  be  instituded.  If  medical  aid  is 
not  applied  for , till  the  ophthahny  has  pafsed  tlie  acme 
of  the  disorder,  iand  has  become  chronical,  two  cases 
must  be  distinguished , whether  tlie  inflammation  does 
still  continue  to  haA'e  an  erethical  character,  or  whether 
it  ia  already  of  the  typhoid  kind.  '

In  the  first  ease  a sufficient  number  of  leeches  must 
be  applied , henbane  or  hemlock  added  to  the  mucilagi- 
nous fomentatiou-s,  and  calomel  with  digitalis  and  opium 
be  given  internally.  Is  the  character  more  of  the  typhoid 
kind,  the  use  of  bark aiid camphor  mvist  be  conjoined  with 
that  of  calomel  and  opium.  To  the  external  applications* 
something  more  stimulating  as  b.  c.  herb,  menth  piper. 
Spir.  camphoraCi  Bark  and  Acet.  lytharg.  is  to  be  added. 

The  patient’s  diet  mixstbe  adapted  to  the  treatment  in  all 
the  stages,  and  be  in  general  moderate  and  little  stimu- 
lating. Of  the  treatment  of  the  various  morbid  metamor- 
phoses and  degenerations,  that  may  be  pTOdiiced  by  this 
oplithalmy,  there  can  be  no  mention  iuade  in  this  place 
as  tliese,  requiring  a peculiar  surgical  treatment,  no  long- 
er belong  to  this  disorder  5 Dr.  B.  is  however  of  opini- 
on, that  those  events  may  almost  for  a certainly  be  pre- 
vented, if  the  treatment  here  chalked  oitt,  be  instituted 
at  the  proper  time»

Among  the  means  for  dieting  and  strengthening  the 
soldier  in  the  field,  those  dfeserve  to  be  preferred,  which 
comprise  the  greatest  quantity  of  noiu’ishing,  invigora- 
ting and  salubrious  particles  , in  the  smallest  conipafs ; 
that  are  easciest  to  be  ti-aiisported  in  large  quantities » 
and  which  the  soldier  can  best  carry  about  him  in  small 
ones;  that  do  not  spoil,  and  keep  equally  good  in  hot, 
and  cold,  dry  and  wet  weather,  that  are  easily  prepa- 
red in  all  places,  with  the  least  trouble  and'lofs  of  time; 
that  may  be  easily  and  permanently  procured  from  home, 
with  speed  ami  little  expence.  Dr.  If.  considers  tlie  dried 
jelly  made  of  bones,  or  portable  soups  to  be  an  article 
of  this  description.  In  1794  Dr,  Wurtzer  of  Marburgh 
already  hinted  at  ihis  expedient,  after  him  Dr.  Hermb- 
stadt  of  Berlin  made  a similar  proposal,  and  then  the 
jelly  of  bones  was  recommended  as  a nutriment  by  Cadet 
de  Veaux.  Bones  being  for  the  most  part  made  no  use 
of  for  food , yet  do  they  contain  twice  as  many  nourish- 
ing particles  as  an  equal  weig^it  of  meat,  provided  tliey 
are  cooked  iu  a velsel,  that  suffers  as  little  of  the  steam 
fo  escape  and  as  pofsibie,  their  'application  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  part  ^r  whole  of  what  is  necefsary  for  the  sol- 
diers’ nutriment,  cannot  but  be  something  very  desirable. 

■ According  to  a calculation  made  by  Dr.  H.  the  city  of 
Gottingen  which  contains  only  8579  inhabitants,  would. 


be  capable  of  furnishing  a daily  maintaiijance  for  384 
men , equal  in  effect  to  a provision  of  one  pound  of  meat' 
a day  for  each  person,  if  but  half  the  bones  of, oxen, 
calves  andswiiie  killed  in  that  place,  were  employed  for 
the  purpose  of  preparing  these  jellies^  The  author  {then, 
details  liis  ovvA  observations  on  the  best  man,ner  of 
preparing  the  'dry  Jelly , and  communicates  his  ideas , 
of  its  execution  upon  a more  extensive  plan,  which 
being  however  sufficiently  KeoWn,  we  pafs  over  hi  silence.

After  some  physiological  and  pathological  remarks,  and 
observations  on  seabathing  in  general,  on  its  proximate 
and  remote  effects  upon  the  human  organism,  the  cuti- 
calar  organ  and  its  relatioii  to  the  lymphatics,  glands  and 
nerves  both  in  a state  of  sicknefs  and  liealtli,  the  author 
communicates  his  ideas  on  periods  and  degrees  of  disor- 
ders, their  simple  and  complicated  state  and  their  causes;

remedy.

, Tlie  mean  Temperature  of  the  cold  bath  in  the  warm 
season,  is  stated  to  be  36°  to  45°  Fahreuh;  in  cloudy- 
weather  somewhat  lefs.

r?f  tlie  first  Sect,  of  No.  V II.  we  receive  an  aceount  of  the 
state  of  the  batJiing- place,  during  the  season,  mentioned 
ill  the  title-page.  The  weather  was  not  favourable, 
liardly  a day  pafsed  without  rain  or  storm,  ^and  the  tem- 
perature of  the  sea  seldom  exceeded  34°  Reaum.  In  Au- 
gust , when  the  heat  might  have  been  expected  to

Dietitical  re- 
gulations, respecting  the  proper  time  of  taking  nourish-

«lso  an  psycliical  regimen  make  the  conclusion,  all  whicli 
though  not  void  of,  popular  interest , being  sufficiently 
known  to  every  practitioner,  we  omit.

According  to  the  learned  Dr,  Buchholtz’s  descrip- 
tion in  No.  IX,  of  the  Giintlierbath,  near  Senders  hausen, 
the  eftects  of  this  water  on  the  body  consist,  in  fhe 
beginning  of  its  being  used  for  di’inking  or  bathing,  in 
“a  sensation  of  constriction  of  the  abdomen,  producing 
costivenefs  5 some  feel  a prefsure  and  burning  in  the 
groins  followed  by  flatulency  and  afterwards  b^  diar- 
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rhoea;  it  also  does  not  seldom  create  headache  in  the 
beginning,  ani  a sensation  of  intoxicatioji.  It  soon  clears 
the  skin,  makes  it  white  and  soft.  It  operates  as  a su- 
dorific and  diuretic  and  produces  a strong  sediment  in  tlie 
urine.  By  crudities  in  tJie  primae  viae  it  produces  anxiety, 
tension  of  the- abdomen,  prefsure  in  tlie  praecbrdia  fol- 
lowed either  by  vomiting  or  diarrlioea , evacuating,  bile, 
phlegm  and  infarctiis.  It  also  acts  as  a pectorale  5 ill 
clironic  coryza,  and  it  encrease,s  the  discharge  from  the  nost- 
rils. The  , sufferings  of  the  patient  sdraetimes  encrease, 
whilst  nsiiig  the  first  15  baths  , an  itching  exanthema 
frequently  takes  place,  and  they  often  complain  of  great 
debility  and  low  spirits.  It  is  said  to  be  particularly 
usefull  in  severa]|  species  of  artlirites  , the  inflammatory 
one  only  excepted  •,  if  the  disorder  is  not  of  too  long 
standing,  and  the  patient  too  old  j in  rheumatism,  hae- 
morrhoides’,  irregular  or  supprefsed  menstruation,  hyster- 
ics, hypochondriasis,  disordered  digestion,  abdominal  de- 
bility, pituity,  cardialgy,  flatulency,  pituitous  and  spasm- 
odic asthma  , chronic  ah  exan  themes,  psorophthalmy  and 
also  against  worms,  t

Physiology. 

t^OFiiSS.  DollINGER,  happening  to  visit  some  wa- 
terworks a few  years  ago  , found  that  on  talung  hold  of 
some  pretty  thick -leaden  pipes,  in  which  the  water  was  ' 
forced  upwards  by  pumps  , he  could  plainly  perceive  an 
impvJse,  as  often  as  a wave  was  driv-en  into  them,  'very 
much  resembling  that,  which  is  felt  in  the  arteries.  As 
the  pipes  were  well  secured  and  fastened,  as  no  trembling 
could  be  perceived  in  them , and  as  'what  was  feli^  was 
the  absolute  imprefsion  of  undulation , he  could  not  de- 
rive the  sensation  he  felt  in  his  hand,  from  the  impulse 
of  the  piston  of  the  pump,  and  thus  recollected  the 
pulse,  and  particularly  as  in  vivisections  he  had  always 
found  it  immoveable,  he  was  now  anxious  to  know,  whe- 
ther a pulse  might  be  cLis covered  in  living  animals  in  an 


artery,  Avlien  laid  bare;  lie  thus  laid  bare  the  carotida 
of  a do<J  , in  the  presence  of  several  of  his  pupils  , and 
a pulse°was  plainly  felt  in  it,  though  no  motion  was 
visible  in  it;  If  w'e  now  consider,  cbnlinnes  be,  how 
seldom  actual  contractions  haA  e been  observed  in  the  ar- 
teries, we  shall  hai-dly  be  able  to  persuade  oursehes,.  of 
the  'vital  motions  of  the  pariet^s  arteriariim  being  the 
cause  of  the  pulse,  and  thus  manyiirst  rate  pliy^iologists 
found  themselves  compelled,  to  suppoee  only  a mechanic- 
al dilatation  of  the  arteries.  But  nobody  to  my  know- 
ledge having  ever  observed  that  either.  I feel  Jiiyself  now 
convinced,  that  tlie  arteries  do  not  suffer,  any  alternate 
contraction  or  dilatation  at  all , whilst  producing  that 
effect,  called  the  pulse. 


TIiP  pulse  is  rather  sorrtething  compound,  and  is 
produced 


a)  By  the  wave  of  blood , driven  into  the  arteries 
from  the  heart,  the  impulse  is  communicated  to  the  pa- 
'rietes  arteriarnm  in  sucli  a manner,  that  it  .may  be  felt 
without  the  artery  suffering  any  dilatation-. 

That  this  be  pofsible  is  evident  from  my  observation 
on  the  leaden  pipes , as  well-  as  the  physical  experinienf, 
according  to  whicli  only  the  last  series  of  elastic  bahs 
is  moved,  on  an  impulse  being  applied  to  the  first,  whilst 
all  tile  intervening  ones  remain  in  a state  of  inactivity. 
A'  similar  obseiwation  I made  in  consequence  df  tbeeffcch 
the  report  of  canons  produced  on  my  windows. 


b)  By  tbe  extension  which  the  bent  artery  suffers, 
as  we  perceive  on  stretching  the  leg,  after  haying  sat 
rrofs  le'joed,  as  also  by  what  we  see  of  the  pulse  , and 
in  a greiit  measure  by  the  shaking  of  tlie  cellulosa. 


Dr  D further  observes,  that  he  wishes  to  bo  under- 
stood speaking  solely  the  piUse , but  by  no  means 
of  the  siiare  the  arteries  bear  in  the  circulation  ot  the 
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blood  5 for  even  if  they  do  neither  dilate  nor  contractj 
they  rnay  neverthelefs  participate  in  the  motion  of  that 
fluid  in  various  other  ways. 


Dr.  Durr  in  Schwabishhall  relates  the  following  re- 
.marhable  case  of  a child,  being  born  with  a perfect  ee- 
phalocele , that  lived  39  hours  and  a half  after  birth. 
A spoiigious  dark  red  mafs  , yielding  to  the  prefsure  of 
the  fingers,,  and  which  to  all  appearance  wanted  the  com- 
mon cranial  and  meningal  integuments , occupied  about 

of  the  space  of  the  basis  cranio,  representing  as  it 
were  the  occiput.  Before  the  cenunon  integuments  ceased 
on  the  borders  of  this  fungous  mafs,  there  appeared  some 
hair  from  them,  particularly  towards  the  posterior  part ; 
the  cranium  was  felt  to  proceed  an  inch  above  the  root 
of  the  nose,  the  same  over  the  riglit  ear,  but  only  three 
lines  over  the  left.  The  fungus  itself  exhibited  several 
windings  on  its  siu'face  , it  alternately  sunk  and  rose  a 
little  at  each  in-  or  expiration.  The  child  lived  39  hours 
and  a half,  cried,  respired  and  swallowed.  The  hands 
and  legs  appeared  half  paralytic,  the  child  however  prov- 
ed to  have  sensation  in  them,  if  irritated  by  the  lingers, 
and  closed  the  hands , when  a finger  was  put  in  them. 
On  a most  exact idifsection  of  the  head,  the  vaulting  of 
the  skull  was  found  deprefsed  to  the  bottom  of  it , and 
the  brain  forced  through  the  cranial  aperture. 

Dr.  von  Autenrieth  concludes  from  this  case , and 
several  other  reasons  , that  the  prersure  of  the  child’s 
head  during  birth  be  beneficial  to  its  future  life , and 
thought  that  conclusion  to  be  confirmed  by  the  observation, 
that  children  born  by  means  of  the  caesarean  operation 
do  but  seldom  continue  to  live , and  afterwards  found  it 
really  corroborated  by  the  difsection  of  a child , brought 
into  the  world  by  that  operation  at  the  clinical  school 
of  Tiibingen.

Pathology. 


Hufeland  on  the  causes  of  the  ophthalmia  bcllica. 

It  is  remark  able,  that  this  daugetous  disorder  of  the 
eyes,  which  for  eyer  destroyed  the  vision  of  thousands  of 
our  bravest  Wai-riors  , is  a 'specific  new  ophthahny  ^ as 
well  in  regard  to  its  nature  and  form  , as  to  its  being 
epidemical  only  in  tune  of  war : but  it  is  still  more 

remarkable,  on  account  of  its  being  of  such  recent  date. 
It  was  first  observed  in  ^igypt  in  the  English  and  French 
armies and  afterwards  also  in  the  late  war,  among  the 
Frufsian  soldiers.  Its  cause  can  thus  not  be  owing  to 
war  in  general,  but  rather  to  our  modern  times,  and  the 
manner  of  carrying  on  the  war.  fatigue,  overheating  of 
the  body,  catching  cold,  dust,  syphillitic  catarrhous  and 
psoriac  affeerions  have  been  considered  as  causes  of  it; 
however  all  these  existed  both  in  the  7years  war,  and  in 
all  the  preoeeding  ones , and  neverthelefs  this  pecidiar 
and  universal  disorder  has  never  been  observed.  But  it 
is  evident,  that  the  nature  of  this  disorder  is  metastatioal, 
originating  not  so  much  from  external  local  irritation, 
as  from  a morbii  secretion  or  acrimony,  thrown  on  the 
eye,  whence  it  is  justly  called  by  many,  Blcnorrhoea  ocu- 
lorum  and  Psorophthalmy.  Certain  causes  must  therefore 
lie  in  the  new  manner  of  carrying  on  the  w'ar,  which 
either  act  ininiically  upon  the  eyes  imu;ediately,  or  winch 
occasion  the  morbid  mailer  produced  by  the  morbid  causes 
es  before  mentioned,  to  ^attack  the  eye  pat  lo  o^ioa  y. 
1 think  to  have  found  these  new  causes  m the  following 
points  , which  certainly  are  peculiar  to  the  wars  of  mo- 
dern times  only,  vi/»  Bivouaques , watc  i ires,  cut^ 
ting  short  of  the  hair  and  the  sud  en  ransi 
tion  from  a sedentary  life  to  that  o a so  ler. 
Lying  over  nights  in  the  open  fields  on  the  damp  ground, 
exposed  to  rain  and  change  of  weather  for  two  and  three 
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months  running , must  absolutely  produce  a 'chronical 
supprefsion  of  perspiration,  and  an  accumulation  of  rlieum- 
alic  matter.  I hnovv  from  an  exact  account  of  English 
officers  , tliat  in  Egypt  the  cool  dew  falling  in  great 
quantity  during  tlie  night,  which  wetted  the  soldiers  to 
the  shin  , was  the  chief  cause  of  that  ophthalmy , and 
that  those  who  managed  matters  so  , as  to  guard  them- 
selves against  it,  remained  free  from  the  disorder.  The 
daz/.ling  light,  continuing  all  night  in  consequence  of  the 
watchlires,  combined  with  the  clouds  of  smoke  insepar- 
lable  from  it,  can  not  but  be  violently  irritating,  and 
direct  the  rheumatic  matter  towards  the  eyes.  The  sud- 
den close  cropping  of  the  hair  in  people  that  were  used 
formerly  to  wear  them  long,  acts  very  refrigerating  on 
tlie  head  and  neck  , in  the  same  manner  as  vi  hen  a fur 
cap  worn  before,  is  laid  aside  on  a sudden  j if  cold  or 
damp  weather  is  added'  to  this  , a most  enjiu-ious  retro- 
grefsion  of  the  perspiration  of  the  head  most  unavoidably 
be  the  consequence,  and  the  secretory  organs  of  the  eyes 
being  the  nearest  collatoria  that  offer  an  outlet , the 
whole  secretion  is  concentrated  in  these  organs  , and  of 
course  with  encreased  force  and  ac  rimony  , the  greater 
the  supprefsion  has  been , and  the  longer  it  has  lasted. 
How  frequently,  have  I not  observed  tlie  most  obstinate 
rheumatic  ophthalmies,  catarrhs  and  rheimiatism  in  child- 
ren, whose  hair  had  been  cut  too  short,  in  cold  or  damp 
weather ! — , But  all  these  causes  act  more  violently  in 
proportion  as  they  are  new  and  contrary  to  former 
customs  , whicli  likewise  was  the  case  in  the  Prussian 
army , where  instigated  by  a most  noble  enthusiasm  9II 
without  distinction  flow  to  arms  , and  a number  of  lit- 
terati  and  mechanics,  who  having  liillierto  led  a conti- 
nual sedentary  life , now  suddenly  pafsed  over  to  this 
manner  of  life , quite  new  to  them  5 and  this  may  be 
perhaps  the  cause , why  the  disorder  was  so  particularly 
predominant  in  the  Prufsian  army. 

Tf  onee  the  disorder  has  taken  place,  an  ot^ier  cause 
still  joins  it,  viz.  infection.  Tlie.  infectious  nature  of 
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it,  was  observed^  already  in  Egypt,  and  is  confirmed  among 
us  : Physicians  and  others  though  not  having  been  ex- 

posed to  its  originating  causes,  cought  it,  merely  by  be- 
ing much  about  oplithalmio  patients.  At  this  very  day 
a number  of  our  most  deserving  military  practitioners 
do  still  labour  under  a lofs  of  sight,  iucmred  by  infecti- 
on. A new  proof,  of  the  metastatical  catarrhous  nature 
of  the  disorder,  for  we  hnow  that  a violent  cold  is  also 
catching,  and  is  .that  disorder  any  thing  else,  but  a 
cotharrhous  infiaumiation  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the 
nose,  the  same  as  this  ophthalmy  is  a catarrlious  inflam- 
mation of  the  secreting  membrSines  of  tlie  eye  ? — 


Dr.  Emmert  'on  the  manner  in  which  poisonoiis 
substances  do  operate,  afserts,  that  all  poisons  in  order  to 
prove  active , must  be  employed  in  a certain  quantity  ; 
that  most  of  the  different  poisons  have  a general  specific 
and  local  action  upon  remote  parts*,  they  all  act  by  means 
of  the  circulatiori,  and  immediately  penetrate  the  vefsels  ; 
they  hill  neither  by  producing  paralysis  of  the  heart, 'nor 
of  the  respiratory  organs,  or  of  the  parts  they  come  in 
immediate  contact  with.  They  only  produce  death  by 
operating  upon  the  spinal  marrow,  no  poison  acting  so 
quick , that  it  should  not  first  be  carried  througJi  the 
circulation  to  the  spinal  marrow. 


Dr.  Saxive  relates  the  foEowing  remarkable  case  of 
a dropsy  of  the  maxillae  cavity. 

^ A young  man  laboured  under  a peculiar  dilatation 
of  tlie  maxUlar  cavity  of  the  right  side,  mucli  disfiguring 
the  face.  He  had  always  enjoyed  the  most  perfect  state 
of  health  5 live  years  ago  he  happened  by  a fall  to  receive 
sei^eral  sliglit  {wounds  in  the  liead , witliout  the  cheek 
liow'ever,  suffering  much  by  it.  The  next  year  lioweA’er 
, this  part  appeared  enlarged  and  gradually  eiicreasing,  yet 


without  any  pain.  The  sinus  berame  widened,  its  pa- 
rietes  enlarged  everywhere  except  towards  the  eye,  yield- 
ed to  prefoure  with  a crackling  noise.  The  nasal  catial 
and  th^  nose  were  prefsed  towards  the  left  clieek  and 
the  roof  of  the  mouth  gave  way  to  prefsure;  the  teeth 
had  suffered  no  change.  On  carrying  the  finger  over  the 
lip  and  clieek  , a fifsure  was  felt  in  the  lower  part  of 
the  external  part  of  tli,e  sinces,  a little  above  the  dental 
cavities , together  with  perceptible  fluctuation  in  that 
place.  An  incision  was  made  with  the  Bistoury,  along 
the  maxillar  margin,  in  the  softened  portions  of  the  bone, 
and  a smell  and  colourlefs  aqueous  liquid  flowed  out  im- 
mediately. A square  piece  was  removed  from  the  edge 
of  the  maxillar  bone  , driven  upwafds  by  two  lateral  in- 
cisions, of  an  inch  distant  from  each  other , and  an 
other  tranversal  one , running  parallel  with  the  first. 
TJie  membrane  lining  the  sinus  was  a little  discoloured, 
and  painlefs  on  being  touched  with  the  finger. 

Dr,  S.  nowi  brought  the  softened  bones  in  their 
proper  situation , injecting  warm  wine  into  the  cavity. 
In  a fortnight,  during  which  time  neither  pain  nor  swell- 
ing had  taken  place,  the  patient  le:^t  his  medical  atten- 
dant, though  the  aperture  in  the  maxilla  had  not  yet 
closed  again, 


Dr.  Iacopo  Pena  da  communicates  the  following  case 
of  a remarkable  concretion  found  in  a tumomr. 

The  strange  concretion  which  is  to  be  examined*’in 
this  paper  , was  found  in  a tumor  in  the  left  side  of 
a country  woman  50  years  of  age.  The  woman  was 
strong  and  corpulent,  liad  brought  forth  12  children, 
but  had  had  slight  pain  in  the  left  hypochondriac; 
region  ev^er  from  her  youth,  without  any  tumor  becoming 
visible,  which  however  appeared  in  the  month  of  Nov.  1806 
accompanied  with  great  pain.  Dr.  Bonomo,  Dr.  Pena- 
da  s afsistant,  treated  it  with  emollients,  in  consequence 


of  which  suppuration  ensued  anti  an  aperture  took  place. 
The  woman  refusing  to  submit  to  any  operation,  the 
wound  remained  open  four  months,  and  its  edges  became 
^ callous.  In  May  1807  the  pain  having  become  more 
violent,  the  patient  once  rubbed  the  tiunor , by  wliich 
suddenly  a roundish  body  burst  forth,  and  to  the  no  small 
surprise  of  all  present,  flew  with  violence  to  soitie  dis- 
tancci  which  said  substance  was  delivered  to  the  physician. 

This  concretion  had  the  form  and  si/-e  of  a fowl’s- 
egg,  two  inches  and  two  lines  Paris  Measure  Jong  and 
one  Inch  thick.  The  external  colour  of  it  was  of  a dark 
slate,- colour , its  surface  a little  rough,  granulated  and 
soft  like  velvet.  < 

The  dark  surface  being  scraped,  tliere  was  found 
underneath  a lamellous  substance  of  a light  yellow  co- 
lour. TJiis  substance  was  compact  though  not  hard,  and 
weighed  one  ounce  and  two  drachms.  Thrown  on  the 
water  it  floated  for  some  time,  and  then  sunk  gradually. 

Being  divided  in  two  equal  halves  through  its  greatest 
axis,  thetnars  shewed  12  eliptiral  and  concentrical lamina, 
w'hirh  gave  it  the  appearancfe  of  a knot  found  in  the 
wood  of  the  Nutree.  Each  lamina  was  separated  from  the 
other  by  a black  line  and  the  substance  of  the  laminae 
themselves  was  of  a light  yellow.  The  tliicknefs  of  the  la- 
mina decreased  as  it  approached  the  centre  of  the  oval 
substance. 

The  centre  contained  a white  and  round  nucleus 
lefs  firm  than  the  rest,  spongious  and  crystalline,  repre- 
senting a flattened  globulus,  consisting  again  of  concent 
trical  lamina,  like  tlie  crystallina  of  tlie  eye. 

The  concretion  was  delivered  to  Dr.  Melandri  Prof, 
of  chemistry  at  Padua  for  analizatiou,  who  says  this 
substance  plainly  consists  of  two  different  parts.  The 
mafs  of  the  nucleus  difsoh’^es  entirely  in  aether  is  crys- 
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tallizable  and  very  combustible  , and  spreads  a fragnance 
during  combustion.  The  darh  cortical  mafs  is  partly  'so- 
luble in  aether  and  alcohol,  and  partly  indifsoluble.  I'lie 
soluble  part  crystallizes,  and  burns  with  a clear  flame  and  ' 
the  smell  of  wax.  The  indifsoluble  part  spreads  while  burn- 
ing an  animal  odour-  These  experiments  prove  that  the 
wliole  mafs  of  the  stone  consists  of  adipous  wax  (adi- 
pocera)  and  in  fact  modified  in  the  nucleus,  by  a resinous 
matter,  and  in  the  cortical  substance  combined  with  ani- 
mal matter.  This  body  thus  is  for  its  chief  part  very 
analogous  to  gallstones.  This  concretion  certainly  w^nts 
many  constituents  , which  are  peculiar  to  gallstones  , so 
that  it  may  be  considered  as  a concretion  of  a peculiar 
natme;  but  if  in  its  chief  substance  it  is  analogous  to 
gallstones  , it  is  the  more  enigmatical,  how  such  a body 
could  form  itself  in  an  external  tiunor. 


Dr.  HintzE  of  Waldenbourgh  in  Silesia  observed  the 
following  case  of  menstruation  through  the  mammae. 
youug  widow , mother  of  two  children , one  6 and  tlie 
the  otlier  10  years  of  age  , of  a delicate  coiistitution  , of 
an  ingenious  mind,  and  a strictly-  moral  character,  always 
regular  in  menstruation,  catching  cold  whilst  ' unvyell, 
the  catamenia  stopt,  without  producing  any  disagreeable, 
effects  for  the  time.  The  next  period  the  menses  appear- 
ed , they  came  from  the  nipples  of  the  breast , without 
any  further  change  in  her  liealth , excepting  a transient 
opprefsiou  on  the  organs  of  respiration.  Emenagogues  of 
all  description  had  been  ixsed  in  vain  for  many  years 
past , the  catamenia  kept  regular  to  the  abnormal  place, 
till  slie  began  using  the  Altwafser  waters , when  in  7 
weeks  time , after  27  bathings  , they  were  restored  to 
their  natural  place.

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III. 

Morbid  anatomy. 


Dx’.  Amelvng  of  Darmstadt  relates  tlie  followiu}^ 
case  of  the  heart  being  situated  in  the  right  side,  and 
a total  want  of  the  left  wing  of  the  lungs.  Sebastian 
.Keissner,  of  the  artillery  corps,  tall  and  robust,  31 
I years  of  age,  marched  in  the  luontli  of  Febr.  3^12  with 
his  corps  to  Magdeburgh , and  fi’om  thence  to  Piufsia. 
He  was  well  all  the  summer , and  present  at  the  battles 
near  the  Deena  and  Beresiua.  About  December  he  re- 
tiuiied  to  Kdnigsbergh  with  the  remaixider  of  his  corps. 
Here  he  was  taken  ill,  according  to  his  accouunt , with 
a violent  catarrh , cough  and  fever  , but  recovered  sn/'li- 
ciently  to  be  able  to  make  the  long  journey  from  PruCsia 
Ixither,  partly  on  foot  and  partly  by  a waggon. 

. On  the  17th  of  March  1813  he  arrived  here  ill,  yet 

•tolerably  in  strength,  and  was  carried  to  tlie  hospital  at 
Birkenbach.  He  complained  of  lafsitude  in  all  his  limbs, 
a slight  headache  in  the  forehead,  but  without  giddi- 
iiefs  5 bitter  taste,  borborygmi  and  diarrhoea , but  more 
particularly  of  a continual  violent  irritation  to  cough, 
withou't  expectoration , of  shortnefs  of  breath  and  tight- 
nefs  acrofs  the  chest  and  a particular  sensation  about 
the  diapliragma.  Tlxe  tongue  was  uioist , covered  with  a 
“ yellowish  white  fur,  thirst  was  very  great  and  his  voice 
hoarse,  appetite  indifferent,  the  pulse  encreased  tight  and 
liai’d,the  skin  parched,  sleep  disturbed,  and  much  interrupted 
by  coughing.  He  received  on  the  first  day  a mixture  of 
Tamarinds  with  cream  of  Tartar  , Minderers  Spirit  and 
Ox\-mel , which  pretty  well  appeased  the  abdomin  d dis- 
turbances; after  this  he  received  a decoction  of  Mirsh- 
mallow  with  Sal  ammoniac  , Minderers  Spirit  and  Oxymel 
of  squills.  This  after  a few  days  relieved  the  cough  and 
produced  a little  mucous  expectoration.  Sleep  mended, 
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the  voice  got  clearer,  the  headache  decreased  and  the 
sJkin  became  moist.  Notwitstanding  these  general  symp- 
toms of  amendment , the  sliortnefs  of  breath , tlie  tight- 
nefs  acrofs  the  chest , and  the  prefsure  about  the  dia- 
phragma  did  not  only  remain,  but  seemed  to  have  en- 
creased  and  got  worse.  The  pulse  indeed  had  in  general 
become  slower  and  softer,  but  still  remained  eiicreased 
and  irritated.  The  bitter  taste  had  left  him,  and  the 
tongue  had  become  clean  , but  the  appetite  did  not  re- 
turn, indeed  he  did  feat,  but  did  not  relish  his  food. 

Towards  the  end  of  March  there  appeared  besides 
the  symptoms  already  mentioned , a gathering  of  water 
in  the  cavity  of  the  chest  j the  abdomen  began  to  svvell, 
the  legs  became  oedematous  , in  short  all  the  symptoms 
of  a general  dropsy  made  then;  appearance.  After  the 
use  of  the  most  powerfull  diuretics  such  as  cremor  Tart, 
solubil.  Squilla.  Herba  digitalis,  combined  with  opium  and 
bitter  extracts  , a copious  discharge  of  urine  took  place 
for  'some  days;  but  the  shortnefs  of  breath  and  the 
cough  got  worse"  every  day.  All  at  once  the  minary 
discharge  began  also  to  decrease,  the  abdomen  grew  more 
swelled,  and  the  patient  expired  on  the  25th  of  April. 

Dr.  A.  having  formerly  observed  on  exahiining  his 
abdomen , that  the  heart  did  not  as  usual  move  in  the 
left,  but  rather  in  the  right  side,  he  doubled  not  that 
this  proceeded  from  some  great  deviation  of  the  pectoral 
vicera  from  the  normal  situation  ; he  thus  had  the  body 
difsected,  and  found  the  external  formation  of  the  chest 
quite  normal , finely  vaulted,  and  in  perfect  proportion 
with  the  remainder  of  his  line  and  strong  frame.  But 
on  opening  the  chest , there  was  no  viscus  found  in 
it*  left  portion,  but  in  lieu  of  them,  a collection  of 
water,  that  might  perhaps  amount  to  It)  Pound.  A small 
portion  of  lungs  of  about  the  she  of  a gooseys  egg,  was 
found  above  the  mediastinum,  enclosed  in  a particular 
bag  of  the  pleiira.  It  felt  as  if  dried  Up,  mucli  resembl- 
ing a dry  bathing  sponge.  On  tlie  whole  inner  svu’face 
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of  the  pectoral  cavity,  which  was  filled  with  wafer,  the 
pleura  was  thick  lilce  leather,  and  of  a yellow  colour  like 
ocher.  In  the  right  pectoral  caA'ily,  the  ia-ait  was  ly- 
ing in  its  pericardium,  close  to  the  mediastinum,  the 
point  towards  the  right  hypochondrimn.  The  aorta  ai  cjse 
from  the  arterior  portion,  but  the  vena  cava  eniptud  it- 
self in  the  posterior  parti  The  lungs,  which  occupied 
the  remaining  space,  rontained  a number  of  distinct  tu- 
bercles, and  a small  portioji  of  pus  ; the  sma*'  space 
between  the  lungs  and  pleura  was  here  also  filled  v i h 
water,  as  well  as  the  pericardium.  The  abdomiiuii  , 
cera  exhibited  all  of  them,  a normal  sitnatioti  . but  ? le 
abdomen  was  greatly  filled  up  with  water.  The  1 C 
margin  of  the  liver  was  somewhat  inflamed,  tJ;f  r li- 
bladder  contained  but  very  little  of  a thin  waterj  I he; 
The  omentum  was  ahnost  entirely  difsolved  and  in  a very 
thin  condition^ 

Dr.  A.  remarks  that  this  man,  according  to  all  ap- 
pearance, must  ever  have  wanted  a complete  wing  of  thfi 
lungs  on  the  right  side,  having  only  that  little  imperfect 
portion,  inclosed  in  the  bag;  the  remaining  part  of 
that  cavily,  having  been  quite  empty  at  first , and  only 
filled  up  with  water  during  the  lattfr  part  o:^  his  life. 
For  if  ever  a perfect  pul.monary  wing  Jiad  existed  on 
that  side , aud  had  been  but  recently  destroyed  by  tlie 
water,  as  found  in  some  instances,  soiye  .vestiges  v\ould 
liave  remained  of  it,  or  at  least,  of  the  thick  membj  anaceous 
vefsels.  Neither  was  it  pofsible  , that  the  Jieart  with  its 
bag  should  have  been  forced  by  the  water  into  the  right 
cavity,  as  the  mediastinum  was  found  entire  and  inviolat- 
ed,  from  the  dorsal  vertebrae  to  the  sternum,  hie  wOiu'd 
tlius  have  been  well  able  to  stand  i being  shot  tlirongh 
the  left  pectoral  cavity,  without  his  fife  being  endaugrr- 
ed , though  in  other  subjects  it  would  cause  immediate 
death.

It  is  worth  of  particular  notfce , that  notwitstaud- 
ing  this  enormous  irregularity  of  situation  aud  formation 

; 
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pf  the  pectoral  viscera , this  man  never  complained  of 
tlie  least  inconvenience  in  that  region , as  long  as  he 
found  himself  well  in  other  respects',  When  marching 
toRufsia  he  had  already  been  5 years  in  service , had  served 
during  the  campaign  in  Austria  in  1809,  was  garisoned 
here  , and  drilled  to  the  artillery  service , but  had  never 
been  in  any  hospital  as  patient  i neither  had  his  name 
fver  been  mentioned  in  the  sicklist.  i 


Bezard  observed  the  following  remarkable  case  of 
dropsy,  in  a woman  of  28  years  of  age,  who  after  being 
frequently  ill  treaited  by  her  Jiusband,  and  brutally  kicked 
by  hirh  in  the  abdomen,  fell  in  consequence  of  that  treat- 
ment combined  with  other  causes  in  a dropsy.  Each 
time  the  fluid  collected  she  was  tapped,  and  feeling  each 
time  relieved  by  it,  wdthout  suflering  much  from  tlie  o- 
peration,  it  was  repeated  665  times  in  15  years,  on  ac- 
count of  the  quick  reaceumulation  of  the  water.  Besides 
these  tappings  the  fluid  was  removed  28  times  by  pi’r- 
ges  and  diuretics.  Suppose  now  the  average  quantity 
carried  oil  by  each  operation , to  have  amounted  to  but 
15  pints,  we  find  that  1228  Gallons  and  one  Pint  have 
been  morbidly  secreted  during  that  period.  She  had  du- 
ring this  time  also,  onCe  a typhiis,  twice  pneumony 
and  once  dysentery,  without  interrupting  the  dropsy, 
which  always  regained  its  pristine  state  in  6 or  8 days. 
In  the  intermediate  time  she  followed  her  usual  domestie 
businefs. 

On  difsection  the  peritonetim  was  found  to  be  of  tliree 
lines  thicknefs,  cartilagineous , and  resembling  at  first 
sight  the  rind  of  bacon.  The  omentum , mesentery  and 
even  the  liver  and  gallbladder,  spleen,  pancreas,  kidneys  and 
urinary  bladder  had  as  it  were  disappeared,  and  a com- 
mon scirrhous  mafs  was  found  in  their  place  towards  the 
right  side,  resembling  the  liver  in  shape,  and  containing 
pus,  It  is  worthy  of  notice  that  all,  this  woman  took 
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of  food  and  drink  in  tlie  intermediate  time,  from  one  pa- 
racenthesis  to  the  other,  did  not  ballance  the  weiglit  of 
the  water  removed  by  each  operation,  as  also  that  we 
see,  what  a great  quantity  of  lymphatic  fluids  may  be. 
secreted , if  there  is  a sufficiency  of  vital  power.

Dr.  LoD'iTE  IN  draws  the  attention  of  the  medical  world 
to  a kind  of  haemorrhage  of  parturients  not  yet  descri- 
bed, depending  on  the  lac  eration  of  the  interior  coat  of 
tire  vagina.  In  the  natural,  not  pregnant  state  the  coher- 
ence of  the  membranes  of  this  organ  is  so  strong,  that 
a laceration  of  any  single  one  of  themj  appears  almost 
impoPsible.  But  the  texture  of  these  parts  being  consi'^ 
derably  relaxed  during  pregnancy  and  partmition , it  ac- 
counts for  this  violation  taking  place.  It  has  as  yet  been 
only  observed  in  premiperae,  where  the  unevennefs  and 
plaits  of  the  vagina  have  not  yet  disappeared  , and  thus 
offer  a greater  resistance  to  t|ie  head  of  the  child,  and 
of  course  are  exposed  to  greater  distension  and  even  to 
the  violation  in  que-stion,  ^ 

^ This  kind  of  haemorrhage  if  properly  known,  will 
' seldom  prove  dangeS.’ous,  if  the  patient  is  not  besides 
already  so  weak,  that  any  new  and  debilitating  cause 
must  necefsarily  prove  destructive  and  dangerous.  The 
following  are  the  efsential  points  of  the  cases  observed 
by  D.  I.  * 

1)  After  the  natural  delivery  of  apremipera,  an  hae- 
morrhage took  place,  which  indeed  was  not  very  conside- 
rable , but  alarming  on  account  of  its  duration.  D.  L. 


thinking  the  secundina  loosened  in  part,  to  be  the  cause 
of  it,  fetched  it  according  to  art,  yet  the  haemorrhage 
continued  to  be  strong  and  permanent,  after  tlie  perfect 
contraction  of  ihe  womb,  and  closing  of  the  os  tincae- 
On  closer  examining  the  genital  parts  , a triangular  flap, 
about  9 lines  long,  resembling  the  caruneula  myrtiformis, 
was  found  at  the  posterior  and  lower  part  of  the  vagi- 
na, a little  above  the  fofsa  navicularis,  a stream  of  blood 
flowing  from  its  point , in  a manner  as  if  a vein  in  the 
arm  is  opened,  which  bleeding  ceased  immediately  on  the 
fllap  being  secured  by  a ligature. 

3.)  In  an  other  premipera,  delivery  of  the  child  and 
placenta  having  taken  place  in  the  natural  way,  the  belly 
became  tumid  after  a little  vvhile , and  the  woman  com- 
plained of  great  pain  in  the  vagina.  On  examination, 
a tight  painfull  tumour  was  found  in  the  upperpart  of 
the  vagina,  entirely  shutting  it  up.  Dr.  L thought  first 
to  have  found  a prolapsus  fundi  uterini , protruding 
through  the  orifice  of  the  womb,  and  which  being  in- 
cancerated  in  it , produced  a perfect  retroversion  of  th$ 
womb  5 but  this  idea  soon  gave  way , on  the  uterus 
being  felt  iu  the  shape  of  a hard  ball  up  to  the  navel. 
On  a more  exact  examination  Dr,  L,.'  found  tlie  tumour 
to  arise  from  the  posterior  part  of  the  vagina,  that  the 
finger  might  be  carried  around  the  other  part  of  its  peri- 
phery, and  introduced  into  the  cavity  of  the  womb , fil- 
led with  coagulated  blood,  along  the  anterior  part  of  the 
vagina.  Being  now  capable  to  free  the  uterus  of  the 
accumulated  blood , to  bring  it  to  contraction  , he  dis- 
covered, that  at  the  posterior  part  a considerable  flap 
had  got  loose  of  the  interior  membrane  of  the  vagina 
closing  th®  os.tincae  like  a.  valve,  and  preventing  the  ex- 
pulsion of  the  blood.  The  pains  now  went  off  naturally, 
I'his  person  dying  some  years  after  of  a pulmonary  con- 
sumption, Dr.  L.  on  difsecting  her,  found,  a large  scar  at 
tlie  posterior  part  of  the  vagina, 

3)  A delicate  weak  and  oacochymic  little  woman, 
that  had  laboured  two  months  under  an  ague  in  tlie

latter  period  of  her  pregnancy»  was  delivered  for  the  first 
time.  The  three  first  stages  of  delivery  went  off  with- 
out any  accident ; but  on  the  head  entering  in  the  lower 
pelvic  aperture,  and  prefsiug  on  the  perinaeum,  a trifling 
heamorrhage  occurred , which  left  off  on  the  protrusion 
the  head  , but  recommenced  after  the  delivery  had  bi^en 
normally  completed,  not  being  to  be  stopt,  but  by  the 
application  of  tampons  to  the  vagina.  Neverthelefs 
the  haemorrhage  did  not  cease,  the  patient  fainted  away 
and  died  after  a few  trifling  convulsions.  On  diCsection 
no  visible  cause  of  this  sudden  death  was  found,  either 
ill  the  organs  of*  the  clirst,  or  the  abdomen,  but  ou  the 
ynterance  of  the  pudenda  , a considerable  deficiency  of 
the  mucous  membrane  was  discovered  on  the  posterior 
part,  so  tfiat  the  plexus'  retefonnis  Wiiislowii  lay  bare, 
and  that  its  cells  could  be  inflated  with  9 tube.  The 
violatiop  of  the  membrane  pf>rhaps  previously  already 
tender , had  taken  place , by  the  distension  of  the  parts 
on  the  child’s  head  entering  the  lower  aperture.  The 
haemorrhage  had  ceased  on  the  head’s  comprefsing  the 
plexus  \ and  came  on  again , on  the  delivery  being  go-

Practice  of  physik  and  surgeryi 


Dr.  STErNHEiM  of  Altona  makes  the  following  ob^a 
seiwations  on  the  effects  of  cold  fomentations  and  affusi- 
pns  in  Typhus, 

If  the  headache  by  getting  worse,  nearly  approaches 
to  a delirhun,  if  the  suffering  of  the  sensible  part' of  the  brain 
affects  also  the  irritable  one,  and  produces  inflammation 
ill  the  cerebral  substance,  which  is  observeable  externally 
isy  inflammatiQU  of  the.  sclerotica  and  aduata  j or  if  the 
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beginning  inflammation , causes  the  hearlache  to  eri- 
crease  in  such  a manner,  as  to  occasion  delirium,  there 
is  none  of  all  tlie  .remedies  ever  recommended , so  good 
and  so  efficatious  as  cold  fomentations  and  affusions; 
Icevvater  with  ice  in  it,  was  applied  in  napkins  or  blad- 
ders upon  the  shaved  skull  of  the  patient , who  soon 
after  exprefsed  the  benefit  tliey  received  from  it,  by  a more 
placid  countenance , and  generally  afterwards  when  he 
recovered  his  recollection,  requested  the  renewal  of  the 
fomeniatlons  Their  effect  in  typhus  leiitescens  with 
predojiiiiiant  brainal  affections , was  striking , but  still 
more  so,  and  quicker  in  tfieir  operation^  in  acute  typhus 
with  furious  delirium , and  violent  vital  activity  , where 
generally  a number  of  leecJies  were  applied  to  the  temples 
before  their  exhibition.  By  the  use  of  the  fomentations 
the  patients  all  became  quiet  recovered  recollection  and  ' 
sleep,  and  crisis  took  place,  in  the  furious  ones  soonerj 
in  the  muttering  ones  later.  They  appeared  to  act  most 
decxsiv^ely  in  the  acute  one  , if  applied  just  in  that  mo- 
ment ^ when  the  inflammation  was  about  reaching  its 
highest  degree.  No  medecine  has  certainly  proved  so  ef- 
ficacious , and  even  the  most  tunid  physicians  employed 
it  afterwards  with  the  best  succefs,  if  fear  had  not  made 
tliem  wait,  till  paralysis  had  already  taken  pofsefsion  of 
the  patient;  WJiere  the  affusions  appeared  indicated,  I 
did  not  suffer  myself  to  be  detained  by,  the'  perspiring 
skin,  which  in  our  Epidemy  was  frequently  covered  with 
sweat,  and  never  found  any  supprefsiou  of  perspiration, 
or  any  bad  consequences  arising  ftom  them.  It  was  and 
rejiiained  the  best  remedy  in  Typhus  in  our  Epidemy^ 
provided  it  was  employed  in  due  time  and  the  proper  place; 


Dr.  MifLius,  Medicinal  inspector  at  the  port  of  St. 
Petersburg}!  &c;  from  experience  prefers  to  substitute 
immersions  in  cold  water  in  synocha  and  typluis  to  tlie* 
affusion  of  it , it  being  preferable  not  only  on  account 
of  its  preventing  moisture,  dampuefs  and  other  inconve- 
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niences  in  the  rooms  of  the  patients , but  also 
count  of  its  better  effects  upon  them.  . For  this  pui-pose 
he  had  a bathig-tub  filled  with  fresh  cold  water  from 
the  Newa , the  patient  taken  out  of  the  bed , uudvefsed, 
and  carried  upon  a sheet,  held  at  the  four  corners,  then 
dipped  three  or  four  times  in  it , iip^  to  hi^  neck  , cold 
water  being  poiu’ed  over  his  head , each ' time  out  of  a 
vefsei , which  some  person  held  in  readinefs.  Whilst 
this  was  doing  he  caused  a clean  slieet  to  be  put  on 
the  bed,  the  patient  just  taken  out  of  the  batli  with  the 
wet  sheet,  la'id  on  a rush- mat  and  wiped,  and  tlien  put 
into  the  dry  bed , covered  with  a warm  blaak(*t.  The 
whole  of  this  proceeding  does  not  take  more  tJian  about 
two  minutes.  The  temperature  of  the  water  was  bet- 
ween 11 V2  1272°  R*  . 

This  answered  his  expectations  so  well , that  from 
the  15th  of  July  till  the  first  of  December  1813  he  trea- 
ted and  cured  in  this  manner  116  patients,  at  the  Naval 
hospital,  6 of  whom  had  simple  typhus,  33  typhus  with 
diarrhoea  and  other  malignant  symptoms  , 1 typJms  with 
malignant  cyiianche , 53  Synoeha , 3 Synocha  recidiva, 

7 Synocha  with  violent  diarrhoea,  3 Qiiotidiana  and  ter- 
titiana,  1 inflammatory  catarrhous  fever , 3 rJieumatic  fe- 
ver , 2 inflammations  of  the  lungs  1,  1 diarrhoea  without 

fever  , and  3 bilious  fe\<ers.  Finding  however  they  did 
not  answer  so  well  in  the  5 last  disorders,  he  afterwards- 
only  employed  them  against  synocha  and  typhus.  In 
I8I4  he  employed  the  dippingbath  by  315  patients,  la- 
bouring under  these  disorders;  from  the  1st  of  JaniKiry 
to  the  l'5th  of  April  1515 , by  38  patients.  TJie  total 
sum  of  patients,  thus  dipped  from  the  15th  of  July  1813 
to  the  l5th  of  April  1815,  were  469i  38  of  whom  died, 
many  of  which  were  gone  too  far , when  received  into 
the  hospital , and  in  several,  difsection  proved  such  or- 
ganic defects  to  have  preexisted , that  the  typhus  only 
appeared  to  have  been  symptliomatic.  .At  first  he  used  to 
combine  the  use  of  medecines  with  the  hnmersions, 
but  soon  found  tliem  to  be  superfluous , the  latter  alone 
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feeing  sufficient  to  effect  a cure.  After  being  dipped  tird 
patient  only  takes  a few  cupfiiUs  of  a warm  infusion 
of  cliammoniile,  elder,  mint  tea  or  barley  water,  sweetened 
witli  boney';  Tire  remedy  may  be  applied  with  equal 
bcnffiti  even  if  the  typlids  is  of  eight  of  twelve  day’s 
standing,  neitlier  is  ally  salt  required  to  be  added,  the  agi- 
tation the  immersion  produces  on  ,the  nervous  system, 
feeing  llie  only  thing  that  produces  the  effect.  The  fol- 
lowing are  the  general  results  of.  his  observations. 

3)  rhe  most  dubious  symptoms,  such  aS  colliqua- 
tive diarrhoea  in  typlms  , dysentery  cSrc.  wei’e  removed, 
‘only  and  in  a most  astonishing  manner,  by  the  immer-= 
sioii  in  cold  water. 

i>)  deneral  amendment  took  place  most  strikingly, 

^ if  after  the  immersions  perspiration  ensued,  which  gene- 
rally happened  after  the  2d  or  3d , but  sometimes  not 
till  after  the  6th  or  7th  immersion,  though  the  pa- 
tient did  at  times  recover  without  any  sensible  perspi- 
ration taking  place.  ' \ 

3)  By  the  immersions,  the  heat  of  the  body  was 
gradually  reduced  to  the  normal  degree. 

4)  They  reduce  for  the  most  part  the  quicknefs  of 
the  pulse,  but  not  in  an  equal  degree  in  all  patients, 
tliey  sCmetimes  'even  eucrease  its  frequency. 

5)  Tlie  decrease  of  the  morbid  phenomena  do'es  not 
stand  in  proportion  witli  the  decrease  of  the  quicknefs 
of  the  pulse  and  the  heat,  but  rather  talces  place  soonen 

6)  The  dry  and  patched  tongue  bekomes  soft  and 
moist,  after  the  first  or  2d  dipping  •,  the  white  or  yellow 
fur  disappears,  as  also  the  disagreeable  taste j and  appe= 
tite  returns. 

7)  Tlie  cold  immersioTis  <io  hot  produce  any  oh- 
pjcasant,  but  rather  a pleasant  and  agreeable  sensatioii 
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in  the  patient;  wlio  not  only  not  objecting  to  them,' 
rather  request  their  repetition. 

8)  Immediately  after  immersion,  the  patients  become 
calmer,  delirium  and  headache  disappear,  and  a 'refreshing 
sleep  takes  place. 

9~)  The  cold  immersions,  prove  salutary  in  all  stages 
-of  synocha,  typhus  and  febris  ptechialis. 

10)  They  never  produce  any  ill  consequencesi 


Dr.  von  Autenbieth  recommends  the  following  as 
an  eflicatious  remedy  against  the  fretting  of  the  skin. 
One  part  of  oakbark  is  boiled  down  with  6 parts  of  wa- 
ter, to  half  the  quantity.  Into  this  decoction  he  pours  ex- 
tract of  lead , as  long  as  any  precipitation  takes  place, 
which  in  proportion  of  the  gallic  acid  and  tannic  mat- 
ter, contained  in  the  oakbarkj  and  according  to  the  strength 
of  the  extract  of  lead,  requires  as  muoh  extract  of  lead 
as  one  third  or  half  the  weight  of  the  oakbark.  The  li- 
quid together  with  the  sediment  is  put  into  'a  funnel  ■ 
with  filtering  paper  , where  it  is  left  till  the  remaining 
praecipitate , has  tiie  consistence  of  a thick  unguentous  | 
pulp.  It  is  prevented  from  drying  too  quick,  by  tlie  addt,  | 
itioii  of  a little  Spir.  of  wine.  'I'his  aqueous  Unguent  spread  i 
pretty  -thick  on  linen , and  applied  twdce'^  or  thrice  daily  I 
to  the  fretted  place  and  round  about  it,  will  be  (found  j 
of  peculiar  service. 


Dr  Ottetisee,  of  Berlin,  recommends  the  following 
treatment  of  chilblains  as  particularly  eflicaciouS-.  The 
affected  part  is  to  be  washed  several  times  a day  witJi 
warm  water,  and  afterwards  be  rubbed  with  a mixture 
of  Spir.  Vin.  rectific.  Spir.  ammoniac  and  Tinct.  opii,  which 
by  degrees  is  .made  stronger  with  Sp.  angelicae , SerpilJi 
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or  Antlios  , and  in  the  interval  to  be  covered  with  a 
plaister  of  Empl.  diachyl.,  Bals.  peruvian.  and  Opium 
spread  on  silk. 


Dr.  ChaI-ESS  MyliuS,  of  St.  Petcrsburgh,  afsures  to 
have  cured  tl>e  most  obstinate  intermittents  with  bitter 
almonds.  After  cleansing  the  primae  viae  with  an  emetic 
he  gives  next  day  the  following  emulsion. 

Amygdal.  amar.  jifs  vel  ij  ter  ant.  exacte  in  mortario 
lapideo  , tunc  adde  Aquae  fontan.  ^iij  f,  1.  a. 
Emulsio. 

to  be  taken  for  a dose  oTie  hour  before  tlie  paroxysm. 

He  afsiu’es  to  have  used  no  other  medecine , except  that 
he  combined  it  with  bitter  extracts  , in  eases  of  weak 
digestions.  According  to  the  daybook  of  the  hospital  it 
appears,  that  from  the  2d  of  June  till  the  7th  of  August, 
there  have  been  cured  in  this  manner  27  patients,  viz. 
10  of  quotidiana  and  17  of  tertiana,  two  being  cured  af- 
ter the  2d,  4 after  the  3d,  9 after  the  4th,  4 after  the 
5th,  4 after  the  6th,  2 after  the  7th,  one  after  the  11th 
and  one  after  the  12th  dose,  witliout  any  of  them  either 
experiencing  any  relapse,  or  other  disorders  in  consequence 
of  it.  He  has  also  used  it  in  quartana  , which  stayed 
away  after  the  5th  dose.  Dr.  M.  thinks  their  efficacy 
to  consist  in  the  prixfsic  acid  they  contain,  and  on'  tliis 
account  proposes  to  try  next  the  Aq.  lauro  cerasi  in 
lieu  of  them. 

The  Lapidium  ruderale  he  has  also  tried , and  really 
found  it  to  be  usefull , yet  slo\yer  in  its  effects  than 
tJie  former. 


Remedies  used  by  the'  Riifsians  in  various  disorders. 

In  Irkutzk,  and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Baikal- 
sea  the  following  remedies  are  used  by  tlie  people. 
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Parnafsia  palustris  in  decoction  against  stran-i 
g«ry. 

Androsalactea  in  a sunilar  way,  or  in  infusion^ 
against  tiie  same  disorder,  tlie  gravel,  and  epilepsy,  and^ 
as  fuaiigation  against  diseases  of  tlie  eyes. 

Tanacetum  vulgare  and  a Species  of  Achillea 
against  intermittents,  the  first  also  against  jaundice. 

A strong  infusion  of  a Speci.es  of  Geranium  isj 
drank  in  supprefsed  menstruation,  and  a slow  flo>ving  of 
the  lochiae ; it  is  also  used  for  fomenting. 

A Species  of  Poly  podium,  plentifully  found  near- 
the  Turka,  is  very  famous  ,iu  haeniorrJiages,  particularly, 
uterine  ones. 

Chrysanthemum  leu  c a ii  th  emum  , famous  iu 
fluor  albus,  its  infusion  being  drank  plentifully  as  com-. 
mon  drink. 

A Species  of  Thalictriim,  internally  and  as  gargle 
against  cynanclie  and  ulcers  in  tlie  throat. 

Gentiaua  macyophylla,  in  delirimn  and  sleepr 
lefsnefs. 

Dentaria  bulbifera,  in  nervous  aifectiou,  con-* 
vulsions  and  epilepsy,  both  the  lierb  and  the  root  in  de* 
coctions , tlie  latter  though  being  considered  most  effi- 
cacious, 

Convallaria  polygon  a tuni,  in  gout  and  rheum- 
atism, . internally , and  externally  applied  to  the  painfull 
limbs  when  chevVed, 

Gentiaua  campestris,  in  powder,  against  worms. 

Statice  speciosa  , in  relaxation  of  the  womb, 
prolapsus,  and  oilier  disorders  of  tlie  same. 

, Achillea  millefolium,  in  colic,  diarrhoea,  rly- 
tentery,  bad  digestion,  internally  and  in  foinentations, 

Eciiia  phornm  polys  tachio  n , in  Epilepsy  and 
other  convulsive  disorder,  iu-  and  externally. 

O r y g a n uni  vulgar^,  in  headache. 
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Phi  onus  tub  or  os  a,  a strong  infusion  of  it 
Hsed  ill  the  Ukraine  against  dysentery. 

Lathro.ea  squ^rnaria,  ' is  used  to.  promote  the 
flowing  of  the  eatamenia,  either  as  a spirituous  infusion 
or  as  decoction,  of  which  a wine-glafs  full  is  taken  se- 
veral times  a dayj, 

Lunaria  rediviv  a is  used  in  nervous  affections  and 
epilepsy. 

Alisma  plantag.o  is  used  with  particular  advant- 
age in  rabies.  10  grs.  of  the  powdered  root  are  takem 
thrice  a day,  and  a poviltice  , made  of  the  herb,  applied 
to  t'he  wound  , which  removes  infhmimation,  and  within 
3 days  produces  suppiu’ation ; after  tliis  the  wound  is. 
drefscd  with  balsamus  Arcaei , and  two  drachms  of  the 
■powder  of  this  root  , which  quantity  is  lePsened  if  the 
pain  is  top  violent.  Tlie  internal  dose  of  the  powder 
must  not  be  encreased  above  15  grs.,  20  grs.  producing 
already  gastric  pains.  ^ 

This  plant  is  said  to  be  a very  strong  poison  fop. 
horses  , but  fs  most  eflicaeious  in  rabies  5 the  root  fs 
dug  up  ill  the  latter  part  of  August,  cleansed,  and  dried 
in  the  shade..  One  laj'ge,  or  two  or  three  small  ones  are 
then  pulverized,  and  such  a dose  is  given  on  bread  and 
butter,  two  or  three  repetitions  of  wliieh  are  said  to  be  suf- 
ficient tO;  cure  the  disorder,  even  when  it  has  really 
broke  out  already.  What  is  particularly  in  favour  of 
this  remedy,  is,  that  the  patients  like  to  take  it,  even  if 
the  paroxysm  is  most  violent. 

Campanula  patula  is  in  some  parts  also  used 
aigaipst  rabies^ 


Besides  the  use  they  make  of  nitric  acid  in  syphifr 
lis,  they  employ  it  also  in-  and  externally  against  othec 
affections.  Internally  they  take  it  as  common  drink  di-t* 
luted  with  quaas  or  water , against  apute  fevers  as  well 
as  the  ague , and  externally  it  is  used  against  rhetuna- 
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talgy,  artliritic  and  syphilitic  pains  in  the  following  man' 
ner.  WJiilst  in  the  vapourbath  , tliey  rub  the  sweating 
painfull  limbs  witli  tbe  diluted  acid,  which,  while  produ- 
cing only  some  rednefs  of  the  skin,  is  said  to  have  ja  very 
good  effect. 

\ 

Corrosive  sublimate  is  also  a popular  remedy  w'ith 
them , generally  known  in  Siberia , and  used  as  a com- 
mon antisyphillitic,  in  the  euormpns  dose,  of  two  drachms 
of  sublimate  difsolved  in  one  Pint  and  a half  of  common 
gin,  of  which  half  a wineglarsfull  is  taken  twice  a day. 
They  aho  prepare  an  ointment  of  it,  with  butter  or  lard, 
using  it  whilst  in  the  bath. 

Cinnabar  - fumigations  are  still  more  commoJi  among 
them,  so  that  any  old  woman  knows  hdw  to  prepare 
them.  They  are  used  in  the  following  manner  ; whilst 
the  patient  is  in  tlie  batJi , he  ties  up  his  head  with  a 
handkershief,  holding  his  mouth  opened  over  the  vapours 
of  the  cinnabar,  or  red  precipitate  strewed  on  live  coals, 
and  in  tliis  manner  inhales  the  vapour.  Dreadfull  and 
pernicious  as  we  might  expect  this  remedy  to  be,  in  its 
consequences  for  the  lungs.  Dr.  Rehmann  aisures  us  to  have 
seen  many  cured  from  syphilJis,  without  any  apparent  de- 
triment to.  the  lungs. 


Por  i A of  Rome  relates  the  follo.wing  most  remark- 
able case,  of  a'poisoning  with  opium,  being  counteracted 
by  cold  water. 

Peruvian  bark  being  prescribed  for  a pregnant  woman, 
labouring  under  hysterics,  spasms  and  faintirigs  , to  be 
taken  internally  in  decoction , and  the  powder  of  it  to 
be  injected  per  anuin,  she  recieved  by  mistfjke  powdered 
opiiun  instead  of  it , of  which  three  ounces  were  taken 
in  three  days.  The  consequence  was  a costivenefs,  against 
which  22  glysters  proved  ineffectual,  and  a meteorismus 
threatened  a speedy  difsolution.  This  dreary  event  being 
already  expected,  one  of  the  cons'ulting  physicians  fell  up- 


on  applying  fomentations  to  the  abdomen , cold  like  ice, 
and  to  inject  glysters  of  a similar  nature.  The  gly.ster 
being  but  just  injected  , feces  smelling  strongly  of  opi- 
um weVe  discharged,  and  the  patient  recovered* 


Sulphate  of  Zink  recommended  as  a most  efficatious  re- 
medy in,  psoria  by  Dr.  and  Prof.  Harles  oj  Erlangen* 


Sulphate  of  Zink,  or  white  vitriol  has  hitherto 
not  been  recommended  as  an  external  remedy  in  psora, 
except  in  the  form  of  an  unguent , as  in  the  Ung  anti- 
scabios.  Jafseri'j  in  this  form  liow^ever  it  does  but  sel- 
dom answer  oiir  expectations,  from  the  same  reason,  that 
other  povveffiiU  remedies  do  frequently  disappoint  us  in  ; 
curing  tliis  disorder. 

Dr.  H.  has  had  a vast  number  of  scabious  patients 
in  the  clinicum  at  Erlangen,  and  consequently  had  ample 
opportunities , to  try  and  compare  the  effects  of  a great 
variety  of  such  remedies,  whose  effects  had  been  particu- 
Im’ly  praised  on  different  occasions. 

Sulphur  given  internally  as  W'ell  as  externally,  hi, 
the  diy  and ‘simple  itch,  did  not  only  frequently  disap- 
point both  the  Dr.  and  the  patient , but  generally  did 
no  service  at  all,  in  the  pustulous  and  wet  dartrous  itch* 
The  cure  was  generaly  too  tedious*  the  exautheme  reap- 
peared with  encreased- strength,  after  being  seemingly 
cured,  and  got  even  w'orse  instead  of  better. 

I 

Of  the  external  application  of  the  wellknowti  mer- 
curials , the  solution  of  sublinjate , and  the  Ung.  ,Werl- 
hofii , and  particularly  of  the  former , Dr.  H.  saw  some- 
times good  effects,  they  appeared  however  in  the  inflam- 
matory state  of  the  exantheme,  and  in  plethoric  and  ir- 
ritable habits  , to  act  rather  prejudicial,  by  encreasing 
both  pain  and  inflammation.  Besides  thisj  the  procefs  of 
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'absorption  is  ' to  be  regarded , on  wliidi  'accoUiit  tiiose 
. remedies  must  not  be  continued  top  long.  \ 

Tartari/ed  antimony  Dr.  H.  has  but  twicemade 
Vise  of  externally,  in  a herpetic  itcJi,  once  ir^  a watery  so- 
lution , and  once  as  ointment , but  was  soon  forced  t6 
give  it  up,  on  account  of  the  disorder  getting  worse. 

, As  to  the  use  of  th'e  diluted  sulphuric  acid, 
iie  found  that  this  remedy  is  not  only  very  slow  in  its 
operatipn , and  that  it  sometimes  entirely  disappointsj 
but  also  that  its  being  applicable  can  be  but  Aery 
limited,  as  it  can  be  applied  with  good  effect,  only  wheti  a 
general  debility  of  the  lymphatic  and  cuticular  system, 
together  with  cacochymy  preA'ails. 

The  treatnfent  with  an  aqueous  solution  of  soap^  he 
‘considers  to  be  a very  good  adjuvans,  in  cures  of  simple 
itch,  but  alone,  it  is  in  most  eases  of  no  greater  service, 
than  the  decoctions  of  mucilaginous-,  or  mucilaginous-astring- 
ent vegetables,  of  which  Elmbark  is  the  most  usefull 

I 

Among  the  acrid  vegetables  Dr-.  H.  has  hitherto 
given  the  preference  to  the  Elecampane  in  saturated  de-^ 
coctions  , in  the  form  of  a wash,  yet, he  thinks  it  far 
lefs  efficacious  , than  the  aualogous  remedies  of  the  mi- 
neral kingdom,  particularly  white  praecipitate  of  Q-aick-= 
silver,  sublimate,  diluted  ley  and  soap. 

I The  result  of  all  his  experiments  and  observations 
was,  tliat  none  of  these  remedies  acted  so  quick  as  might 
be  wished-,  and  a watery  solution  of  Sulphate  of  Z;uk 
used  as  a wash,  was  always  found  the  best.  Dr.  H.  has 
used  tins  remedy  in  more  than  4^^  pf  the  most  different 
cases,  and  always  with  a speedy  and  perfectly  good  giic- 
ctfs,  and  without  any  further  consequences.  The  erup- 
tion did  not,  as  is  the  case  with  the  other  remedies,  eu-» 
crease  in  the  beginning , but  decreased  from  the  yt^ry 
first  days  , and  was  generally  completely  removed  after  a 
perseverance  of  8 or  10  days.  Only  in  a rather  iniiam-* 
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matory  form  of  the  pustnlous  itch , this  remedy  could 
not  be  apphed  , for  the  same  reason  , as  it  can  not  be 
indicated  in  syplidlitic  itch. 

If  the^  disorder  has  been  of  long  standing  a few  mild 
purges  being  previously  given , the  patient  jtalies  for  a 
few  days  some  sulphur  and  Cream  of  Tartar,  and  after 
tliis  all  the  places,  where  tliere  is  any  eruption,  are  wash- 
ed twice  or  thrice  a day  with  the  following  wash; 

it  Sulphatis  Zinci  ^ ad  5^1 
Decoct,  ulm.  ^ifs  ad  Jij  M. 

The  proportion  of  the  white  vitriol  was  but  in  very 
few  instances  encreased.  In  very  recent  and  slight  cases, 
the  wash  was  employed  without  any  previous  prepara- 
tion "j  warm  baths  ai’e  often  employed  at  the  same  time. 

. This  method  is  also  to  be  recommended  on  account 
of  its  clieapnefs  , a point  defserving  particular  notice  in 
civil  and  military  hospitals,  where  the  disorder  spreads 
in  an  uncommon  manner. 


Nledicixl  use  ofcobwebs. 

Dr,  LvDFRTpEL,  of  JcA'er.in  his  inaugural  difsertah'on, 
Gogitata  quaedam  circa  telae  ara  near  urn  in  febribus  intermit- 
- tentibus  usum , relates  the  cobweb  to  be  in  Holland  a 
popular  remedy  against  ague,  and  gives  it  as  his  opinion, 
as  the  spider  forms  his  web  from  his  own  secretory  oi’- 
gans  , it  is  \ ery  pofsihle , that  it  may  have  some  eflect 
on  the  human  body,  and  he  says  that  8 grs.  ofcobwebs, 
fresh  gathered  and  cleaned , raade^  up  into  7 pills  with 
mucilage  of  Gum  arabic,  two  of  wllich  taken  shortly  be- 
fore the  paroxysm  three  dining  the  same,  and  two  short- 
ly after  it , will  g^'nerally  hav'e  the  effect  of  preventing 
the  next  paroxysm.  - ' • 
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Dr.  LiBOSCHfjTz  finding  the  Rufsiansi  to  use  the  li- 
quid  tar  of  tlie  betula  alba  against  many  di-sorders  , but 
«;hiefly  agair\st  inteAnittents  , and  being  told  it  produced 
a sleep  lasting  from  6 to  8 hours  ^ he  had  a Tincture 
prepared  of  it,  in  order  to  ascertain  its  effects.  Having  taken 
'iwo  doses  of  it  himself,  each  dose  to  i!5  drops,  and  feel- 
ing sicknefs,  anxiety,  perspiration  and  giddinefs  after  the 
«econd,  he  felt  himself  covvinced  of  its  narcotic  powers, 
and  thus  resolved  to  make  further  trials  with  it  in  in- 
lermittents  , w^hich  wex’e  clowned  with  the  ?jf  st  succcfs^ 
curing  with  it  15  patients  within  two  months  j using  it 
in  the  following  formula :

Dr.  Dietz,  of  Nislmey  Nowogorod  relates,  a friend 
of  his  using  some  remedy  as  a nostrum  against  iheague^ 
and  giving  it  in  his  presence  to  three  patients  , two  of 
iliem  were  taken  with  violent  \ouuting,  and  the  third 
■with  purging,  but  the  fever  left  them  all.  On  examin- 
ing the  medecitie  Dr.  D.  found  it  to  be  deliquesced  Sul- 
phate of  iron , called  in  the  Rufsian  language  kamecnoy 
niafslow.  It  is  taken  in  doses  of  gfs  to  ^ij  each,  just 
before  the  paroxysm;

Description  of  the  two  last  discovered  minerat-waters  near 
the  Caucasus*  By  G.  Korner. 

The  mineral -waters  in  question  are  situated  ill  tlie 
great  Kabarda  near  the  fortrefs  Kpnstantinogorsk,  This 
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fortrefs,  wliich  is  situated  under  60°  Long,  and  50 

latit.  lies  between  Georjesk  and-  the  little  fortrefs  Kis- 
lovvodsk.  The  whole  neighbourhood  belonging  to  the 
Promontory  of  the  Caucasus,  is  mountainous  , wild  and 
Vougli.  Witherspever  we  turn  the  eye,  it  is  conaiied  by 
inoimrains  of  a stupendous  height,  About  100  Werst* 
south  of  Konstantiuogorsk,  that  gigantio  mountain  called 
Elborus  , is  seen  in  fine  weather,  and  at  no  greater  di- 
stance than  4 Worsts  to  the  north,  the  enormous  Beseh- 
tow.  In  the  vallies  vegetation  is  very  luxuriant,  and  evert 
the  mountains  are  plentifully  covered  with  plants.  Ac- 
cording to  GuLDEiiSTXDT  the  ground  of  the  C'aucdsic  pro-^ 
montory  has  most  marl  or  lime-elay  beneath  the  turf,  chiefly 
upon  grey  limy  s-andstone,  with  and  without  gravel,  se- 
lenite and  sulphur.  The  northern  limerocks,  havg  rocks 
of  saline  lime  unpetrified , intermixed  with  quarrs  and 
fieldspatli,  and  ferruginous  ore  or  Glimmer  berieath  the  turf. 
In  the  clift  of  the  rock  near  the  slate  pit,  are  several 
kinds  of  stone,  iron  and  other  minerals. 

During  the  watering  season,  from  the  middle  of  May 
to  the  end  of  August,  the  weathey  is  pretty  constant. 
The  thermometer  being  generally  18  or  20°. 

The  sulphureous  well.  — The  hot  or  sulphurweU, 
4 Wersts  S.  E.  by  E.  of  Konstantinogorsk,  springs  from 
various  wells  and  clefts  of  a rock  40  Toises  high , flows 
down  the  mountain  through  various  natural  gutters,  and 
gradually  loses  itself  in  the  t'alley.  The  temperature  of 
the  water  is  37°,  It  spreads  a smell  of  sulphur  in  the 
circumference  of  half  a Werst.  ft  gives  various  colours 
to  the  ground,  over  which  it  flows,  Mr.  SchwEDSON,  who  in 
1804  examined  these  wells  , "by  order  of  the  minister  of 
the  interior,  found  in  20  % of  the  water  :

It  is  internally  a most  efficacious  remedy  in  gland- 
ular and  visceral  obstructions  , stagnations  in  the  vfna 
porta,  scrofula,  inveterate  exanthemes  and  sypliillis,  mer- 
curial disorders,  gout,  clironical  rheumatism  and  rlieum- 
atic  paralysis.  The  digestion  must  however  not  be  too 
weak,  as  in  that  case  it  is  apt  to  produce  apepsy  flatu- 
lency , diarrhoea  &e.  •,  these  symptoms  may  however  Ije 
soon  removed  by  bitter  and  aromatic  remedies.  It  is  taken 
from  one  to  four  glafses  twdce  a day,  enereasing  the  dose 
gradually  , taking  the  first  dose  fasting  , and  tJie  fid  a 
few  hours  before  dinner. 

Warm  bathing  conjoined  with  the  internal  nse  of  it, 
greatly  afsists  it  in  curing  tlie  above  disorders,  the  water 
being  capable  of  difsolving'  indurations  , of  ever  so  long  , 
standing.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  on  account  of  the 
high  temperature  of  the  water,  the  patients  are  not  able 
to  remain  in  it  above  ^ ox  5 minutes  , without  falling 
into  a very  profuse  perspiration.  They  generally  batlie  ' 
twic^  a day,  once  in  the  forenoon,  and  once  in  the  even- 
ing, audtJieyall  afsure  that  for  the  time,  the  bathing  re- 
oalls  any  pain  they  have  ever  been  subject  to,  but  tiny 
also  say  that  they  get  quite  rid  of  them  , by  persevering 
in  using  it.  , r 

2)  The  carbonic  acid  weH. 

S.  W.  of  Konstantinogovsk,  a mountainous  road  leads 
acrofs  the  Podkumock  to  a mineral  well , 35  Wersts 

from  that  place , and  to  the  fortrefs  Kisiovvadsk.  This 
well  on  account  of  its  A'ii'tues  called  Nartson , ( heroic

In  censequence  of  its  abounding  in  carbonic  acid,  it 
is  of  a volatile  stimulating,  refreshing  and  reviving  nature,  > 
and  by  its  intimate  intermixture  with  iron , it  is  corro- 
borant j it  rapidly  encreases  appetite  and  digestion , the 
nervous  and  muscular  powers,  promoting  at  the  same  tiu;e 
tlie  uriinry,  alvine  and  haemorrlioidal  discharges.  Thus 
it  is  very  beneficial  in  nervous  , spasmodic , hysteric , 
hypochondriac  disorders , and  in  alvine  and  A'enous  ob- 
structions- it  Cfu-ries  off  gravel  and  calculi,  and  is  thus 
of  use  in,  as"  well  all  chronic  renal  affections  , as  also  in 
in  chlorosis,  difficult  menstruation  and  fluor  albus,  though 
on  account  of  its  being  apt  to  produce  xiterine  haemor- 
rhages , that  disposition  must  be  held  in  view.

Proceedings  of  the  medico-  chirurgical  Society  of  Berlin^ 
during  1816» 


Januar  the  first,  Dr.  and  Profefsor  HuKELAKD  after, 
reading  a survey  of  the  scientific  state  of  modern  surgery, 
drawing  a parallel  between  the  modern  history  of  tJi^t 
science  and  politics  at  large  , communicated  a general  re- 
view of  the  society’s  transactions  last  year, 

Jan,  19th,  pr.  KunzmANN  communicated  his  obsen'a-- 
tions  on  the  use  of  tliQ  Aqu.  laurocerasi  in  infantile 
cerebral  affections.  He  gave  it  every  two  hours  in  doses 
of  from  8 to  18  drops  with  an  equal  quantity  of  Min- 
derers.  Spirit,  in  four  cases  ; there  was 
acute  hydrocephalus  5 in  three  of  the 
took  place,  and  the  , fourth  terminated  in  general  anasarca, 

Febr.  2d,  Dr.  anff  Prof.  Reich  read  a treatise  on 
intermittents  , in  whi^h  he  remarked  , that  on  difsecting 
of  a great  'number  of  such  people  as  had  once  laboured 
under  that  disorder,  he  had  ever  found  the  lungs  to  Be 
affected  5 whence  he  concludes  , that  there  is  a relation 
between  this  disorder  and  that  organ. 

Febr.  16th,  Dr.  and  Prof.  LlNCK  rea.d  a treati;Se  on 
tlie  cellulosa  of  the  muscles  and  nerves,  w.ith  microscopic 
observations  , which  prove,  the  original  formation  of  the 
muscles  fo  be  tubular  , and  that  of  the  nerves  globular. 

March  1st,  A case  , that  was  sent  in  by  two  phy- 
sicians from  abroad,  for  the  decision  of  the  societyj  was 
^eci^ed  accordingly.

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March.  5i3d,  Dr.  and  Prof.  WolfArt  communicated 
the  treatment  of  a person  that  had  been  bitten  by  a pro- 
bably rabious  cat. 

March  29th,  Dr.  and  Prof.  HermbstajDT  read  a treat- 
ise on  tiie  influence  of  clieinistry  on  medeeihe.  Phis  was 
followed  by  an  analysis  of  the  urine  of  a dropsical  pa- 
tient, and  lastly  he  recounted  the  niorbid  history  of 
ah  inflmiunatory  disorder  , which  ' being  preumonic 
in  the  commencement,  but  going  over  afterwards  in  ar- 
thritis , there  was  a necefsity  for  V.  S.  18  times  in  JO 
days , besides  employing  leecJies  and  cuppings , so  that 
in  that  time  at  least  24  tt  of  blood  were  taken  away* 
with  the  hes.t  succefs,  and  most  perfect  curei 

April  the  i9th,  Dr.  and  Prof.  Rosenthal  communi- 
cated a most  remarkable  case  of  morbid  anatomy , , with 
temarks  on  the  Pachionian  glands  and  the  brainal  pro- 
cefs.  The  hi’st  he  considers  as  an  exsudation  of  lymphe 
from  the  cerebral  veins  , whence  they  are  always  met 
with  in  their  vicinityi  The  latter  he  considers  very  worthy 
of  the  attention  of  practitionersi  As  for  the  rest  he 
proves  by  many  instances,  that  very  considerable  desor^ 
ganhations  and  destructions  may  take  place  in  the  brain, 
without  disturbing  the  mental  faculties*  In  a very  lusty 
child  of  8 years  , live  feet  long  and  four  in  circumfer- 
ence , he  found  a deseased  liver,  having  an  adipoiis  co- 
yering  of  four  inches  tlucknefs.  From  this  luf  infers  a 
mutual  action  between  tlie  biliary  secretion,  and  the  adi-* 
pous  generation 

May  3dj  Dr.  Schweizer  communicated  some  observa- 
tions on  the  use  of  ehaerophyllum  sylvestre  in  inveterate 
Syphilitic  complaints,  after  mercury  had  proved' 
fec'tuaJ.  The  tfeatmeut  was  generally  after  the  Swedish 
metliod  ; combiiiing  a very  low  diet  wdth  minute  doses 
of  sublimate,  and  giving  night  and  morning  6 gr.  of  the 
Extract  of  ehaerophyllum.  — This  was  followed  by  the 
remarkable  liystory  of  a man,  who  by  drinking  spuits 
immoderately , had  brought  upon  himself  a mental  dis-* 
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order,  consisting  in  liis  being  obliged  to  say  or  do  every 
tin  ng  twice. 

May  the  17th,  Dr,  and  Prof.  Berends  coiranimicat- 
ed  sceptic  views  on  hydropJioby  from  rabies,  with  respect 
to  the  most  recent  treatmeii  t of  the  disorder.  Tlie  un- 
certainty of  all  methods  , for  curing  tiiis  dreadfiill  dis- 
order when  actually  broken  out , but  in  particnlar  that 
lately  recoinnunded  by  V.  S.  , proved  by  analogy  from 
the  failure  of  copious  bleedings  in  other  contagious  di- 
seases, as  also  from  the  ill  succefs  of  this  treatment,  ac- 
cording to  the  latest  experiments  and  observations  , made 
on  animals,  A proper  treatment  of  the  bitten  place, 
being  the  only  safety  in  the  provhylaxis.  Dangers  aris- 
ing to  tlie  public,  if  in  consequence  of  a too  sanguine 
confidmee  in  the  new  treatment  of  the  disorder,  when 
really  broken  out,  if  the  prophylaxis  should  be  neglected. 

May  31st,  Dr.  and.  Profefs.  OSAN  read  a treatise  on 
the  rise  of  the  01.  Therebinthinae  against  taenia. 

June  14th,  Dr.  MeRzdorf  communicated  a forensical 
case  of  a mortal  lesion  of  the  head.  Mr.  Geitoer  pro-' 
duced  a very  fine  artificial  eye  he  had  made,  with  tmri- 
ons  lentes  to  be  changed,  for  e.xplaining  of  physiologieal 
and  pathologicial,  phenojuena. 

JuiUH^Sth,'  Dr.  Erhard  read  Aphorisms  on  the  dif- 
ferent forms  of  matter  , and  Dr.  Bremer  jun.  the  latent 
obseivatioiis  of  the  treatment  of  psora  with  fumigations. 

July  12tli,  Dr.  VOLKER  on  the  treatment  and  cure 
of  an  incarcerated  hernia  by  bleeding  and  purging,  and 
on  the  application  of  Carbonate  of  ii’on  in  carcinoma^ 

July  26th,  Dr.  Rintel  observations  on  the  epidemi- 
cal lioopingcough  , in  which  he  found  a eonibinahon  of 
beiJaduitna  with  musk,  most  efficacious. 

yiugirst  9th,  Dr.  and.  Prof.  HuFEEAND  fragmenlaiy 
remarks  on  animal  magnetism. 
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August  16th,  the  same  continued.  Dr.  Rohes  of  _ 
Dresden  communicated  some  interesting  observations  out 
of  iiis  practice.  In  a trismus  produced  by  tlie  va- 
pours of  charcoals  and  mephitic  gazes  , >iu  which  the 
introduction  of  fluids  into  the  mouth  was  rendered  im- 
pofsible  even  by  iujeetion , he  saccefsfuUy  employed  an 
injection  of  a S9lution  of  Tartar  emetic  thrqugh  the  nost- 
rils , which  was  easily  swallowed , and  soon  effected  the 
recovery.  He  p.lso  confirmed  the  great  power  of  theChe- 
lidonium  in  pituitous  and  liver  complaints. 

Sept.  6th,  Dr.  Hesse,  on  a painfiill  disorder  of  the  * 
teeth  and  the  neighbouring  parts,  in  as  far  as  they  may 
arise  either  from  diseased  tf'ftth,  or  remote  causes. 

Sept.  20th,  Dr.  KlxjGe  produced  an  Hermaphrodite, 
distinguished  from  all  others  hitherto  known.  The  per- 
son is  21  years  of  age,  without  beard,  has  a voice  like 
an  eunuch,  tlie,  structure  of  the  clavicula  is  masculine, 
that  of  tlie  chest  feminine , the  pelvis  in  respect  to  its 
width , and  tlie  construction  of  the  ofsa  femoris  female. 
The  partes  genitaies  consist  of  a scrotum  bifidum , in 
which  the  testicles  are  but  just  visible , there  is  no 
vagina,  the  aperture  of  the  uretlira  is  female;  there  is 
no  penis  between  the  scrotum  befidum,  but  ojtily  a pretty 
long  clitoris , the  bulbus  urethrae  is  felt  like  in  a man. 
This  remarkable  Hermaphrodite  has  a dislike  to  either 
sejt , and  is  extremely  tired  of  his  life , on  account  of 
which  he  has  served  in  the  last  campaign.  After  this 
was  read  a treatise  that  had  been  sent  in,  on  the  nitium 

cubicum,  and  its  great  efficacy'  in  fei^er.

October  4th,  the  reading  of  the  last  mentioned  trea- 
tise continued. 

October  18th,  Dr.  SteiNRUCK  read  a treatise  on  the 
powers  and  effects  of  the  Carlsbad- waters  , observed  on 
the  Spot.  Dr.  Seegert  commuicated  a remarkable  case 
of  a women  lately  deceased , that  died  of  a laceration  of 
the  womb,  in  consequence  of  tlie  foetus,  having  so  large 
an  hydrocephalus  as  to  contain  three  Pounds  of  water. 
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November  1st,  Dr,  and  Prof.  HoRS  read  a treatise 
on  paralysis  of  the  lower  extremities,  wliich  lie  divided 
in  protopathic  and  deuteropatliic.  He  treated  more  par- 
ticularly on  tabes  dorsalis  as  a species  of  it,  the  iiahu’e 
and  character  of  which  is  not  sufficiently  hnowii,  and  he  very 
completely  defined  the  diagnosis  of  it.  TJie  primary  caifse 
of  the  disorder  is  atrophy  of  the  lower  part  of  tlie  spi- 
nal medulla,  of  which  a most  instructive  preparation  was 
produced.  The  male  sex  is  more  subject  to  tins  com- 
plaint than  the  female.  ■ it  mostly  occurs  betwetn  the 
30th  and  55th  year,  and  excefs  in  venery  is  its  prin- 
cipal exciting  cause. 

Nov.  14th,  Dr.  and  Profefs.  Klugf  produced  a bandage 
invented  by  his  father  and  improved  by  himself,  fur  the  cure 
of  a fractured  inferior  maxilla,  which  h id  been  already  applied 
with  succefs.  He  then  oomnmuicated  his  obserwitions 
on  the  deep  action  of  artificial  ulcers  long  and  copiously- 
suppnrating,  which  is  capable  even  of  destroying  the  bone. 

A 'melancholic  person  Incautiously  embrocating  the  un- 
guent. Tart.  emet.  in  the  whole  lu  ad,  had  produced  such 
an  enoimous  supptiration  , that  nothing  could  stop  it, 
and  thdt  she  died  of  it.  On  difsect;on  tJie  skulJ  was  j 
found  to  be  corroded,  brittle,  and  its  substance  reduced 
to  one  third.  He  tlien,  produced  a drawing  of  an  e uormous 
cystic  tumour  on  tlie  chest,  and  one  of  a tumour  on  the 
clieek  of  a young  country  woman , resembiing  an  additi- 
onal head  , which  had  eouimenced  witli  a violent  pain 
of  that  part,  on  account  of  wliich  a tooth  was  drawn, 
which  however  did  not  appease  the  pain  , but  produced 
the  swelling , which  arrived  at  that  enormous  si/.e , and 
hilled  the  . person  after  5 months.  On  dil'seclion  a spongi- 
ous  expansion  and  thikening  of  the  cJieekbone  >.vac  found 
to  have  been  the' cause.  At  last  he  praised,  tlie  not  di- 
viding of  the  umbilical  funiculns  as  an'  active  remedv  in 
reanimating  neonati  apparently  dead;  and  it  is  gen^r.iJiy 
adyi&eable  not  to  undertake  it',  till  puisajion  has  teased 
in  it  j which  also  afsists  in  the  separation  of  the  pla- 
centa. 
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November  2QtTi,  Dr.  Weitsch,  read  a few  cases  out 
of  his  practice  wiiere  animal  magnetism  had  proved  in- 
effectual. 

Dec.  1 3th,  The  same  communicated  the  morbid  history 
of  a necrosis,  and  produced  the'  preparation  of  it,  it  was 
the  humerus  which  'had  been  extirpated  from  the  shoul- 
der joint,  so  that  the  patient  was  cured  by  it, 

Dec,  27‘th,  Dr.  GrAefe  spoke  of  tlie  clefts  of  the 
soft  palate,  which  may  as  well  be  congenital  as  morbidly 
acquired.  He  has  tried'  in  vain  several  times  to  cure 
the  disorder,  or  artificially  to  replace  it , till  in  oiie  case, 
where  the  cleft  was  very  considerable,  and  extended  to 
the  bone , the  idea  struck  him  to  unite  it  by  adhesion 
and  artificial  imflammatioii  *,  to  which  purpose  he  invent- 
ed particular  needles  , by  which  he  effected  the  suture, 
which,  combined  with  the  application  of  muriatic  acid 
and  tiuctura  lyttae  (the  latter  of  which  he  prefers  for 
exciting  the  plastic  procefs  ) he  effected  ^ perfect  h 
cure,  that  tlie  person  afterwards  was  able  to  swallow, 
and  talk  without  impediment.  , 
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Januar  4th  1816,  Prof.  Reinhard  read  liis  treatise 
on  the  nervous  system  of  the  mollusca  acephala  bivalvis. 

Januar  IBtli,  Prof.  Becker  read  his  treatise  on  the 
use  of  small  quantities  of  Geneva , compared,  with  the 
larges  quantities  of  Gin  taken  by  the  lower  clafs. 

Pebr.  1st,  Prof.  Oerstetd  read  his  considerations  of 
thetecent  dynamical  system  of  chemistry. 

Febr.  15th,  the  same,  on  the  doctrine  of  light  aftev 
the  modern  chemical  theory.  Prof.  WiBORG  read  a dis- 
quisition, whether  carbon  was  actually  an  antidote  against 
Corrosive  Sitblimate  and  Arsenik. 
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!pebi’.  29tli,  Prof.  Stkom  road  a treatise,  de  plumbi  acetici 
virtiite  styptica  in  variis  liaemorrhagiae.  casibus. 

March  14th,  Prof.  Saxtorph  read,  de  ventrah  extx’a 
uternm  graviditate.  Prof.  Jacobsen,  an  account  of  the 
Oil  ofTiu'pentine  in  large  doses,  as  a remedy  in  puerperal 
fever,  recommended  by  Dr.  Brenam  of  Dublin. 

March  28th , Prof.  LuND  an  historical  account  of 
the  medical  arrangements  ^ made  witli  relation  to  the  liy- 
' drophoby  which  broke  out  at  Coppenliagen  in  18l5. 
Mr.  Wendt  read  an  historical  disquisition  on  the  inter- 
nal application  of  tlie  01.  Therf  biutinae,  with  particular 
regard  to  the  medical  history  of  Denmark. 

/\pril  18th,  Prof.  MvnsteR,  contribution  to  the  phi- 
•iology  of  the  senses.  Prof.  Jacobsen  examination  of  a 
recently  discovered  Anatomosis  between  the  nerves  of 
tlie  ear. 

May  9th,  Prof.  Herholdt  considerations  on  the  dif- 
ferent methods  of  performing  the  operation  of  paracen- 
thesis. 

Thus,  the  sefsions  of  the  society  for  the  Jiieinal  se- 
mester, were  closed. 


Short  account  of  the  most  remarkable  proceedings  of  the 
medko-  chirurgicat  society  at  Hamburgh  during  the 
year  1816. 

Jan.  2d,  Dr.  ChatjFepie  opened  the  xueeting  with 
an  oration  in  which  lie  developed  the  history,  origin  and 
progrefs  of  the  society,  enlarging  much  upon  the  advant- 
ages, that  might  be  expected  to  emanate  from  it  , on  ac- 
count of  its  favourable  situation , for  receiving  medical 
intelligence  and  communications  from  neighbouring  and 
more  distant  countries.  A resolution  was  tlien  pafsed, 
that  an  institution  for  gratuitous  vaccination  should  be 
established,  and  a committ^- appointed  for  that  purpose, 
and  that  a beginning  should  be  made  w'ith  it  imuiedi- 
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atf-ly.  Before  the  afsembly  broke  up,  the  Aulio  councellor 
Dr,  GuMPKECiiT,  produced  ari\^fsified  Embryo,  which  had 
been  cut  out  of  the  abdomen  oE  a woman  , after  having 
been  in  it  14  years  , the  particulars  as  to  the  morbid 
state  ofjJie  mother  were  unktiown 

J^n.  16th,  Dr  Chaufepie  read  a paper  in  which  he 
endeavoured  to  prove  it  to  be  false  for  smallpox  ever  to 
take  place  after  proper  vaccination.  He  related  a case, 
where  a young  woman  taking  friglit  at  seeing  a person 
lie  dangerously  ill  of  the  smallpox,  12  years  after  she 
had  been  vaccinated , was  taken  with  fever  aud  an  ex- 
antheme,  resembling  in  the  beginning  of  the  eruption  that 
of  the  smallpox , but  which  became  quite  abnormal  in 
the  further  course  of  the  disorder,  and  disappeared  within 
a few  days.  Dr.  Gumprecht  **)  read  an  enquiry  why 
Obstetric  art , though  its  object  is  more  simple  and  its 
sphere  more  limited  than  that  ‘of  either  physic  or  surgery, 
stands  on  a lower  station  of  perfection,  than  either  of 
these  sciencens. 

Febr.  16th,  Dr.  Wolf  junior  communicated  his  ob- 
servation of  a complication  of  febris  bullosa  with  the 
. covvpox. 

Febr.  19th,  Dr.  Gumprecht  (*)  communicated  his  ideas 
on  the  mode  of  instruction  of  midwives,  Snd  a criticism  of 
modem  works  on  that  subject  j he  alsoproduced  several  of  his 
female  pupils,  who  being  questioned  by  several  members, 
were  found  well  instructed  and  fully  qualified. 

April  loth , A biographical  sketch  of  the  late  Dr. 
and  Prof.  Reil  'was  read  by  the  same.

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Dr.  Zavank  reported  on  the  part  of  tlie  conimitt^ 
for  vaccination,  that  two  pustules  had  been  obtained  in 
a patient  vaccinated  with  lymph  received  from  London, 
from  which  he  wa^  gobig  further  to  inoculate.  Dr.  Wak^ 
MERS  had  vaccinated  with  lymph  recie^^ed  from  Bergedorff. 

May  14th  , Tlie  cabinet  maker  . Winter  of  Heide, 
produced  a bedstead  he  had  invented  for  the  purpose  of 
moving  the  sick  without  much  trouble  to  the  nurse,  or 
fatigue  to  patient, 

June  11th,  Dr.  WoNiNGER  produced  ^ much  deform- 
ed pelvis  of  a person  that  had  died  of  the  caesarean  ope- 
ration. > 

July  9th,  Dr.  Wa^merS  reported,  that  from  the  be- 
ginnig  itiil  now  300  oJiilclron  lead  been  vaccinated.  Tlie 
Secretary  was  ordered  to  write  to  theLoMdon  Jennerian  society 
in  order  to  thank  them  for  their  kindnefs  in  transmitting 
vaccine  lymphe.  , 

July  16th,  Dr.  Lappenbergh  communicated  the  case 
of  a person  who  falling  down  16  years  ago  from  some 
height,  took  apparently  no  fiuTher  hurt,  than  losing  his 
olfactory  faculty.  Being  obliged  to  jump  out  of  a coach 
five  weeks  since,  he  was  taken  five  days  ago  with  slight 
feA^er,  three  days  after  with  spasms , and  died  yesterday. 
His  olfactory  sense  returned,  911  his  being  talien'ill  this 
last  time.  On  difsection  two  little  bones  were  found  in 
the  sinus  falcionnis.  The  same  also  related  a case  of 
liydrophoby,  that  took  place  three  years  after  the  person 
had  been  bitten. 

October  29th,  Dr.  Zw^ANCK  reported  the  further  pro- 
grefs  of  vaccination  by  an  encrease  of  600  children  more. 

December  10th,  Dr.  Leo  Wolff  read  a case  of 
ischuria^  spastioa , in  which  after  all  the  usual  remedies 
had  proved  without  effect , and  the  patient  had  passed 
no  urine  in  60  hours,  a glyster  of  an  infusion  of  Bella-: 
(ipniia  gave  immediate  relief.

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' Extract  from  the  quaterly  Reports  of  Prufs'mn  physkians't. 

A toy,  7 years  of  age,  was  bitten  at  Staffeld  iu  the 
foot,  by  a viper,  very  libely  the  toluber  Berus,  he  was 
instantly  carried  to  Saldin  to  Dr.  KROGMANtST.  I-n  the 
bitten  place  only  a blue  point  was  to  be  observed,  but 
th<^  boy  was  sick  and  youiited.  Tlie  next  day  the  whole 
leg,  tliigh  and  scrotum , as  also  the  face,  were  much 
, swelled.  A blister  was  applied  to  the  bitten  place , and 
afterwards  drelsed  with  an  irritating  ointment.  Fomen- 
tations of  aromatic  herbs  with  vinegar,  were  applied  to 
the  swollen  parts  , and  alexipharmics  given  internally, 
by  which  means  he  recovered. 

On  the  30th  of  March,  a fine  healthy  boy  of  22 
weeks  was  inoculated,  and  two  very  fine  normal  pustules 
appeared  on  each  arm,  from  which  matter  was  taken  on 
the  8th  day  for  farther  inoculation,  which  also  succeeded 
very  vyell.  On,  the  26th  of  November,  of  course  8 months 
afterwards,  a little'  reduefs  appeared  on  the  scar  of  those 
^ line  pustules,  and  on  the  next  day  a pock , and  on  the 
2d  of  December  it  appeared  as 'the  finest  largest  oowpock 
in  its  peculiar  form,  full  of  watery  lymph,  ^ut  without 
any  vestige  of  inriamjnation.  The  areola  appeared  very  small, 
and  dried  sooner  than  usual.  The  child  was  uninterrup- 
tedly well. 

Dr.  IfESTKE  of  Elbingen  relates  the  following  remark- 
able case.  In  Sept.  1816  he  saw  a woman  (whose  age 
is  not  mentioned)  who  after  a great  many  complaints  , 
in  the  abdomen  and  pelvis,  gradually  pafsed  per  anum 
pieces  of  bone  of  a foetus  of  above  6 months  , so  that 
he  collected  almost  a wdiole  skehjton  from  it.  He  re- 
marks only  previously  that  an  extrauterine  conception 
liad  taken  place,  and  promises  to  publish  this  case  more 
fully  at  some  other  period.

Dr,  HauSBRAnd  relates  the  following  most  remark- 
able history.  A robust  man  thirty  one  years  of  age, 
in  the  beginning  of  April  was  taken  with  preumoni^ 
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symptoms,  to  vvluclisoon  came  nerv^ons  ones,  siicJi  as  used 
to  appear  in  tlie  fohris  nervosa  stiipida  P.  Frankii.  The 
patient  was  •indifferent  to  all  about  liim , even  to  his 
wife  and  children,  of  whom  lie  used  to  be  very  fond, 
had  no  confidence  either  in  his  physician  or.  the  mede- 
cines,  and  doubted  of  his  recovery  &c.  Jn  this  way  he' 
^ lay  a fortnight,  got  weaker  every  day,  so  that  little  hope 
tvas  left  for  his  recovery,  f now  recieved  the  following 
account  of  his  former  relations  in  hfe.‘  Four  years  a'^o 
he  arrived  here  with  his  master  from  Hefsia  horn  in'^a 
mountainous  country  he  at  fir^t  did  not  like  the  resi- 
dence in  this  neihbourhood , which  was  to  last  some 
montJis,  Imt  longed  for  Jiis  mountainous  native  country. 
But  all  of\  sudden  his  inclination  changed , he  fell  in 
love  with  a chambermaid  ; this  made  him  forget  his  na- 
tive mountains,  and  relations.  He  disclosed  Jiis  pafsion 
to  his  master,  who.se  good  opinion  he  pofsefsed , and  de- 
clared his  wish  to  fix  here  for  ever.  His  master  remon- 
strated with  him  on  the  subject,  but  coiild  only  prevail 
on  him  ^o  far,  as  to  promise  to  accompany  him  on  his 
return  home,  but  then  to  go  back  again.  It  was  thought 
the  journey  and  the  remonstrances  of  his  relations,  would 
make  him  forget  his  love,  however  this  was  not  the 
case,  but  on  the  contrary  he  returned  on  foot  after  stajdng 
3 weeks  with  his  relations,  sacrificing  his  future  in- 
heritaiue,  and  ail  his  relations  otherwise  as  dear  to  him. 
But  he  was  hardly  arrived  and  in  pofsefsioti  of  his  be- 
loved, before  the  remembrance  of  his  native  country  and 
his  beloved  relations  returned  with  great  force  , ■ so  that 
he  never  feit  happy  since,  though  he  is  ^ ery  comfortable* 
in  jiis  doinestic  circumstances.  Since  that  time  he'  was,' 
always  more  or  lefs  melancholic,  and  never  thought  of 
his  country ' without  emotion.  His  melancholy  greatly 
encreased  upon  him  during  the  last  winter,  in  a manner 
that  it  was  observed  not  only  by  his  friends  , but  also 
b}-  Jiimsclf,  and  he  did  all  in  his  power  to  divert  him- 
self by  constant  employmenl.  As  soon  as  I had  received 
this  accoiint  of  the  state  of  his  mind,  I was  most  anxi- 
ous to  make  myself  master  of  it.  For  this  purpose  I 
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brouglit  him  a greeting  from  one  of  ,liis  foimier  ju- 
venile companions  , who  happened  to  be  here  and  who 
had  given  me  thfe  above  relation.  The  patient  vVho  pre- 
viously had  paid  me  but  little  attention,  and  hardly  I>ad 
answered  my  questions,  all  at  once  changed  his  gloomy 
countenance,  and,  became  attentive  and  talkative.  I roused 
in  him  tlie  idea,  of  his  returning  to  his  native  country, 
which  did  more  seryiSe  than  all  former  excitants  and 
nervina.  After  a few  days,  he  was  not  only  past  all 
danger,  but  liad  also  gained  in  strength,  and  in  the  hopes  of 
a speedy  recov'ery,  followed  my  advice  in  the  most  punct- 
ual manner. 

« , Dr.  ReymANN,  of  Jauer,  observes  in  relation  to  the  Epi- 

demy  of  1813,  the  Exantheme  in  Typhus  to  be  different 
from  peteohiae.  “The  redspotted  &antheme  in  the  in- 
flammatory stage  of  many  of  my  typhus  patients  was 
remarkable  , and  most  general  in  those  parts  which 
were  kept  warmest,  as  on  the  back,  chest,  upperthigh 
and  upperarm.  Though  the  state  of  the  typhus  remain- 
ed undianged,  t have  frequently  found  that  the  stitchings 
in  the  side  and  other  catarrkous  spmptoms  did  generally 
decrease  with  the  appearance  of  this  eruption.  Though 
the  exantheme  appeared  trifling,  a desquamation  was  plain- 
ly ohseiued  at  the  termination  of  the  disorder.  Real 
Ptechiae  with  miliary  fever  1 have  observed  but  once.,, 

Hufeland  and  Korn’s  account  of  the  state  of  the  charity 
hospital  at  Berlin. 

According  to,  an  account  published  by  Drs.  Hupe- 
LAND  and  HoRN,  physicians  to  the  charity  - ho ‘^pital  at 
Berlin,  4744  patients  were  .received  in  that  institution 
in  the  year  of  1815,  5014  of  whom  were  discharged  as 
cured,  200  uncured,  though  most  relier^ed , 368  sent  to 
other  divisions,  34  nm  away  and  411  difed , of  whom 
81  were  on  the  point  of  death  at  the  time  when  they 
were  received.  Of  those  that  died,  225  were  male  and 
186  female  patients , including  infants  at  the  bi-ea^t.

The  proportion  of  cored 
to  the  total  received,  was  thus  1 to  1 / ; that  of  the

The  following  instance  serves  to  prove  the  exactnefs  of 
the  account.

Paris.  The  annuaire  for  1817  contains  the  foUow^ 
ing  very  interesting  detail.  Of  about  20,000  children 
annually  born  in  that  city  only  10,000  live  to  the  age 
of  20,  and  6,800  to  that  of  45  years,  One  fourth  of 
the  children  die  in  the  first  year , and  one  third  only 
reaches  the  2d  year;  the  natural  small  pox  still  being  in 
a great  measure  the  cause  of  thi^  enormous  mortality. 


Brief  account  of  the  medico-  philantropic  committS  at  St^ 
Fetersborough , and  the  number  of  patients-,  received  at 
that  institution.,  during  the  years  I8I4  and  1815. 

In  1814,  7360  patients  were  attended,  namly  129 
ty  members  of  the  committe , and  7231  by  physicians 
attending  tlie  poor  gratis.  Among  the  latter  were  346 
that  remained  from  the  preceeding  year , and  6385  new 
received  ones.  6801  were  cured,  94  died,  64  were  sent 
to  an  other  hospital,  or  vveiit  to  an  other  part  of  the 
metropolts,  79  were  dis<?harged  as  incurable,  and  193 
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remained  in  the  cure.  On,  57  oplitlialmic  operations  were 
performed.  I04  children  were  vaccinated. 

In  1815,  7546  patients  were  attended,  268  by  tlie 
members  of  the  committe,  and  7278  by  physicians  attf-nd- 
ing  tlie  poor  gratis.  6613  were  discharged  cured,  '78 
died,  76  were  sent  to  other  hospitals  or  went  to  other 
parts  of  the  metropolis,  75  were  discharged  as  incur- 
able and  197  remained  in  hands.  65  were  operated  on 
th.e  eyes,  and  l75  children  inoculated  with  the  cowpo'clc. 

The  STim  total  of  patients  received  and  afsisted  at 
tiiis  institution  from  its  commencement  till  tlie  beginning 
of  1816  amounted  to  64,651  poor  patients  of  all  religi- 
ons and  stations  in  life,  943  of  whom  died,  the  others 
mostly  recovered,  and  a small  proportioii  only  discharged 
as  incurable,  or  sent  to  other  hospitals 

Universities  and  learned  Societies.  , 

Gottingen.  In  one  of  the  last  meetings  of  the 
Royal  Society,  in  Nov.  last,  Prof.  ScbRADER  communicat- 
ed, Observationes  super  nounullis  Solanearum  generibus, 
and  Prof.  StromeIer  produced  a chemical  analysis  of  a 
beautifull  piece  of  Barytes , dicovered  a few  years  ago 
at  Niitfield  in  the  country  of  Surry,  lately  sent  over  by 
Mr.  SOWERBY. 

Erlangen.  A surgical  climeum  has  been  established 
by  Dr.  SCHREGER,  comprising  at  the  same  tinle  the  prac- 
tice of  midwii'ery  , consisting  as  well,  in  an  ambulatory 
as  hospital  clinicum,  one  of  the  university  buildings  be- 
ing appropriated  and  fitted  up  for  the  latter.  The  cli- 
nical institution,  under  the  direction  of  the  worthy  Dr. 
Harles  also  goes  on  without  interruption. 

Heidelberg h.  The  university  of  this  place  has 
received  a considerable  improvement,  by  the  etablishment 
of  an  academical  hospital,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  and 
Prof.  (I0NRADI.  It  has-  been  for  the  present  fitted  up  for 
20  patients  , the  place  however  admits  of  a far  greater 
number  The  lectures  have  begun  already  during  the  last 
liiemal  semester. 
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' Warsaw.  By  a decree  of  His  Imperial  Majesty  the 
Emperor  ALEXANDER  for  the  foundation  of  a university 
in  this  city,  passed  and  published  in  the  latin  language, 
under  the’ 19th  of  Novenib.  18  J 6;  the  university  is  to 
consist  of  five  faculties,  namely  1)  a theological,  2)  a 
juridical,  3)  a statistical,  4)  a medical,  and  5)  a philo- 
sophical one,  besides  the  belles  lettres.  The  teachers  are 
to  have  admifsion,  to  the  I'^arious  honorary  places  and 
dignities.  Those  profefsors  that  occupy  tlie  highest  pro- 
fefsorships,  are  to  be  enobied,  which  nobility  with  all  its 
dignities  is  to  descend  to  their  ifsue , provided  they 
have  held  fliat  situaj^ion  ten  years.  The  rector  of  the 
university  is  to  censure  the  works  published  by  its  members. 

Franeker.  On  account  of  Prof.  Dr.  Allardi’s  ill 
health  the  King  of  the  Netherlands  has  been  graciously  pleas- 
ed, to  nominate  the  worthy  Dr.  Jak  Gysbert  Sam.  van 
' Breda,  of  Leyden,  as  second  profefsor  of  surgery,  who 
is  a pupil  of  Bkvgman,  and  has  improved  his  scientific 
knowledge  by  travels  in  Germany  and  France. 

Harderwyk.  Tlie  botanical  garden  of  this  uni- 
versity having  been  stript  of  its  choicest  plants,  during 
the  reign  of  Napoleon,  and  the  anatomical  and  chemical 
theatres  having  experienced  a similar  fate,  they  have  by 
special  command  of  H,  M.  been  reestablished,  at  the  ex- 
pence of  the  public  funds  during  tlie  last  year. 

This  Athenaeum  is  also  indebted  to  the  veteran  Ad- 
miral Kingtrergen  for  an  institution  liberally  established 
from  his  private  property , by  which  five  gold  medals, 
worth  50  florins  eaf  h , are  to  be^  distributed  annually 
among  the  students,  as  prizes  for  the  best  answer  to  the 
prize  questions,  published  by  the  respective  faculties.  If 
it  happens , that  there  are  two  of  narrow  circumstances 
among  the  competitors  , cash  of  them  is  to  receive  50 
florins  in  each,  besides  the  medal. 


Notic"s  of  the  state  of  physik  among  the  calmucs. 
Surgery  and  medecine  are  separated  with  them  as 
witli  us,  the  surgeon  being  called  Otto-tschi;  and  the 
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pliysician  Em-tschi.  Thrir  medeciues  consist  chieflyof  aro- 
matics. Two  sorts  of  Mirobolares,  Arrorae . Parroae,  and 
Mnsit  arc  universal  medicines  used  in  all  disorders.  Besides 
these  they  have  Bezoar,  Roseleaves,  Mallow,  Eiiula  helenicum 
®^ff^on,etc,  The  berries  of  Ricinus  communis  serve  as 
l^ativcs.  in  gonorrhoea  andsyphillis,  they  use  like  the  Rnf- 
sians  fumigations  of  cinnabar,  and  internally  they  give  nux 
vomica,  in  apoplexy  they  are  said  to  apply  a plaister  tp 
the  head  madeof  the  slime  of  fish,  musk,  saffron  and  aromas 
tics.  The  most  valuable  remedy,  whicli  is  said  to  be  dear- 
er than  gold,  and  which  is  only  employed  as  the  ulti-r 
mate  refuge,  when  all  other  remedip  have  failed,  is  called 
by  them,  chorakocki.  It  is  said  to  be  a kind  of  asphaj';- 
tum  derived  from  the  highest  rocks  of  the  East,  but  Mr. 
Stahlin  thinks  it  to  be  Bdellium.  A Kind  of  religious  re- 
medy is  also  held  in  great  estimation  among  them,  vii 
the  relicts  of  burnt  priests  Urrnla  and  Shaliire,  which 
are  carefully  gathered  from  among  the  ashes,  and  ti^e?» 
as  medicine.

Pr.  Rehmann’s  Account  of  a Chinese  book  on  vaccination. 

Young  Stauntou  who  for  these  many  years  past  has 
lived  at  Cantou,  first  made  the  Chinese  asquainted  with 
the  cowpock , for  vyhich  purpose  he  published  at  Cantou 
a little  teatise  in  the  Chinese  language,  of  which  Mr.  Tile- 
sius  brought  over  a copy,  the  trauslatiou  of  which  Mr, 
Julius  Klaproth  has  undertaken,  the  original  being  preserved 
among  other  Chinese  medical  works  in  Dr.  R’s  library.  The 
title  is:  Jng  ge  li  quo  sin  dschu  dschung  ten  Ki  schu- 
i.  e.  Remarkable  book  of  the  Inoculation,  newly  discovered 
Inoculation  in  the  british  Empire,  printed  in  the  tenth 
j^ear  of  Riatsing  in  the  6th.  month  (in  Jul  and  August 
1805}.  The  introduction  sounds  as  follows:  “The  smalk- 
<,pox  did  not  originally  exist  in  the  western  parts,  and 
^ only  1100  years  ago  this  infection  was  brought  over 
j/rom  the  eastern  parts  into  the  western.  In  all  coun- 
^,tries  and  at  all  times  afsistanoe  was  oped  for  from  hea^ 
jjven,  no  house  w'd.5  sparod  anywhere,  The  drcadfnll  evil 
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„taged  every  where,  and  its  destructive  consequences 
^'caused  the  greatest  distrefs.  — This  lasted  till  about  a 
, century  ago,  when  a physician  wrote  a work  on  the  in- 
,[oculation  of  the  smallpox,  indeed  not  yet  perfect ^ yet 
jjheartcheering  and  valuable.  At  last  in  the  first  year  pf 
,^Kia  tsing  (I796j  afsistance  came  from  heaven  in  England 
^^niy  native  country.”  — It  was  a physician  called  Tie-na*j, 
a name  which  gloriously  resounds  throughout  the  whold 
empire.  He  long  searched  after  a remedy  in  medecine,  but 
found  nothing  capable  of  extirpating  that  evil.  But  seeing 
the  Kixie  not  to  be  infected  by  the  smallpox,  he  made 
very  exact  enquiries , and  found  small  little  bluish  ulcers 
on  tlieis  udders  , which  externally  refsembled  th^  smallpox. 
Might  this  not  be  able  to  annihilate  and  destroy  the  poison  of 
tlie human  smallpox?  — Instantly  the  idea  struck  him,  to 
ihorilate  men  with  it.  — Men  and  women,  chitdreu  and 
adults  were  thus  inoculated,  near  a million  of  people  5 
not  one  was  hurted,  not  one  disfigured.  — This  manner 
of  inoculating  was  also  introduced  into  Spain*  where  on 
aecount  of  its  excellence  it  became  very  renowned.  The 
King  of  that  country  did  not  mind  lOODO  pieces  of  Gold, 
but  fitted  out  a velsel  in  which  he  sent  out  children  to 
propagate  tliese  pox  — They  now  extended  as  far  as  the 
JPhiiippine  Islands.  At  last  in  the  tenth  year  of  Kia 
tsing  (1805;  in  tJie  fourth  month,  the  vefsel  Py  tao  lu  gu 
arri^'ed  with  cliildren  at  Ao  men  (Macaof  to  propagate 
vaccination.  The  European  physicians  agreeing  with  those 
of  Ao  men,  explained  the  art  of  this  inoculation.  More 
than  a Inindred  foreign  youths  were  preserved  by  it^ 
without  feeling  the  least  disorder.  Now  the  small  pox 
must  give  way,  and  we  shall  see  that  noxious  poison  ex- 
tirpated, but  it  must  be  minded  and  practised  every  where. 
To  make  it  more  general  I have  translated  this  book,  ap- 
proved of  by  physicians,  and  no  great  physician  can  cease 
thinking  of  this  art. 


*)  Jenncr  corrupted  by  the  Chinese  who  can, not  pronounce  the  r* 
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Larrey  observed  the  followinj’  case  whicJi  he  deno- 
minates somuambiilismus  traimiaticus , in  a person  that- 
had  reeieved  a sliotwonnd  in  fbe  gastric  region,  a dee- 
ply penetrating  fistulous  duet;  Jiad  remained.  On  intro- 
ducing a probe  into  the  depth  of  it,  the  patient  im- 
mediately felt  a sensation  of  cold,  and  a kind  of  pain 
like  prefsarc,  producing  a sort  of  spasmodic  contraction 
throughout  the  whole  circumference  of  the  abdomen  , ac- 
companied with  oscitation,  stretching  of  the  limbs,  an 
unconmiou  loquacity  and  a Kind  of  oomnambulismus , 
wJiich  if  tJie  topic  the  jiatient  dwelled  upon  was  conti,- 
ned,  might  probably  be  protracted  at  pleasure:  After 
25  or  30  Minutes  all  these  symptoms  disappe.tVed,  the  pa- 
tient relapsing  into  his  .wonted  melancholy,  under  which 
he  laboured  ever  since  lie  has  been  woumded.  It  is  very 
likely  the  instrument  by  whidi  the . w'onnd  was  indicted 
may  have  reached  the  plexus  Solaris,  or  at  least  aoitated 
it  considerably,  on  which  account  the  probe  produced 
those  remarkable  symptoms.  This  then  is  a somiiimibul- 
ismus  traumaticiis , which  may  be  called  forth  at  pleasure 
by  the  introduction  of  the  instrument.

ATsefsor 
for  pharmacy  at  tlie  Royal  college,  Prefefsor  of  chf  mistry 
to  the  Ptoyai  corps  of  detillery,  and  to  the  academy,  Mem- 
ber of  the  academy  of  sciences  and  arts  at  Berliji,  and  of 
the  institution  at  Paris  , and  KnigJjt  of  the  red  Eiigle. 
He  w'us  bora  at  Werningerode  on  the  the  1st  of  Decem- 
ber 1743. 
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
